Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau 
Washington, April 28, 1914 
A War That Is Not a War. 

While a country was impatiently 
waiting for the Senate of the United 
States to pass a resolution uphold- 
ing the action of the President in 
using armed foree in Mexico, that 
ereat body was deliberately choos- 
ing a pathway to be traveled which 
would leave the record of Congress 
absolutely plain. The President 
had admonished Congress that it 
must under no circumstances com- 
mit the American government to 
‘‘war’’ upon Mexico. The action of 
the United States was to be direct- 


ed, according to the President, 
against the Huerta (pronounced 
Wherta) faction, which Washing- 


ton has refused to recognize as a 
eovernment. The President told 
Congress in his speech: ‘‘LI come to 
ask your approval.’’ And _ before 
that approval was obtained Vera 
Cruz was in the hands of the Amer- 
ican navy. 

We sat in the Senate gallery 
through the afternoon, and the long 
night, and watched one of the great- 
est scenes enacted in that Chamber 
since the Spanish-American war. 
Some people may say that the Re- 
publicans sought to make a partisan 
issue, and if such was the intention 
they certainly have left a clear re- 


cord. The Administration forces 
stood firm for the resolution that 
eame from the Committee, and 


which, it was charged, ‘‘was writ- 
ten on a White House typewriter.’’ 
This resolution ‘‘justified’’ the 
President, because of the refusal of 
Huerta to salute the Stars and 
Stripes, and for two or three minor 
instances of official insult by Huerta. 
On this platform the Democrats 
stood pat. The Republicans in their 
resolutions—the principal one of 
which was that introduced by Sena- 
tor Lodge, recited the generally 
chaotie conditions of Mexico, and 
held that these conditions should 
form the basis of our action against 
Huerta. Many asserted that the in- 
stances cited by the President did 
rot furnish a good reason for the 
use of armed foree, and several 
Senators took the ground that the 
apology in the form offered by Gen- 
eral Huerta, was all that the United 
States should demand. There was

no thought, or charge, in that Cham- 
ber, that the Senators were quibb- 
ling, and when the minority resolu- 
tions were all defeated, the Repub- 
licans, had made their point plain 
that it was only the method of ap- 
proval for which they fought, and 
the Senate at 3:25 in the morning 
sustained the President absolutely— 
only thirteen Members voting 
against the resolution offered by the 
Administration. 

If the latest move in Mexico is 
successful it will be said that a 
united and patriotic Congress ‘‘up- 
held the President.’’ If our new 
Mexican policy is a failure then the 
Republicans in the next campaign 
will produce the record made by 
them to lay all the blame on the 
Democratic Administration. Call 
this patriotism, polities, or what you 
will,— nevertheless that’s the way it 
was fixed in Congress. 


The Funny Representatives. 

Ninety-seven Congressmen voted 
to reduce their own salaries from 
$7,500. to $6,000 a few days ago— 
but there were 205 in opposition, 
and had there been any real dan- 
ver of this proposition going 
through, about ninety of the ninety- 
seven would have found a speedy 
method of changing their votes. 
The Representatives as a rule are 
very much impressed with their own 
greatness, and their confidential 
opinion is that they are ‘‘working’’ 
altogether too cheap. <A few years 
ago legislators throughout the coun- 
try started in to advocate cutting 
out railroad passes, direct primaries, 
restricted campaign contributions, 
and a lot of other things they never 
wanted. But the public took up the 
suggestions, and so thoroughly ap- 
proved, that the public servants had 
to carry the propositions through in 
order to save their jobs. But the 
lesson does not seem to have sunk 
home, and the Congressmen who are 
still try ing to jolly the voters with 
the notion that they are genuine re- 
formers, will wake up some day to 
the fact that the country thorough- 
ly approves the idea of a cut in their 
salaries—and then they are going to 
be very, very sorry. Some of the 
Members will get so mad that they 
will conelude ‘‘they can’t afford it,’’ 
and will go back home and practise 
law, and if they are lucky many of 
them will get about half of that six 
thousand when they have to depend 
on the results of private real rust- 
ling. 


The Milk of Human Kindness. 
When the beautiful daughter of 


Secretary McAdoo of the Treasury, 
quit munching chocolates in the Sen- 
ate gallery, the night the Mexican 
resolution was passed, and pulled 
her daddy’s coat tail so that he 
would turn around, a good many 
people smiled pleasantly at the in- 
cident. When Bryan left the Sen- 
ate because Senator Fall was flay- 
ing him, most people were wonder- 
ing how the Secretary relished hear- 
ing such things in a place where he 
could not talk back. These are 
mere incidents in the lives of Amer- 
ican ‘‘royalty.’’ But the official 
family is found to be very kind, 
and the wife of the President makes 
war upon the slums of the Capital, 
while her daughter sings for the 
blind; and the wife of the Vice- 
President cancels social engage- 
ments in order that she may stay 
at home to nurse a sick maid. It 
has also been noted that the Secre- 
tary of State celebrated his last 
birthday surrounded by the men in 
his Department, and ‘their ‘wives. 
And then the Secretary of the Navy 
has let it be known that he is for 
‘the under dog,’’ and insists on 
closer relationship between the 
higher officials and the men who 
wear the navy uniform. Mean- 
while the Secretary of the Interior 
established a ‘‘Home Club’’ for his 
employees, and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral lays off horses and puts on mo- 
tor trueks. Surely the milk of hu- 
man kindness is overfilling the pail. 


Refuse ‘‘Tainted Money.’’ 

‘“‘Take back your gold’’ is the 
practical meaning of the refusal by 
Congress to use $250,000 of funds 
which the Rockefeller Foundation 
has offered. As a result the govern- 
ment will itself vote that amount for 
certain investigation in carrying on 
educational work: in the southern 
states, which have formerly been fi- 
naneed by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. This relates to the eradication — 
of the boll weevil, the marketing of 
agricultural products, farm eredits, 
forms of co-operation among farm- 
ers of the United States, and girls’ 
and boys’ clubs, formed to improve 
the methods of growing poultry and 
various grains, and also stimulating 
the interest in home economies. 


Letting in the Public. 

Senator Kenyon is still on the 
trail of ‘‘executive sessions’’ of the 
Senate, and he wants all forms of 
secrecy abolished. The agitation 
for open meetings of the committees 
of Congress appears to be taking a 
vacation, as nothing has been heard 
of that reform of late. 


SERIES OF ACCIDENTS. 


Manchester All Excited Friday and 
Saturday. 

Manchester was stirred last Fri- 
day and Saturday by a combination 
of accidents and exciting eyents 
such as has not occurred to disturb 
the quiet solemnity of the town for 
a number of years. The fire at J. 
W. Carter’s on School st. about 9 
o'clock Friday morning was follow- 
ed later in the day by the loss of 
little Miss Agnes Hyland, whose 
body was found later floating in 
Central pond, and Saturday fore- 
- noon a woods fire off the junction 
of Pine and Pleasant sts. resulted in 
a dynamite explosion which caused 
more or less damage and shook up 
the entire town and Saturday after- 
noon the crowning event of the 
chapter of events was when an auto- 
mobile and motor cycle come to- 
gether on Pine st. 


The Carter Fire. 

An account of the Carter fire was 
printer-in last week’s Breeze. The 
fire started from sparks from the 
chimney falling on the roof of the 
building and setting fire to the shin- 
gles. The damage amounted to 
about $150. and has since been set- 
tled by the insurance company. 


Child Drowned. 

Late Friday afternoon Agnes, the 
two-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward J. Hyland, was mis- 
sed from her home, 19 Brook st. A 
search was made for her all over 
the community and along toward 5 
o’clock the services of the police 
were sought. Chief Sulivan and 
Officer Bullock made a preliminary 
search and then called out some of 
‘the other officers. Chief Sullivan 
ealled on Rev. A. G. Warner, head 
of the Manchester Boy Scouts, to 
enlist their help and within half an 
_ hour the entire troop was at work. 
About 6.30 two of the Boy Scouts, 
Abbott Foster and Arthur Miguel, 
found the body of the little girl 
floating in Central pond in the rear 
of the Baptist church. Some ex- 
press the opinion that she might 
have fell into the brook and her 
body floated into the pond. Others 
think she might have tried to cross 
a little bridge near the entrance to 
the pond and fell off into the water. 
At any rate, there was great ex- 
citement prior to the finding of the 
body and had not the Boy Scouts 
met with success Chief Sullivan 
would have sounded a_ general 
alarm.

Dynamite Explosion. 

A terrific explosion Saturday 
morning gave the western section 
of Manchester a severe shaking and 
the dwellers in the Pine st. district 
a bad fright. A woods fire had 
started off the corner of Pine and 
Pleasant st. extension, not far from 
where the Italian camp has been es- 
tablished for the laborers employed 
in building the sewer. Forest Fire 
Warden Peter A. Sheahan was on 
the job promptly with a good force 


of men, fire extinguishers, ete., and 


was busy putting out the fire when 
it was announced that a quantity 
of dynamite and caps used for the 
explosion of same was stored on a 
ledge not far from the camp and in 
close proximity to the fire. The an- 
nouncement was enough to scare 
everybody and a general rush mas 
made from the scene. Joseph Tom- 
asella was early on hand and did 
everything he could in the emer- 
gency. It seemed advisable to keep 
as far away from the dynamite as 
possible and a general alarm was 
given for the people living in that 
section. It was fully half an hour 
before the fire reached the dyna- 
mite and some 300 pounds of caps 
exploded. The dynamite, it is said, 
did not explode, but melted lke so 
much grease. The shock of the ex- 
plosion did considerable damage to 
two houses owner by the Tenney es- 
tate, breaking practically every 
light of glass in one of the houses 
and doing more or less other dam- 
age. Some slight damage was done 
to nearly all the houses in that vi- 
cinity, but for the most part it con- 
sisted of the breaking of a pane of 
glass here and there. At the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Henry 
Barbour a great many lights of 
glass were broken. The shock was 
felt as far away as the Denegre res- 
idence near the Beverly Farms line, 
where a large plate of glass was 


broken. Following the explosion 
the fire was put out without much 
difficulty. 


Fire Warden Peter A. Sheahan is

emphatic in his denial that the 
woods fire was in any way caused 
by the Italians who are making 
their home in the camp in that vi- 
cinity. Six or seven times last year 
he was called to the same place to 
put out woods fires. He believes the 
fire was caused by somebody drop- 
ping a match or some such thing as 
that, just as scores of other fires are 
being caused all over town. 

The first of the week Contractor 
Tomasello went all through the sec- 
tion where the shock was felt and 
with a committee of representative 
citizens settled the claims of per- 
sons whose property had been dam- 
aged by the explosion. Evidently 
there were people who believed that 
they could do their part in the 
spring clean-up campaign by get- 
ting as much for the damages as 
possible, for some of the estimates 
as to the worth of the property 
damaged might be considered a 
trifle high. Truly, real estate took 
a decided jump in value after the 
explosion. However, everything 
was settled satisfactorily to all con- 
cerned. Contractor Tomasello was 
fair and square with all. 


Autoist and Cyclist Crash. 


In an effort to avoid striking each 
other last Saturday afternoon Alex. 
ander Carter, driving a motor cycle 
down Pine st., and Alfred C. Need- 
ham, operating his automobile, came 
together, resulting in severe injur- 
ies for Mr. Carter and a badly dam- 
aged auto for Mr. Needham. The 
front of the motor cyele was wreck- 
ed. Carter, passing through Pine 
st. at rather high speed, crashed 
into the automobile, which was ecom- 
ing from the opposite direction. Mr. 
Needham was on the right side of 
the road and veered his machine 
onto the sidewalk to avoid the 
erash; in doing so he collided with 
a telephone pole. Although Carter 
was badly cut on the head after be- 
ing thrown from his eyele his in- 
juries will not prove serious.

State Will Chase Noisy 
Motor Boats. 


To aid the more rigid enforce- 
ment of laws and the prevention of 
erime in the waters of the Common- 
wealth the House committee on 
ways and means has reported in 
favor of a bill authorizing the chief 
of the district of police to expend 
$12,000 for the purchase and main- 
tenance of a motor boat to patrol 
the shore fronts of the Common- 
wealth. 

The governor is also authorized 
under the bill to appoint one addi- 
tional member of the district police, 
who shall be employed as a detec- 
tive in the department of district po- 
lice who may be detailed for duty in 
-the enforcement of law and the pre- 
vention of crime in the waters of 
the Commonwealth. 

The bill is based on the petition 
of Ellerton James and has been be- 
fore the legislature for several years. 
The argument has been advanced 
that the laws have not been enfore- 
ed because of the lack of necessary 
equipment by the department of the 
district police. The law which re- 
lates to the motor mufflers has been 
the subject of no inconsiderable 
amount of comment. There is a law 
on the statute books which pro- 
hibits the unnecessary noises in the 
operation of motor boats and it is 
for the enforcement of this law that 
the additional equipment for the 
department of the district police is 
urged more particularly.

Dr. Charles Creighton, whose well known ability led to 
his selection by the Encyclopedia Brittannica to pre- 
pare its paper on vaccination, resulting in strong cen- 
ture by that conservative work, hold that no vaccina- 
tion can produce a characteristic sore or ‘‘take,’’ save 
from a syphilized quill! And added emphasis is given 
hy Dr. Hubert Boens, Government Vaccinator of Bel- 
gium, who says, ‘‘There is no such thing as ‘pure’ 
vaccine.’’ Those of you who have children, awake! 
protest! ‘The state has no more right to enforce a 
surgical operation that a religious ceremony,’’ said 
John Stuart Mill. And least of all to inflict upon 
Cod’s children an operation, of which there is abundant 
proof, carries with it the lability of transmitting to the

All problems connect- 
ed with the education and indus- 
trial instruction of the Indian are 
to be taken up, and the teachers are 
to be given leave of absence, and 
their expenses will be borne by the 
Department of the Interior, which 
has made an appropriation to cover 
traveling and other expenses. 


Million-Dollar Campaign for North- 
field Schools. 


The , announcement was made 
Monday by President William R. 
Moody of the Northfield Schools, 
which were founded by his father, 
Dwight L. Moody, that the Schools 
have just received an anonymous 
gift of $100,000, with the suggestion 
by the giver that his donation shall 
be used to start a campaign to raise 
a million dollar fund to be added to 
the permanent endownment. The 
gift has been accepted for this pur- 
pose, and the million dollar cam- 
paign is now under way.

National Capital 
Events of Interest from the Seat of 

Government 
By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau 
Washington, May 5, 1914. 
Meditation is the Big Event. 
The biggest lump of sugar in the 
government teacup has been furn- 
ished by Argentine, Brazil and Chili 
—known as the A. B. C. meditators. 
The offer of these South American 
countries to use their good offices in 
adjusting our differences with Mex- 
ico has been welcomed by Wash- 
ington. According to the Hague 
convention when ‘‘meditation oc- 
curs after the commencement of hos- 
tilities, it causes no interruption to 
the military operations in progress, 
unless there be an agreement to the 
contrary.’’ Since the fact has sunk 
in upon Mexico that the United 
does not propose to be trifled with 
any longer, there has been a notice- 
able change of front, and the offi- 
cial relations —though the direct 
representatives of the countries 
have been recalled from Mexico 
City and Washington, have been of 
a more definite and satisfactory na- 
ture than heretofore. 


Unregulated Discriminations. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has come to be known as 
the sworn enemy of discriminations 
and inequality in transportation 
rates. A pecular instance outside 
the jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has _ been 
brought to light. It relates to ocean 
traffic. A few days ago a party of 
foreigners who had been thrown out 
of employment and were discusted 
with the ‘‘land of the free and the 
home of the brave,’’ called at Wash- 
ington steamship offices for the pur- 
pose of purchasing tickets to Hu- 
rope.. Two were going to German 
ports and two to England, and be- 
ing friends, they decided to travel 
by the same steamship. Going into 
the offices of one of the big British 
‘steamship companies they found 
that while the two men traveling to 
Liverpool would be compelled to 
pay $40 for third-class passage in- 
eluding railway fare from Wash- 
ington, the two travelers to the Ger- 
man port, five hundred miles fur- 
ther away, could make the same 
trip for $30, although the four 
would be carried to Liverpool on the 
same vessel, where the two destined 
to the continent would be trans- 


shipped to another steamship for 
the last stage of the journey, a ser- 
vice which costs the shipping line 
a considerable sum. The explana- 
tion is that a rate war is on among 
the trans-Atlantic steamship com- 
panies, and the British lines in an 
effort to wrest the important im- 
migration traffic from Hastern Eu- 
rope away from their continental 
rivals, are carrying steerage pas- 
sengers at a rate which means the 
loss of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the aggregate. In this 
particular case the would-be voy- 
agers decided that all should pur- 
chase tickets to the continent, while 
the two going to England would 
leave the ship at Liverpool, thereby 
saving a sum equal to one-third of 
their passage money. 


‘‘Upholding the President.’’ 

A good deal of criticism has been 
visited upon Republican members of 
the Senate because they sought to 
frame the form of the resolution de- 
fining ‘‘our unpleasantness with 
Mexico.’’ Editors everywhere have 
been declaring that the hands of the 
president must be upheld. There is 
no question but what practically 
everybody is back of the President, 
but some of the men in Congress 
have declared that while they want 
to follow, that they would like to 
do so with their eyes open. After 
a Short experience in ‘the Presiden- 
ey, General Harrison characterized 
the White House as ‘‘a fool’s para- 
dise.’’ Nothing not intended to be 
pleasing is ever spoken to the oc- 
cupant by visitors. The ‘‘jolly’’ 
that is handed out to the President 
is polished off until it glitters. Un- 
selfish partisanship of rose-colored 
hue, the soft pedal, and easy speech, 
labeled ‘‘respect’’ to the office, are 
things of which the President must 
ever be on guard. About the only 
relief the President gets from days 
of gush and soft soap is in the de- 
lightful diversion of reading the 
criticisms that appear in opposition 
newspapers. In Congress anyone 
who disagrees with any view of the 
President usually prefaces the re- 
marks by asserting an unusual 
quantity of respect for the occu- 
pant of the White House. It will 
be recalled that when the tariff bill 
was in Congress that although the 
President did not set himself up 2s 
a tariff expert, the man who 
framed the measure put the Presi- 
dent’s judgment above their own, 
notwithstanding that they had spent 
months in calculating the schedules. 
The same was true with the cur- 
rency measure; while it is assumed

that the President knows all about 
the anti-trust question. Things are 
different from what they were when 
Washington told a land-owner that 
he should be more respectful, and 
remember to whom he was talking. 
‘Oh, you never would have amount- 
ed to anything if you had not mar- 
ried a rich widow,’’ was the reply. 
The Washington monument now 
stands on land formerly owned by 
this same.man who thus taunted the 
first president. 


The Race Issue. 

Robert H. Terrell was appointed 
a justice of the peace by President 
Roosevelt, and because of excellent 
service was promoted to be judge 
of the Municipal Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia by President Taft. 
President Wilson reappointed Mr. 
Terrell to this position, on February 
18, and within the past few days the 
appointment has been confirmed in 
the Senate after a bitter fight, the 
vote on the confirmation being thir- 
ty-nine to twenty-four. The action 
of President Wilson was based upon 
the recommendation of Attorney 
General McReynolds, and was ap- 
proved by the Bar Association of 
the District of Columbia, who de- 
clared the official record of Mr. Ter- 
rell to be unusually good. The rea- 
son may all be found in the fact 
that Terrell is a negro. His ap- 
pointment was bitterly opposed by 
Senator Vardaman of Mississippi, 
the man who wears his hair down 
his back like an Indian doctor. Var- 
daman declares that he will fight 
the appointment of all negro ap- 
pointees, and there are plenty of 
other southerners who will do like- 
wise. ‘It shows the serious status 
of the race problem in Congress. 


The Five Per Cent. Increase 

There is evidence that in the case 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion granting the request of the 
railroads for five per cent. increase 
in rates, that there will be nothing 
short of an explosion in Congress, 
as a number of Senators who spe- 
cialize in going after the railroads, 
threaten to raise hob in ease the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission finds 
that the railroads have ‘‘proven 
their case.’’ 


The Dollar Dinner. 

It is said that the reason why a 
lot of leading Democrats in Wash- 
ington went to Ohio to attend a 
‘‘Pollar Dinner’’ was because of 
their inability to buy a ‘“‘feed’’ in 
the National Capital at the same 
price.

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CONGRESS ADDS TO NATIONAL 
FOREST. 


Nearly 17,000 acres have just 
been added by an act of Congress 
to the Caribou national forest, Idaho. 
This is one of the first of such ad- 
ditions through congressional action, 
and is the largest so far made by 
direct legislation. 

Those who have followed the na- 
tional forest movement in this coun- 
try will recall that most of the for- 
ests have been created through pres- 
idential proclamation, which. set 
aside, for timber growing or for 
water protection, certain areas of 
the public domain. In March, 1907, 
however, congress passed a law that 
no further additions should be made 
to the national forest areas in the 
states of Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, Washington and Wyoming, 
except through congressional ace- 
tion. 

Since July, 1909, residents of the 
city of Montpelier, Idaho, have been 
petitioning to have this 17,000 acres 
added to the Caribou national for- 
est, because the area includes the 
watershed of the stream which fur- 
nishes the city’s water supply. Not 
being within a national forest, the 
tract was given over to unregulated 
grazing and other usages which re- 
sulted in stream pollution and be- 
came a serious menace to health. 
The citizens of Montpelier, at sev- 
eral times subsequent to their first 
efforts in 1909, renewed their pe- 
tition; and the act just passed rep- 
resents the successful outcome of 
their efforts. R

Atwo-year-old plantation of Doug- 
las fir on the Oregon national forest 
shows 94 per cent of the trees liv- 
ing. Extensive plantings of young 
trees in Washington and Oregon are 
costing only $8 an acre. Direct 
seeding of lodgepole pine has been 
successful without exception on the 
Arapaho national forest, Colorado. 
Several of the areas sown two and 
three years ago show from 5,000 to 
10,000 seedings per acre. 


The Chinese national conservation 
bureau is considering reforestation 
at the headwaters of the Yellow 
River. The gavernment report 
shows that this will ameliorate the 
torrents and cause a more regular 
flow from the now denuded uplands. 
It is acknowledged, however, that 
this reforestation may not have an 
appreciable effect within the life- 
time of the present generation. 


Western yellow pine cones, to the 
amount of 6,377 bushels, obtained 
on the Bitterroot national forest, 
Montana, yielded 9,482 pounds of 
seed. .The average cost of the ex- 
tracted seed was 41 cents per pound. 


In preparation for the coming fire 
season in California, 110 miles of 
fire lines have been built on the 
Sierra national forest. 


Results from western white pine 
plantations three seasons or more 
old show an average of 97 per cent. 
success. On average white pine 
soil planting can be conducted for 
from $5 to $6 per acre.

prove the lily by painting. Thus we find with but few 
exceptions nature at her best, attractive for the reason 
that she is nature still. 

The North Shore is always quiet. | Sequestered 
are her hamlets; away from the busy hum of industry, 
they are quietly placed among ‘ther hills and bays, each 
one peculiar in itself, and vieing with its neighbor only 
in friendly rivalry as to the highest standards, and yet 
though quiet and contentment reign, we find no air of 
the “Deserted Village.” 

The writer often, after a busy day in Boston jour- 
neys toward the North Shore. The motor seems to rush 
over the none too smooth pavings; perhaps it was warm 
in town those days, yet in a few minutes it seems some- 
how that the motor has quieted, the tired brain has less 
fag, and of a sudden one realizes that he is on the boule- 
vard with that fine cooling easterly. Smoothly, almost 
silently the homeward journey is made, and in an hour 
at the most he, as our English friends say, is “quite fit” ; 
never too tired or worn for his golf, tennis or sail. 

As a matter of geography we may say that Nahant 
is one North Shore boundary. Approached over a splen- 
did thoroughfare, Nahant stands as a beautiful land- 
scape sentinel; she holds sway with her storm-bound 
rocks protecting her. Away from her cliffs we find the 
peaceful town with its pretty greens and shades and ad- 
vancing toward those cliffs we discover here and there 
the typical summer residences in quiet taste. Nahant 
is especially noted for its town meetings and Moderator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

A quiet, pleasant drive, during -which we pass 
through Swampscott and by Beach Bluff, which have 
their splendid beaches and residences, brings us to 
fine Old Marblehead, and, if time permits we just jog 
through the town square and along the water front and— 


shall we drive slowly? Well, we simply must, for that 
last street was a sidewalk and if the brakes gave out we 
would have a chance to swim, perhaps. And now that 
we may breathe easily, we chatter about and marvel at 
the quaint and fine old town, and then, glancing toward 
the harbor we find, especially if one is lucky enough to 
be present Corinthian week, a sight which makes even 
a landsman enthusiastic—the harbor dotted with yachts 
of every sort; on the outer edge Uncle Sam’s warships, 
mayhap the full division, in a way seeming as a guard 
for the fleet; then the stately Morgan and Gould and 
Clark yachts, the magnificent schooners, together with 
the New York 50-footers, just in after a hard thrash 
around the Cape, and in the remainder of the harbor, 
yachts of all classes. 

And today is race day you say? Yes; for every day 
this week there is racing galore; every one interested, 
and a berth found if even only in the Dory or Beach 
Combers class. And you ask what was that gun? My 
son that was not a Mexican shot, it was the preparatory 
gun, the first of the famous Corinthian week’s racing, in 
which join the Eastern, Corinthian, Boston and Man- 
chester Yacht clubs, and in fact every club from Port- 
land to Cape Cod. And now a new lite seems taken on! 
Apparently a forest of spars only a moment ago, the 
white wings of the racing fleet seem to rise from the 
water, some low, others towering—and what a whacker 
of a club topsail! Guess that’s the Shimma or Avenger! 
Did you hhear that old salt say that the breeze was from 
the east’d and puffy? Whew! That fellow’s carrying 
some sail; lee rail awash and the starting gun not fired. 
Good thing and lucky for those teakettle motor boats that 
they had their racing this morning in smooth water. Of 
a sudden you wonder how that sea road comes. A lane

And now six more are scrapping before the line; husky 
and weatherly boats those Bar Harbors and sail car- 
riers—Vera II, Cricket and Leenane fighting it out as 
usual. Some knock down that; and now in a bunch they 
are away, all together at Archer’s Rock; snugged down, 
they are beating to the Graves, with Leenane eating like 
a race horse to windward! 

What a fine fleet of little yachts you say? Yes, those 
are the famous Sonders, a big bunch of ’em; those chaps 
on the windward end of the line are Charlie Adams, 
Commodore Sears, Dick and Ned Boardman, Jack Sal- 
tonstall, Connie Wood and many others, all good sailors. 
That lively one? Yes, Champion Ellen with the Curtis 
tribe, and she goes some! And so for an hour, gun 
after gun, class after class, until in number all records 
are broken and the Corinthian holds a real world’s regatta 
record. 

Now that the race is on we lunch at one of the 

clubs. Most interesting we find the piazza yatchsmen. 
Critical? Yes, more so than a reporter. Hello! another 
gun and Irolita wins; the lighthouse is well worth seeing, 
especially as we shall have a fine view of the racing 
fleet homeward bound. ‘They look different and changed? 
Yes, all sail now running free—ballooners and spinnakers, 
(need more than the three to , wers today to win). 
They seem bunched. Always § \ 
are, somehow! ‘That spar 
just under the lighthouse? 
No, they'll clear; and now - we 
a good luff and class after 
class comes with its win- 
ner.

Plenty of club life here, plenty of tennis and sport 
and if interested in history and tradition one can well 
spend days; that grizzled old chap will gladly tell you of 
the Chesapeake-Shannon fight of Half-way Rock. 

Those villas nestling among the hills across the bay 
are at Pride’s Crossing and Beverly Farms. We journey 
through Salem, once tamous for its shipping. The finest 
old gardens and exquisite Colonial architecture. A visit 
to the Peabody Institute is well worth while; nowhere 
can be found a better or more interesting collection. Fine 
old families in Salem! Then in a few minutes we arrive 
at Beverly, an industrious and busy place with a govern- 
ment fully alive to the needs of its real industry, namely, 
summer residents. The Montserrat station is, or was, 
the jumping off place before the motor age. The City 
of Beverly has by its natural qualifications, together with 
its economic factors, attracted most desirable people from 
every quarter. Pains are taken to attract and great care 
taken to make the sojourn a pleasant one. The seashore 
is unexcelled, the forests grand and the wood drives 
beautiful; nature has not been tampered with, the owners 
of the beautiful estates preferring the natural, rugged 
beauty to the artificial. ‘he various public utilities are 
well and conservatively managed. One institution stands 
pre-eminent, the Beverly Hospital, supported wholly by 
public subscription; it gives its best and is well and fav- 
orably known for its splendid and efficient surgical de- 
partment. 

We pass Beverly Cove—an ideal spot, Pride’s Cross- 
ing, to Beverly Farms, so well known for many years 
as the residence of the poet Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
Years ago the writer knew him well and even now on the” 
mantle rests on original verse with his autograph, so— 
cheery and kind always. We have missed him sorely 
and it does seem that he was “The last leaf on the tree.” 

Two and one-half miles drive brings us to Man- 

chester-by-thé-Sea. Much the same as Beverly Farms, 

it has its famous drives and shores. Through 

the splendid efforts of Col. Wm. D. Sohier the 

wood roads have been developed to a very great 

extent. ‘These interlace and connect Manches- 

ter with all surrounding towns; not only 

that, the forests have been well preserved at 

a tremendous expense. Col. Sohier’s wis- 

dom has indeed been maryelous and we, 

the habitants, have often realized our. 

possible loss had it not been for his 
good offices. 

A typical New England and thriv- 

ing town is Manchester, favorably 

known as the home of the Nort 

SHORE BreEzE, also of many 

foreign embassies, — up - to - 

date, a town government of 

the Selectmen Board, wisely 

\ managed, modern in its im- 
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provements, characteristic in many ways to the natural 
scenery of Beverly. The famous Singing Beach is here, 
and Smith’s Point—once owned by the late Dr. Bartol, 
now divided into numerous estates. The natural is strictly 
adhered to,—a perfect garden and with its winding drives 
developing constantly changing and interesting views. 
Manchester has its fine yacht club and also the world 
known Essex County club with its splendid golf links. 

It was the writer’s intent not to mention especially 
any particular owner or estate in this article, but in a way 
he feels that there is one worthy of special mention, name- 
ly, that of Mr. George R. White. A typical French chateau 
is “Lilleothea,” and a perfect ‘one, as every detail is of tne 
same period, and the connoisseur trembles with delight not 
to find architectural features centuries separated. ‘The es- 
tate overlooks Manchester, Salem and Beverly harbors. 
The grounds, treated in a naturalistic way, indeed lend 
charm. Ihe sunset from this view is unexcelled. Mr. 
White we heartily congratulate in his success and all 
thank him for such development. 

A few miles’ drive through the famous Essex woods 
brings us to the fine old town of Essex, known as the 
birthplace of the Gloucester fishing vessels, until late un- 
developed as to summer residents; recently, however, 
large land transfers have been made and others are in 
view. From the hills of Essex the views are unsurpassed. 
Away, stretching to the northward, are the sand dunes; 
just beyond is Ipswich Bay; all about toward the west are 
the fine forests and farms. The wonder is that Essex 
was, until recently, undiscovered as a summer resort. 
No better investment can, in the 
writer’s opinion, be made. I write 
this as a plain statement of facts and 
in no mercenary sense. 

Now a visit to Magnolia, a well 
known summer resort. It has its tea 
houses and hotels together with a 
great number of modern residences. 
Beautiful and sublime are its borders 
on the sea side; here rolls the Atlan- 
tic, and an easterly storm is worth a 
world’s journey to behold, especially 
in the vicinity of Rafe’s Chasm and 
Norman’s Woe, so well known through ‘The Wreck of 
the Hesperus.” 

Just beyond is Gloucester. And who need say a 
word so well known is this fine old city. Young Ham- 
mond makes his home there. Yes, those tall poles are 
used by him in wireless experimental work. "Tis rather 
curious to watch that yacht working about the bay with- 
out anyone at the tiller; she is being guided by Mr. 
Hammond from his lookout on yon hill. 

The City of Gloucester has many earmarks of the 
towns in the Provinces. A glance from the harbor along 
the water front will bring one back to Pictou or Halifax. 
The buildings are characteristic in this respect, as are the 
fisher folk. All is bustle about the wharves, a constant 
creaking of blocks; the staunch fishing vessel just in 
with a heavy fare or about to sail; and that flag at half 
mast? Another added to the already heavy toll; mayhap, 
lost in the fog on the Georges or swept overboard on 
the run home in the gale. 

What thrillers of stories and yarns told! Each 
group of fishermen with some new, strange or weird ex- 
perience,—and interesting, every one. To get the real 
feeling, obtain “Out of Gloucester” or “The Deep Sea’s 
Toll”; they will bring out the deep and, beside, give more 
than a mere touch to the sentimental side of the fisher- 
man’s life. 

That spoon-bow weatherly looking fisherman? She's

Through the city and over to Eastern Point with 
its curious peat forts, fine beaches, lighthouses and break- 
water upon which so many vessels have been wrecked. 
And that weird noise from the sea? ’Tis called the 
“Groaner,” just off the point; sounds mournful, yet its 
voice is a welcome one and eagerly sought after a stiff 
tun for home. Just off here the ill-fated Portland was 
last sighted. 

A good harbor just under the breakwater. Hello! 
That chap made a quick run from Marblehead. ‘Tis the 
Edjacko II, one of the Bar Harbors just returned from 
the races. And now before we return we must needs 
drop into the East Gloucester Yacht club,—its members, 
great-hearted sailors and none better on the coast. Wash 
we could remain over as they hold the “Chowder Race” 
tomorrow. 

Away toward the eastward stretched one fine bit 
of rugged, bold and charming shore, through Bass Rocks, 
towards Land’s End; just under is Straitsmouth light; to 
the east Thatcher’s twin lights; northeast the Dry Sal- 
vages, and if the day be clear, in the distance the Isle of 
Shoals. A fine opportunity here for building, with plenty 
of room. 

Continuing our journey “Around the Cape” we pass 
by many very large quarries. There on the west, along 
the edge of a ravine, we are reminded of boyhood stories, 
for the salt sea comes and goes, forming apparently an

Forest Fires and Fire Protection 


Mountain Observation Stations Big Factor in Forest Fire Work—the Tower at Manchester 


By FRANK E. HAYNES of the State Forester’s Office 


4 Bee subject of forest fires 
is one that should receive 
careful consideration of the 
citizens of all states through- 
out the entire country because 


the problem of eliminating 
them is a national one. Every 
state has its share, and the 


losses entailed by them reach 
figures each year that are truly 
staggering. It has been com- 
puted that since the settlement 
of America began there has 
been destroyed by forest fires 
more lumber and wood pro- 
ducts alone than has been cut 
and manufactured for use of 
the entire people in the build- 
ing up of the nation. 

Although the tremendous 
annual losses from these fires 
have been realized generally for 
a long time it has only been 
within the past few years that 
any organized and conservative movement has been made 
to shut out the forest fire evil. This movement to a large 
extent had its inception in the general awakening of 
the people to the fact that the forest resources of the 
country are fast being depleted and that something 
must be done to help conserve them. 

The movement has reached from coast to coast in 
the past few years and has resulted in the establishing 
of State Forestry boards and commissions in twenty- 
six states, and many private organizations. It is keen- 
ly realized by the many exponents of the forestry 
movement in town, state and government work that 
eonstructive forestry and all that it stands for cannot 
be carried on with magnitude until the forest fire evil 
is to a large extent eliminated. 

The present Mass. Forestry Fire Protection System 
is one result of the larger forestry movement that has 
gradually been taken up, state by state. 

Although Massachusetts has for a long time suf- 
fered annually from severe forest fires it was not until 
1911 that a decided movement was made by State For- 
ester F. W. Rane to suppress them. Previous to that 
time the State Forester, while keenly realizing the seri- 
ousness of the fire question, was in no position to do 
much on account of having no funds for the work. 
In 1911 the legislature appropriated the sum of $10,- 
000 with which to start the necessary work, and no 
time was lost in getting an organization together. Mr. 
M. C. Hutchins, the present State Fire Warden, who 
has had several years’ experience in New York State 
on similar work, was put in charge of the Massachu- 
setts problem, and has been persistently at work since 
in perfecting a system which at the present time 1s 
admitted to be equal or superior to any in use In any 
state. 

The Massachusetts system is built up around the 
main idea that forest fires must be located, reported, 
and suppressed as soon as possible after they start. 
With this point in view there have been erected on 


commanding elevations throughout the state a series 
of mountain observation stations from which the fires 
are located in this incipient stage. Each station is 
equipped with first-class telephone service which en- 
ables the mountain observers, after locating a fire to 
report quickly its location to the fire warden or deputy 
in the town in which the fire oceurs. The warden and 
his deputies are then responsible for the suppression 
of the fire. 

These mountain towers, of which there are twenty- 
two in use at the present time in Massachusetts, are 
big factors in the forest fire work and are, perhaps, 
the most interesting. They are of heavy steel con- 
struction, range in height from 30 to 60 feet, and cost 
complete from $200 to $800. They were designed 
especially for the needs for which they are used and 
are considered a standard type for use in other states. 
Maine has recently purchased twenty of them for use 
in the forest protection work of that state. The range 
of view obtainable from those here in Massachusetts 
will, when the system is completed, cover nearly every 
acre of land in the entire Commonwealth. 

The Manchester tower, so-called, located on Morse 
Hill in Essex an elevation of one hundred and eighty 
feet, is a tower of the most recent type erected for 
state use and constitutes station M of the state system. 
Other stations nearest to that in Essex are on Bald 
Pate hill in Georgetown, elevation three hundred and 
forty feet; Hart Hill in Wakefield, elevation two hun- 
dred and forty feet, and Robbins Hill in Chelmsford, 
elevation four hundred feet. These latter three sta- 
tions with the one in Essex completes a quartet of 
towers that command a complete view of the entire 
northeast section of Massachusetts. 

The observer in the Manchester tower is charged 
with the care of the area comprising the well-known 
North Shore, and surounding section. The tower les 
about two miles, air-line distance, northeast of Man- 
chester village and about a quarter of a mile off the 
main highway between Essex and Manchester. It is 
readily accessible and after leaving the main highway 
a fair woods road makes possible the reaching of the 
tower by team or foot. The tower itself is built upon 
a solid rock, has an eighteen foot base, is forty feet 
high from base to top of abutments and has on top an 
observation room 12 x 12 feet square, 8 feet high and 
glass encased. This station is fitted out with spiral 
stairs, making it possible for anybody to reach the ob- 
servation room without danger or inconvenience of 
any kind. 

A trip to the Manchester station will well repay 
any person interested. Once inside the observation 
room an uninterrupted view in all directions is spread 
out before the observer. Although the station is ex- 
pected to cover only such area as falls under a fifteen 
mile radius range, it is possible on clear days to see 
much farther than this. 

To a person not acquainted with the region the 
amount of forest area that is seen from the tower is 
surprising. An excellent example of what damage fire 
will do in forest property is offered in viewing the area 
directlv under the tower itself. This area which was 
burned over three years ago is a veritable eyesore and 
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ise 
Another Means of Protecting the 
North Shore Woods 
is in striking contrast to the unburned areas surround- 
ing it. Aside from this,.and a few other blank areas, 
the panoramic view is one of much beauty. The splen- 
did mansions for which the North Shore is noted set- 
ting in their forest back-grounds, offer a picture well 
worth seeing, and besides this there is a thirty mile 
line ocean view directly before the onlooker. Big 
ocean liners and small craft can be readily seen pass- 
ing back and forth on most any day. This station and 
others throughout the state are open to the people dur-

ing the entire season and some of them have many 
visitors. 

The State Department of Forestry is indebted to 
Mr. Sohier, well known on the North Shore, for this 
generous donations towards the building of the tower 
and the acquisition of the seven acres of land compris- 
ing the station lot. This seven acres, which is at pre- 
sent blank, is being planted to white pine by the state, 
so that in future years a good park should result from 
the present efforts to make the station grounds of. 
more value. : 


Your Summer Telephone 


Add to Pleasures of Resort Life by Having Connections Made Early 


BOUT this time every year all the telephone 
offices along the North Shore are _ flooded 
with requests for summer installations at the earliest 
possible moment. To facilitate the work, and for the 
mutual advantage of subscribers and the company, the 
various managers ask that these orders be received well 
in advance of the time such installations are actually 
needed, 

In June, July and August the telephone business 
along the North Shore increases enormously. Probably 
no other telephone company faces such a problem. 
Switchboards and outside equipment must be main- 
tained during the entire year to take care of this sud- 
den jump in subscribers and traffic for three months, 
aad hundreds of additional operators, installers and 
linemen must be employed. 

The company plans to take care of these summer 
installations as soon as possible after the application 
is received. But scores of people wait until they arrive 
at their summer home and then expect a telephone put 
in within an hour. If the applications is made before 
leaving the winter home, and the date for installation 
is given, every effort will be made to have the tele- 
phone in working order when wanted. 


There are several circumstances which may cause 
delay on these summer installations, but the principal 
reason is the tremendous burden suddenly placed on the 
men who run the wires and put in the telephones. 
About June 1 these applications commence to come in 
to the manager’s officers in a perfect flood. Hach ap- 
plicant must be taken in turn, hence the advisability 
of getting installation orders in as early as possible. 

Along the North Shore there are nearly 20 central 


_ offices, all of which are modern in every way and de- 


signed to take care of the telephone development for 
some years. Most of these central officers are in build- 
ings erected for the business. From these offices trunk 
lines run in every direction and make possible the mak- 
ing of calls to thousands of cities and towns in the 
United States. 

Under normal conditions about 350 telephone 
operators are employed in the North Shore exchanges, 
but during the summer this number is augmented to 
about 450. 

The telephone business in this section of the state 
is growing very fast and people everywhere are ap- 
preciating as never before the great value of the 
service. 
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‘The Fenton Boat Yard at Manchester 


Turns Out Speedy Racing Boats and All Types of Pleasure Water Craft 


ONE of the reasons why the North Shore is so pop- 

ular with vacationists is the excellent opportunities 
for enjoying water sports. ‘The sport in all its phases 
is participated in from Nahant to Rockport by hundreds 
of yachting and boating enthusiasts. Races of all kinds 
from the little cat-boat and yawl to the sonder events 
comprise one of the features of a summer on the shore. 
And many of these boats are built on the North Shore. 
The boat yard.of the David Fenton Co. at Manchester, 
is one of the busiest places in this vicinity each spring, 
fitting up and getting ready the scores of boats for the 
busy season, and in winter building new boats. 

The Fenton plant is one of the largest on the coast 
and is equipped to turn out almost everything in the boat 
line up to a 100-foot craft. Speedy sonders which have 
captured prizes in the international races at Marblehead 
in seasons past have been turned out at this well known 
boat yard. 

There are ample facilities at the plant for the stor- 
ing of boats during the winter. During the past win- 
ter there have been about 120 boats of varying sizes 
stored under the four large sheds at the Fenton yard. 

The yard itself is ideally located for the building, 
launching and fitting up of pleasure sailing craft. It 1s 
absolutely level, which means much to the boat builder ; 
the land-locked Manchester harbor makes conditions 
almost always ideal for getting boats off and on the 
ways.. [here are three marine railways which are kept 
busy several months in the year. Most of the keels used 
on Fenton-built: boats are cast at the Manchester yard.

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T THE END of a half-mile driveway overlooking 
Wenham Lake is the new residence of William 
Phillips, Third Assistant Secretary of State, of Wash- 
ington and North Beverly. The new home of the for- 
mer secretary of the embassy at London is near his 


mother’s house, Mrs. John C. Phillips, ‘‘Moraine 
Farm.’’ ‘‘Windyknob,’’ the home of his brother, 
Dr. John C, Phillips, also overlooks the lake. The new 


home of Mr. and Mrs.* William Phillips is of Ital- 
ian type, rough finished, with slated roof. Columns 
with iron balustrades mark the porch at the entrance, 
with flat iron grill work at the windows, several of the 
latter being surrounded by small balconies. The house 
faces a court 100 x 100 feet, with an enclosure of rough- 
cast walls, with wrought-iron panels intersecting at 
intervals. There is an ornamental fountain in this 
court. On the lake there is a brick terrace, with lower 
grass terraces and lawns. At each end of the house 
there is a loggia with vaulted ceilings and tile pave- 


ments. The terrace, with iron railings, connects the 
loggias.

height of fourteen feet. From the vestibule, with a 
marble floor, there is a large hall, which, like the ves- 
tibule, is of Caen stone cement finish. The stairway 
at the right has ornamental wrought-iron balustrades. 
There is also a smaller hall and coat rooms. The draw- 
ing room has dimensions of 40x20 feet and the lh- 
brary, extending from front to the rear of the house, 
is of the same size. The dining room is 30x 20 feet, 
with beamed ceiling. All of these rooms have large 
fireplaces. The lbrary is panelled in oak from floor 
to ceiling; the drawing room is panelled in white in 
the same manner and the dining room is finished in 
rough plaster, with stained woodwork. The service 


section, in the basement, includes the usual kitchen, 
pantries, laundry, drying room, servants’ hall and a 
modern heating and lighting equipment. 

There is a suite of several rooms over the library on 
the second floor, planned for the owner’s use, including 
chambers, a dressing-room, bath, boudoir and balcony 
for open-air sleeping.

NE of the largest and most complete summer 
: dwellings on the shore is the Italian bungalow 
erected on Puritan road near Fisherman’s beach, 
Swampscott, for Simon Vorenberg of Boston.

expected to be this season. The living room and 
library are in panel effect, with an arched ceiling in 
the dining room.

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An attractive facade is obtained by a generous use of 
turned wood columns up to the second story. The 
steps to the entrance of the house are of concrete, with 
railings of the same material. On the first floor is a 
dining room, finished in gumwood; a parlor with a 
granolithie floor; servants’ dining room and piazza. A 
large sun parlor occupies the south side of the house 
on the ground floor. On the second floor are three 
guests rooms, owner’s chamber, a sleeping balcony di- 
rectly over the sun porch, three servants’ rooms and 
three baths. On the top floor there are three guest 
rooms and bath. The large piazza on the first floor is 
finished with a granolithic floor. Little & Brown of 
Boston were the architect; J. T. Wilson & Sons of 
Nahant were the builders. 


The summer residence at Blackwell’s Cliff, Swamp- 
seott, of Willoughby H. Stewart, whose father was Brit- 
ish vice-consul at Boston some years ago, has been 
thoroughly renovated and overhauled the past winter. 
Mr. Stewart is already occupying his place for the 
season. 


Hadley B. Dodge of Lynn has erected a substan- 
tial 214 story dwelling at Swampscott on land of the 
Essex Land Trust of Lynn on their tract on the hill 
in the rear of the New Ocean House, called ‘‘Ocean 
View.’’ 


Thomas Hunt of Boston will occupy this season a 
new house erected this spring at Roger’s Point, Swamp- 
scott. It is of terra cotta finish, 2144 stories; there is a 
shingled roof with gabled ends. The first floor is fin- 
ished in quartered oak, with the second floor of rift 
hard pine. Besides the usual kitchen, pantries, etc., 
on the first floor there are a reception room, front hall, 
dining room and library. There are six chambers and 
two baths on the second floor. Howard A. Doane of 
Pride’s Crossing was the builder; James T. Kelley of 
Boston designed the plans. 


ARBLEHEAD NECK is to have another charming 
and pretentious summer dwelling added to its eol- 

ony when the new stucco summer thome for Henry A. 
Morss of Brookline is finished, as it is expected to be this 
season. Mr, Morss is the owner of the picturesque house- 
boat Haleyon, which is modelled after the manner of 
the craft of the time of Columbus. This boat is a fami- 
har sight in Marblehead harbor during the summer and 
attracts not a little attention by reason of its odd con- 
struction. Mr. Morss has had his architects show equal 
originality in planning his new summer home and it will 
be one of the prettiest on the shore. It is situated on 
the inner shore of the Neck, between the Corinthian 
and Eastern Yacht clubs and has its own private boat 
landing. A modern and well equipped garage is one 
of the features connected with Mr. Morss’s new home. 
The Morss house is two stories in height, with an 
Italian tile roof and stucco sides. A terrace is planned 
to set off the grounds, which will reach to the rocks in 
front of the house. The house itself is but a few yards 
from the water’s edge. While the house is entirely 
substantial in every way, its appearance is perhaps a 
trifle more decorative then others in the vicinity be- 
cause of the fact that it is the only new house on the 
inland shore of Marblehead harbor. It is not expected 
to be completed before August 1. In the main part of 
the house, off the main hall, are the retiring room, 
breakfast room, dining room, a closed porch encased in 
glass on the south side and a loggia of stucco construc- 


tion on the water side. In the wing on the northern 
side on the first floor are the servants’ hall and the ser- 
vice portion. Above the entrance on the ground floor 
are carved cast stone heads, which add much to the ap- 
pearence of the finish. These decorations are also 
placed above all of the windows on the first floor. 

Two iron balconies overlook the water on the 
second story. The plans on this floor include five cham- 
bres, a large hall, four servants’ bedrooms and five 
baths. In the attic there is a playroom for Mr. Morss’s 
son, a man’s room, bath and storage room. 

A garage which will accommodate three ears, also 
of stucco, with Italian roof, is being built on the pro- 
perty. The dimensions are 24 x42 feet. On the second 
floor are three chambers and bath; also a storage room. . 
The garage is finished in front with a decorative wood- 
en trellis, which will be ivy-covered when the grounds 
are finished. Morrison & Young of Salem are the gen- 
eral contractors; George S. Sinnicks of Manchester-by- 
the-Sea is in charge of the stucco work; Coolidge & 
Carlson of Boston are the architects. 


A new one-story bungalow has been completed this 
spring for Robert Stone of Brookline on the waterfront 
at Marblehead Neck. The architecture is semi-Italian, 
two short wings extending from the main part of the 
structure to form a shallow court. An old-fashioned 
arbor completes a most charming facade. The exterior 
is done in stucco, with a shingled roof. The bungalow 
has been designed as a summer dwelling solely, being 
of the low, rambling type, with not a hint of severity 
in its make-up. There is a living room, dining room, 
a loggia overlooking the ocean, six chambers and ser- 
vants’ quarters. Putnam & Cox of Boston were the de- 
signers, Thomas D. Snow of Marblehead doing the 
building. 


Edmund H. Talbot of Bay State road, Boston, is 
the possessor of one of the most charming bungalows 
on the North Shore. It is situated on Ocean Ave., 
Marblehead Neck. It is stucco finished, both exterior 
and interior and is one story high. Besides the living 
and dining rooms, there are six master’s chambers with 
three baths; also, two servants’ rooms. Putnam & 
Cox of Boston were the architects; Thomas D. Snow of 
Marblehead the contractor. 


A large tennis court has been installed on the 
grounds of the Eastern Yacht club, Marblehead Neck, 
this season and will be finished about the 20th of this 
month. It has been specially constructed by Connolly 
Bros. of Beverly Farms and is in addition to the two 
courts which have always been used on the club 
grounds. It is sereened by many large spruce trees. 
Since tennis has become very popular with the lady 
guests at the club the original courts have been inade- 
quate to meet the demands of the players. The new 
court will solve the problem for the tennis enthusiasts. 


A! GLOVER PARK, Marblehead, a newly developed 
resort property just below the causeway on the 
mainland overlooking the ocean, Greeley S. Curtis of 


the Burgess Co. & Curtis, aeroplane manufacturers of 


Marblehead, has erected a two-story dwelling of stucco 
construction. The property is that of the old Isaae C. 
Wyman estate, which had been in the latter’s family 
for the last century. This section of Marblehead promi- 
ses to be one of the most popular for summer building 
in the feature, for it is the highest point of land in 
Marblehead, 35 feet higher than the famous Abbott hall, 
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the spire of which can be seen all along the North 

Shore. The sites at Glover park command a sweeping 

view of the ocean on both sides; to the south one can 

see nearly to Boston harbor, while along the North 

peer the view includes all of the shore clear to Cape 
nn. 


George Blanchard of Boston has built a wooden 
summer dwelling at Glover park for occupancy this 
season. The Glover park section is handled through 
T. P. Day of Marblehead. 

The Glover Inn is the name of the North Shore’s 
newest hotel, situated on Front street, Marblehead. 
The site overlooks the harbor and the popular race 
course and should prove a welcome retreat for summer 
tourists to the shore. It is managed by I. F. Anderson, 
who has been located previous to this season on the 
Same premises in the old Bowden house. The Inn was 
completed last fall and is a most welcome addition to 
the summer colony at Marblehead. It is a combina- 
tion of old Colonial and California mission style, with 
stucco exterior finish up to the second floor. The two 
floors above are of wooden construction, shingled. Be- 
side the office on the first floor, there is a spacious din- 
ing room seating 75. The walls are done in French 
gray, with panelled wainscoting and a permanent red 
border. A large open fireplace at one end of the large 
dining room gives an added charm to its appearance. 
There is a well-equipped kitchen, which is the last word 
in the culinary line. On the second floor there are 
eight rooms, with baths, which may be used separately 
or in suites. There are also eight rooms of equal size 
on the third floor overlooking the harbor. The rooms 
are furnished with mahogany furniture throughout. 
The house has a very attractive facade, with concrete 
columns, mission style, finished in stucco. Bay trees, 
in boxes, finish the front of the Inn most effectively. 
The house will be run on the European plan. Preau & 
Quiner of Boston were the architects. 


A new tennis court almost on the water’s edge is 
one of the improvements at the grounds of the Hotel 
Leslie, on Front St., Marblehead, this season. The Les- 
lie is open all the year. 


The tennis court of Mrs. Charles Walcott at 
Peach’s Point, Marblehead, has been renovated this 
spring by Connolly Bros. of Beverly Farms. The lat- 
ter firm has also repaired the court on the estate of 
Francis B. Crowninshield, also at Marblehead. 


Oe of the most pretentious of the new summer 
homes on the North Shore is that erected this 
spring for F. N. Kimball of Swampscott on. Atlantic 
zvenue, Phillips Beach. It is of colonial design, with 
terra cotta walls and stucco finish. It is built in the 
form of a U, with two wings facing the street. Every- 
thing about the house is of the most modern construc- 
tion, being equipped with burglar alarms, the best of 
service equipment and the last word in heating ap- 
paratus. The first floor plan alone would insure a 
most sumptuous dwelling. The living room has a 
plastered beam ceiling, with panelled walls of mahog- 
any and marble fireplace. The walls of the dining room 
are panelled with tapestry, with a cove cornice used 
around the top of the room with attractive effect; there 
is also a decorated tile fireplace. The kitchen.contains 
a most up-to-date equipment. There is a very large 
front hall in quartered oak finish. The sun parlor is 


one of the striking features of the Kimball house. It 
1s octagonal in shape, with an entrance from the din- 
ing room. There is an excellent ocean view from this 
room; it is finished in cypress, stained green, with lat- 
ticed sides. The porch leads out to the tiled terrace in 
the rear of the house, facing the ocean. On the south 
side of the house is the auto entrance, on the left of 
which are the coat and wash rooms. On the second story 
the front hall is just as distinguishing a feature as on 
the lower floor: the panelling and the carved balu- 
strades are of quartered oak. ‘There is a sewing room off 
the hallway; also four chambers, conspicuous because of 
the amplitude of windows. On the third floor are three 
maids’ rooms, an additional guest chamber and a spaci- 
ous play-room for Mr. Kimball’s two children. The 
house is set well back from the boulevard, allowing am- 
ple space for wide lawns. The space between the wings 
in front is tiled. J. T. Wilson & Sons of Nahant were 
the builders and James A. Tritchie of Boston the archi- 
tect. 


Everett Terhune of the Boot & Shoe Recorder, Bos- 
ton, has had erected for him this spring a 21% story 
year-round dwelling on Ocean Ave., Phillips Beach. 
It is situated near the ocean, just off Atlantic Ave. The 
house is of brick to the second floor, with the remainder 
of shingled sides and roof of the same material. The 
side wall over the front entrance is finished in stucco. 
The living room on the first floor is panelled in white 
wood, with an open fireplace. Other rooms on this 
floor include the reception room, dining room, sun par- 
lor, kitchen and pantry. The second floor contains four 
chambers, sewing room and two baths. On the third 
are two rooms and bath. Cutler Titus of Lynn was 
the builder; Hutchinson & French of Boston were the 
architects. 


A one-story garage has been added on the estate 
of George E. Smith on Atlantic Ave., Phillips Beach. 
It is of brick, with tiled roof and concrete floor. There 
is accommodation for two cars, with chauffeur’s quar- 
ters and bath. Guy Lowell of Boston designed the 
plans; J. T. Wilson & Sons of Nahant were the builders. 


A new garage large enough to accommodate two 
cars has replaced the smaller one on the estate of 
Arthur W. Huguley on Ocean avenue at Phillips Beach. 
It is of wooden construction with slate roof, the dimen- 
sions being 23 x 26 feet. H. E. Hardy of Swampscott 
was the builder. 


William L. Terhune of Boston is occupying a new 
house at Phillips Beach built for his use since last sea- 
son. It has a terra cotta exterior, with tile roof, the 
outside dimensions of the house being 30 x 60 feet. The 
first floor plan includes the usual reception hall, din- 
ing and living rooms, kitchen and pantry. Five cham- 
bers and two baths, the latter finished with tile fioors 
and walls, is the lay-out on the second. The floors are 
of quartered oak; the living and dining rooms are fin- 
ished in quartered oak, with the second floor of rift 
fireplace. Luther Greenleaf of Boston was the archi- 
tect; Howard A. Doane of Pride’s Crossing, builder.

MN YET no plans have been designed for a residence on 

the tract of 150 acres of land in Essex bought about 
two months ago by Samuel D. Warren of Boston for a 
summer estate.

During the past few weeks a force of thirty men has 
been at work from the state forestry department under 
the direction of Solomon Phillips thinning out and 
trimming the tree growth on the estate to eliminate the 
danger of fire.

All the avail- 
able property on the coast line at Manchester and along 
the Beverly shore has been taken up, and people are 
beginning to be attracted by the many beautiful hills 
back of these towns, and beyond which is the delight- 
ful town of Essex,—‘ Essex the Beautiful,’’ as one en- 
thusiast puts it. Mr. Warren is one of the first to be 
attracted by the beauties of the hills in Essex, and it 
is prophesied that in the next few years many others 
will follow in his steps. 


MPROVEMENTS made at ‘‘Castle Hill,’’ the Ips- 
wich summer estate of R. T. Crane, Jr., of Chicago, 
this spring make it one of the most commodious and 
charming of any on the North Shore. <A large reser- 
voir of concrete, holding more than 100,000 gallons 
of water has been added to the estate. It is capped 
with balustrades of the same material.

It is of brick and stucco, 
two stories high, and will accommodate 32 horses and 
cows. It is of English construction, in keeping with 
the Proctor mansion and other buildings on the estate.

The walls of the new building on the 
first floor are of white enamelled brick. On the second 
floor are the coachmen’s quarters. Kilham & Hopkins 
of Boston designed the plans; EH.

It is on the site of the famous old 
Colonial Arms hotel and besides the main dwelling 
there is a studio and garage of stone. The house is 
built in the shape of the letter L and has a hipped 
roof. <A decorative stone wall surrounds the entire 
property. The main house is 2 1-2 stories high; it is 
approached by a long covered walk, finished in hand- 
hewed oak. The covering in the walk is broken by sev- 
eral windows, enclosed by iron grill work. A feature of 
the rooms on the first floor is the sea room, 25x45 
feet, overlooking the ocean. This room is 16 feet high, 
with hard pine timbers showing in the eeiling.

The studio, a short distance from the residence, is of 
stone, two stories, with dimensions of 35 x 30 feet. The 
main room in this building is a large one, 25 ft. square, 
with other smaller ones adjoining. The garage is of one 
story, will accommodate two cars and contains besides 
the ear room, chauffeur’s quarters and a repair room. 
Bellows & Aldrich of Boston were the architects; J. 
T. Wilson & Sons of Nahant were the builders.

It is 
of 2 1-2 stories, stucco finished. The old roof has been 
taken off and a new one put on; seven dormer windows 
have been added. There is a new piazza on two sides 
of the house and a porte-cochere. By reason of the im- 
provements there are on the first floor a large hall, din- 
ing room, living room, butler’s pantry, kitchen, maid’s 
room and rear hall; on the second floor are five large 
chambers and three baths; the third story contains 
three chambers and connecting bath.

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NORTH SHORE FIGURE-HEADS

qpee recent war rumors 
awaken an interest in 


warships and their history. 
This is particularly true re- 
garding the old warships that 
fifty years ago rode the waves 
wearing on their prows gilt 
insignias, symphonies of gold 
and white. The figure-head, 
as this is familiarly termed, 
has been in use ever since the 
days of Cleopatra. It was 
adopted by almost every coun- 
try in the -world, reaching 
America when Columbus came 
with his little fleet of ships. 
While this ornamentation, 
which has been in use for cen- 
turies, is now a thing of the 
past, owing to the order of the 
Hon. von L. Meyer when See- 


retary of the Navy, who 
thought it a target drawing 


the guns of the enemy towards 
the ship, yet there are still to 
be found along the North 
Shore, emblems that once 
adorned the oldtime ships. 

Many of these figure-heads, 
each bearing its own interest- 
ing history, are to be found in 
the garden of Mr. R. S. Peabody, a noted architect at 
Peach’s Point, Marblehead; and on the estate of Mrs. 
Chester Dane. are still shown unique speciment of this 
old-time art. There are probably no finer collections 
in existence than those shown at Marblehead. Into 
this harbor doubtless many an old warship has sailed 
and even within recent years as they rounded the point 
who knows but the call of the figure-head might have 
met them as they passed the Dane garden which bor- 
ders the harbor. 

The ‘‘ Western Belle’’ is one of the old figure-heads 
that has been preserved by Mr. Peabody. It is a large, 
full length figure of a woman carved by a man who 
doubtless knew his art. It once graced the _ ship, 
‘“Western Belle,’’ which was built at Bath, Maine, as 
late as 1876. The design was carried out by one Samp- 
son who was perhaps one of the best known figure- 
head artists in the state. The left arm of the woman 
is outstretched, the left hand holding carelessly a few 
spears of wheat. With her right hand she gracefully 
holds up her skirt while a curl falls over her shoulder. 
It is said that the grace of this figure attracted the 
attention of a South Sea islander who sent an order 
back for a full set of idols. 

Another of the old figure-heads was the ‘‘Indian 
Prinecess,’’? a graceful full length figure once adorn- 
ing a clipper, while the third of interest is ‘‘Marie,’’ 
a wonderful graceful wooden image that had an in- 
teresting peculiarity. This lay in the arm which was 
detachable, being removed while at sea and screwed 
on when nearing port. 

This scheme was often employed with -delicate 
carving and more especially on the old warships. It 
was true in the case of ‘‘The Glory of the Sea,’’ the

image of a woman whose ex- 
tended arms holding a trumpet 
were detached and _ stowed 
away once they had left port, 
and also with the wings of the 
‘*Cyclone.’’ 

On the Dane estate we find 
standing out from under the 
eaves of the house a very 
graceful representation of a 
woman. This was taken from 
a Newburyport ship and has 
been there practically ever 
since the house was built by 
Mrs. Dane’s mother, Mrs. 
Grace Oliver, who gave the 
name ‘‘Wharf House’’ to the 
estate. This was from the fact 
that originally there was an 
old wharf here from which 
during the days of the grand 
bank fisheries, many a_ ship 
left, some never to return. 

It is not known surely 
whether fishing vessels bore on 
their prows figure-heads or not, 
but it is a notable fact that 
half a century ago not a mer- 
chantman left port, more es- 
pecially in the days of com- 
mercial prosperity, that did 
not wear figureheads proudly perched on its prow and 
often repeated on the stern. Those used in Mar- 
blehead, if there were any, have not come down to 
history, except the ones shown on these two estates, 
but in Salem scarcely a ship left port that was not 
ornamented. 

The owners of these ships often vied with each 
other as to who should excel in ornamentation. There 
were often figures of their wives or sweethearts, and 
sometimes of the owners themselves. Joseph True 
was one of the most prominent of these carvers of wood, 
men being hired expressly for this purpose. 

The cost of the figure-heads varied with the wealth 
of the owners and was usually very high. In the ear- 
lier days yellow-paint. was not in existence for this 
purpose and therefore gold-leaf had to be used. A 
bust of Elias Hasket Derby covered with the gold-leaf 
riaterial adorned one of the ships and was most ex- 
pensive. It braved the fury of the gale until one day 
it loosened, falling to the bottom of the sea and was 
never seen again. 

Another statue, this a red-gowned figure-head, an 
emblem of a Salem ship, was ‘‘The Witch,’’ while from 
Beverly a most emblematic insignia was shown. The 
latter represented a large beanpot filled with beans 
and underneath were the words in large letters ‘‘Bev- 
erly.’’ One questions if the captain of this ship could 
be the same one who put up a signal of distress when 
nine days from land and on being approached to find 
out the cause, replied there were only two barrels of 
beans left on board. 

In addition to the full length figure of the Dane 
house in Marblehead there is shown over the porch an 
eagle, while at the entrance to the veranda is a won-

Many of these 
ornaments. were 
very highly color- 
ed and the sailors 
were very proud 
of the emblems, 
taking as much 
care of them as 5 
they did of the eA Slee ; 
ships themselves. Figure-head of the Old C lipper 
Oftentimes when 
detained in port they would paint them over in their 
original colors. 

While the insignias were for the most part of peo-

the ‘‘Iecelander,’’ which was designed by the Wheel- 


wrights of Newburyport. 
Thousands of figure-heads have disappeared al- 


pie, yet with the coming in of the straight prow they 
often showed animals. One was the reindeer which was 
fastened to the bow of the ship and whose legs seem- 
ingly leaped into the sea; and the dog star, where 
a greyhound appeared as if running at full speed. 
Tudor, the great ice-king at Nahant, sent ships 
loaded with ice to foreign lands. These had figure- 
heads illustrative of their cargoes, as for instance, 


together. The vessels bearing them have in many in- 
stances been destroyed, together with the ornaments, 
while others have been consigned to the junk heap. 
Scattered here and there, however, in gardens, muse- 
ums, and on estates, are left a few of these old in- 
signias,—memorials of the days when no ship left port 
without one at its prow.

New Essex County Clubhouse 


Commodious New Quarters at Manchester Will Take the Place of Structure Destroyed 
by Fire 
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Architect’s Sketch of Essex County Clubhovse showing the side overlooking the links. Entrance is on opposite side of building 


ORK on the new clubhouse for the Essex County 
club at Manchester is progressing rapidly and 
the outside work is completed up to the second 
floor. About 60 workmen are engaged in making a 
new home for the club to replace the structure des- 
troyed by fire more than a year ago. When completed, 
as it is expected to be early in the spring of 1915, the 
members will have one of the best appointed and most 
commodious club houses in this section of the country. 
Aside from the many pleasure-giving features of the 
louse, it is practically fireproof, built of brick with a 
slate roof; it is a structure which will not be an easy 
prey for fire. 

The new house is built of Harvard brick, of an 
Enghsh type of construction, with an English slate 
reof. In the pitched roof there are dormer windows, 
which will light the third story. The latter will not 
be finished at the present time, being left in the rough 
until the building committee decides what use shall be 
made of it. Practically the only woodwork on the ex- 
terior is that in the casements and the large columns 
supporting the piazza roof. 

The turn in the avenue leading to the clubhouse 
will not be changed materially, although it will be 
made easier of access by a slight change in the grounds 
lay-out. An automobile shed will probably be built 
off the northwest side of the house before the main 
structure is finished. . 

In the new structure the quarters of the men and 
women will segregated, a feature which will appeal to 
both. Other features are a clock tower with a clock 
which can be seen from the golf links, an automobile 
entrance which will admit of three cars to take or 
leave passengers at the same time, an ample terrace 
allowing meals al freseo and a better distribution of 
sunlight afforded by situating the new building at 
right angles with the former structure. 

On the first floor to the right are the ladies’ quar- 
ters, at the southerly end; the office and the men’s 


rooms are to tne left cf the main entrance, which is in 
the center of the house. Directly in front of the en- 
trance is the large living room, 48x24 feet, with an en- 
trance through French windows to the piazza and ter- 
race. The two rooms for the ladies on the ground 
floor, one 20x20, the other 17x30, will be used for 
bridge and as a reception room. The spacious dining 
rcom is reached from the living room through the 
tower room and is in a wing directly behind the latter. 
The dimensions are 25x42 feet. An excellent view of 
the links is had from the dining room; there is an en- 
trance to the piazza and terrace. 

Ladies’ dressing rooms and a locker room, with 
access by a private stairway, are at the right on the 
second floor. On this story there is also a large men’s 
committee room. To the north in the second story 
wing are quarters for the housekeeper and six servants. 
Chambers and bath rooms will take up the remainder 
of the second story. 

The tower and clock are placed on the eastern 
side of the house and are easily seen from the links. 
The terrace on this side will be enclosed with stone 
balustrade and adjoins the piazza. It is 30 feet wide 
“and 70 feet long. 

Although the ladies have received every attention 
in the matter of quarters, the men will not find them- 
selves neglected in their commodious section in the 
north end. On the first floor in the men’s apartments 
there is a lounging room, a cafe, coat rooms and loung- 
ing rooms, From the links a roomy piazza leads to the 
men’s quarters. This piazza will give the male members 
an opportunity to partake of a luncheon after a round 
of the course on the golf links if they so desire, some- 
thing which has been considered by many a long felt 
want. 

An unobstructed view of the road and the en- 
trance is had from the office in the entrance hall, the 
latter being 36 feet in length. 

A feature which will be generally appreciated is

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The Wood Roads on the North Shore 


By COL. W. D. SOHIER 


HE wood roads on the North Shore have been one 

of the features which have made it famous through- 
out the country as one of the most beautiful pleasure 
grounds in America. 

There are now some twenty-eight miles of these 
wood roads which have been built and are maintained 
by private subscription. Automobiles are excluded 
from all of them except the new Manchester Water- 
works road, and the connecting road going through 
the Chebacco woods. 

Over thirty years ago some of the public-spirited 
citizens on the North Shore believed it would be de- 
sirable to develop a variety of drives which would en- 
able people to see the beauttful forests and lakes that 
exist in such profusion in Beverly, Manchester, Glou- 
cester, and the towns immediately back of them,—ir 
Essex, Hamilton, and Wenham. . 

Colonel Henry Lee and Mr. Charles H. Dalton 
raised the money and had the first private wood road 
constructed about 1878. This was the road beginning 
at Preston Place and running through the Chebacco 
woods, passing by Gravel Pond, Chebacco Pond, Round 
Pond, and Beck’s Pond, and it marked the beginning 
of the development of those beautiful woods. 

This same Mr. Dalton was largely instrumental 
in securing the opening of Brookwood Road, and he 
and Col. Henry Lee requested the writer to take up 
their work and help develop the woods and wooded 
drives in the neighborhood of Beverly and Manchester. 

There are several wood roads which have been 
laid out and built by the towns, notably Crooked Lane 
in Manchester, and Common Lane and Greenwood Ave- 
nue in Beverly. 

The writer secured the rights of way and the neces- 
sary money to build Wood Lane, in Beverly, running 
from Green- 
wood Avenue 
to Hull Street 
through the 
commons north 
and south, and 


Branch Lane 
and Boulder 
Lane, running 


through the 
commons east 
and west. 
Some years 
later Horsehill 
Lane was built 
to connect 
Boulder Lane 


with Preston 
Place and the 
Chebacco Wood 
Road.

the town of Essex, and making a circuit of that lake. 

The next wooded road to be built was Conomo 
Drive, running from the Chebacco Lake road to the 
Four Corners in Essex at the end of the Manchester and 
Essex road. 

In 1906, the old stage road which had been abon- 
doned for many years, between Manchester and Essex, 
was improved, widened, and graded, the Essex half of 
it being done by the summer residents, who raised 
money for that purpose by subscription, and the Man- 
chester end of it being built by the town of Manchester. 

In 1907 and 1908 Forest Lane was built, running 
from Forest Street in the town of Manchester back of 
the Hssex County Club, and continuing through Glouces- 
ter along the shores of Haskell Pond and so out to 
Essex Street. The next year Laurel Lane was built 
eonnecting Forest Lane with the Manchester-Essex 
wood road, and making it possible for a person to start 
in the woods at Manchester and go back on any one 
of the several wooded drives that connect the woods 
with the shore. 

Mr. Philip Dexter had meantime built quite a 
number of private wood roads which connect with For- 
est Street and lead out to Magnolia Station. 

In 1909 money was raised for the improvement and 
widening of Hesperus Avenue running through the 
woods back of Norman’s Woe in the city of Gloucester, 
and connecting with Magnolia Point. é 

Original when the roads were built they were con- 
structed only ten or twelve feet wide, and cost some- 
thing in the neighborhood of twenty-five or thirty cents 
a foot to build. As the Shore becam settled and more 
people used the roads, they have been built wider, and 
now most of them are nearly eighteen feet in width 
from one side of the road to the other. They have cost 
in these later 
years some- 
where about a 
dollar a _ foot 
to construct. 

Crooked

woods, skirting many ponds. ‘The roads can be used 
by riders and drivers, children and others being able to 
ride in safety, with very little danger of having the 
horses frightened by motor vehicles. 

The only road that is open to motor vehicles is the 
only one of the wood roads which is in any way a 
short cut for any large number of people. This furn- 
ishes a short way from Manchester to Hamilton. The 
other roads are too narrow and crooked and would be 
extremely dangerous if they were used by motor vehi- 
cles, and it has seemed to the summer residents, almost 
all of whom own motor vehicles, that it is only fair 
that these roads should be kept for the ladies and chil- 
dren to use, and for those people who still drive or 
ride horses. A very large sum of money would be re- 
quired to make them safe for motor vehicles to use. 

If it were not for this network of wood drives, the

large increase in the number of automobiles and tour- 
ists from out of town who come to see the beautiful 
North Shore and go around Cape Ann, would make our 
Shore road so congested that there would no longer be 
any pleasure or safety in using it. These roads have 
furnished a haven of safety for those of our residents 
who still like to ride or drive. They are one of our 
chief assets. 

The sides of the wood roads have been preserved 
since the devastation caused by the gypsy and brown 
tail moth, by the co-operation between the town authori- 
ties of Manchester and the city authorities of Beverly, 


the State, and the summer residents, each of whom has 
paid one-third of the cost of spraying the woods sides 
and woods near the shore, and in preserving our beau- 
tiful forests for future generations.

Scientic Methods Used in Dairying at Upland Farms, Ipswich

ment known to science 
is used in the attempt to produce pure milk. The King 
system of ventilating serves to keep fresh air constantly 
in circulation throughout every part of the barn. By 
the system of feeding, the fodder which the cows eat 
when in the barn cannot be strewn upon the floor as 
the feeder is automatic, releasing only enough food for 
the cow to eat properly without waste. The 
food is carried through the barn on an over- 
head run-way. <A run-way also carries the 
manure from the main cow barn to a separate 
building 100 feet away, thus adding to the 
cleanliness of the place. 

To illustrate the extreme to which the man- 
agement goes to keep the prize herd clean it 
might be mentioned that vacuum “baths” are 
given the cows; all superfluous hair is also 
clipped with electric machines that it may 
not get into the milk pails. The pails used 
are all equipped with small tops that falling 
dirt may not get into the milk. 

That the business of milk producing is 
done on a scientific basis is shown by the fact 
that the capacity of each cow under varying 
conditions is known to a fraction. 

On the exterior of the barn there is not 
the usual barn yard and there is no oppor- 
tunity for the cows to obtain a coating of 
dirt to get into the milk pails. Inside, the 
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floors ot the calf pens 
are of cork brick set in 
cement. The cow stalls 
have metal stanchions. 

All of the pails and 
other equipment are 
sterilized with steam before using. After each cow is 
milked, her milk is weighted and immediately turned 
into a sterilized tunnel on the outside of the dairy-room 
wall; it is unnecessary for the milker to enter the dairy. 
The milk flows to the clarifier, which is operated by 
electricity and which gives a centrifugal movement to 
the milk that causes all the foreign matter to acecumu- 
late in a disk, leaving the milk as pure and 
clean as it can possibly be made. 

With such an equipment at Upland Farms 
a campaign for pure milk is being made. 
Sceptical persons might say that such efforts 
are not appreciated by people in general, 
but a visit to the farm would convince any- 
one that the North Shore is fortunate in hay- 
ing such a milk station from which to supply 
its milk needs. 

The venture at Upland Farms is also an - 
‘‘eyve-opener’’ in the possibilities of modern 
dairying. It is only after seeing this equip- 
ment that one realizes that such a plant is es- 
sential if really pure milk is to be marketed. 
Yet somehow the very completeness with 
which the details of cleanliness and service 
have been looked after is quite unexpected. 
True, everyone, wants such conditions exist- 
ing everywhere, but it is a statement of fact 
that such is not the case. All of which makes 
us admire Mr. Frazier’s perspicacity and pro-

In 
taking an interstate run in one’s 
car, for instance,—from Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, to the coast of 
Maine, there are many things 
about the statutes regarding 
automobile traffic in the various 
states passed through, that are of 
general interest. A resumé of the 
auto laws of New England will 
be found below which will serve 
as a general fund of information 
concerning the traffic regulations 
in this section of the country. 
The Massachusetts Legislature 
has passed two acts that are of 
special interest to all who drive 
automobiles. The law relative to 
having lights displayed on vehi- 
cles within one hour after sunset 
has been amended so that all ve- 
hicles with the exception of hand 
carts and those transporting hay 
or straw, must have a light of 
some kind displayed in all locali- 
ties. The law formerly com- 
pelled vehicles to have lights dis- 
played when they were outside 
of the city limits where there 
were no street lamps, but the new 
law compels everybody

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and teamsters took advantage of 
that fact. Under the new law 
the police can enforce the law 
without much trouble. The new 
law relative to automobiles states 
that the drivers must not allow 
them to ‘‘smoke’’ unnecessarily 
and the mufflers must not be cut 
out in thickly settled sections.

er than is reasonable and proper, having 
regard to traffic and the use of the way, 
and the safety of the public. It shall be 
prima facie evidence of a rate of speed 
greater than is reasonable or proper of a 
motor vehicle is operated on any way out- 
side of the thickly settled or business 
part of a city or town at a rate of speed 
exceeding 20 miles per hour for the dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile.

Revocation of License 

Any officer authorized to make arrests 
may arrest without warrant and keep in 
custody not more than 24 hours unless 
Sunday intervenes, any person operating 
a motor vehicle on any street or way, 
who does not have in his possession a ii- 
cense to operater motor vehicles. Who- 
ever uses a motor vehicle without auth- 
ority, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $200 or by imprisonment for 
a term of not less than two weeks or 
more than two years. 


Lights Required 

Every automobile, during the period 
from one-half hour after sunset to one- 
half hour before sunrise, shall display at 
least two white lights, which shall be visi- 
ble not less than 200 feet in the direc- 
tion to which the vehicle is proceeding; 
and every motor vehicle shall display at 
least one red light in the reverse direc-

Passing Over Bridges 

Whenever on any bridge or way, pub- 
lic or private, there is not an unobstruted 
view of the road for at one hundred 
yards, the driver of every vehicle shall 
keep his vehicle on the right of the mid- 
dle of the traveled part of the bridge or 
way, whenever it is safe or practicable to 
do so. 


Accident Reports 
Every operator of a motor vehicle, 
which for any reason is involved in any 
accident in which any person.or property 
is injured, shall forthwith report the 
same to the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission. 


Number Plates 

Every automobile shall have its regis- 
ter number displayed conspicpusly on the 
two plates furnished by the Highway 
Commission, not less than eight or more 
than forty-eight inches from the ground. 
Said numbers must be kept clean and the 
numbers legible; and during the period 
when the car is required to display lights, 
the rear register shall be arranged so as 
to be plainly visible at a distance of 
sixty feet. 


VERMONT 


Registration must be made to the Secre- 
tary of State. Licenses are issued an- 
nually. License fee is $2 and a fee of 
$1 for each horsepower. The second reg- 
istration fee for motor vehicles shall be 
a sum equal to 75 per cent of the amount 
of the first registration fee, and the third 
end each successive fee thereafter shall 
be a sum equal to 50 per cent of the first 
registration fee.

Rate of Speed 

The rate of speed upon any highway, 
town way, public street, avenue, driveway, 
park or parkway by any person operating 
a motor vehicle in this state shall not be 
greater than 25 miles an hour in open 
country outside of cities and villages, and 
within the compact or built-up portions of 
any city, town or village, not greater 
than 10 miles an hour, except where such 
city or town may by ordinance or by law 
permit a greater rate of speed. 


Non-Residents 

Non-residents may operate motor vehi- 
eles on the roads and highways of this 
State not exceeding thirty days without 
registration, provided that such motor 
vehicle is registered in some other State 
or country and has attached thereto regis- 
tered plates, and driven by a person li- 
censed to operate in this or some other 
State or country 

A motor vehicle owned by a non-resi- 
dent of this State who has a bona fide 
actual residence in a State granting like 
privileges to residents of this State, which 
residence is loctaed within fifteen miles 
by highway of the border line of this 
State, may be operated upon any ways of 
this State distant not more than fifteen 
miles from the border line of his State. 


RHODE ISLAND 


Applications for the registration of 
motor vehicles must be filed in the office 
of the State Board of Public Roads, and 
licenses are in force for one year. 

The number plate or marker must be 
placed on the front and rear of the motor 
vehicle, and the rear plate fastened so 
as not to swing. 

On the sale of a motor vehicle the certi- 
ficate of registration expires. An unli-

censed person may operate an automobile 
if accompanied by a licensed operator, 
which licensed operator shall be person- 
ally liable for any violations of the law. 

The following fees shall be paid to the 
State Board of Public Roads for certifi- 
cates and licenses issued: For registration 
of every automobile of 20 horsepower $5, 
for registration of every automobile over 
20 horsepower and not more than 30 
horsepower $10, for registration of every 
automobile over 30 horsepower and not 
more than 40 horsepower $15, for regis- 
tration of every automobile of more than 
40 horsepower $25, for registration of all 
motor vehicles owned by or under the 
control of a manufacturer or dealer in 
motor vehicles $50, for each license or 
duplicate thereof, to operate a motorcycle 
$1. 

Every chauffeur or person who is driv- 
ing or operating any motor vehicle in the 
absence of the owner, without such own- 
er’s consent, is liable to fine not exceed- 
ing $1,000 or three years’ imprisonment. 

An operator’s license may be suspend- 
ed or revoked for cause. An appeal to a 
superior court for a decision of board 
may be taken. Courts may furnish Board 
of Public Roads details of flagrant cases 
which may be heard before them. Any 
licensed operator convicted of reckless 
driving or at a rate of speed greater than 
is reasonable or proper, or failing to 
bring the car to a stop at the causing of 
an accident or otherwise, may have his 
license revoked by the Board of Public 
Roads. 

Non-resident owners of motor vehicles 
may operate in this state without comply- 
ing with the provisions provided they 
shall not use the highways of this state 
more than ten days in any calendar year. 

Every motor vehicle to have lock, key 
or other device to prevent vehicle from 
being set in motion. 

No person shall interfere or tamper 
with a motor vehicle without the permis- 
sion of the owner. 


CONNECTICUT 


All registrations expire on the 31st day 
of December at mid-night, in each year. A 
pro-rata reduction in fees is allowed on 
applications for registration filed after the 
last day in March in any year.

Speed 

If the rate of speed of a motor vehicle 
operated on a public highway of this 
State exceeds 25 miles an hour for a dis- 
tance of one-eighth of a mile, such rate 
of speed shall be prima facie evidence 
that the person operating such motor 
vehicle is operating the same at a rate 
of speed greater than is reasonable and 
proper. If, except within the limits of 
an incorporated city, the rate of speed 
of a motor vehicle operated on the public 
highways of this State, where the opera- 
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tor’s view of the road and traffic is ob- 
structed, when approaching a crossing or 
intersected highway, or when traversing 
a bridge, or a sharp turn or a steep de- 
scent, or a curve in the highway, exceeds 
ten miles an hour, such rate of speed shall 
be prima facie evidence that the person 
operating such motor vehicle is operating 
the same at a rate of speed greater than 
is reasonable and proper. If the rate of 
speed of a motor vehicle operated on the 
public highways of this State in passing 
any street railway car that is stationary 
or about to stop, on the same side of the 
car on which passengers are ordinarily 
received and discharged, exceeds three 
miles an hour, such rate of speed shall be 
prima facie evidence that the person 
operating such motor vehicle is operating 
the same at a rate of speed greater than 
is reasonable and proper.

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EF REEREST to motorists to the North Shore is 

the proposed widening of Bridge St., Salem. For 
some time past such a step has been planned, but on 
account of the expense has been opposed by various 
factions of Salem’s heaviest tax-payers, who did not 
welcome any increased rate in the taxes, which might 
result from the proposed Bridge St. improvement. Now, 
however, plans are well under way to accomplish the 
desire of the Salem Board of Trade and other affiliated 
civic bodies of the city who believe that it will be a 
move in the right direction to improve the main 
thoroughfare to the North Shore. At present Salem 
presents the only unattractive roads in the trip from 
Boston to the shore resorts. 

After entering Salem a mile of good road is en- 
countered down Lafayette St., then making devious 
turns the motorist skirts Salem Common and enters 
Bridge St., a granite paved thoroughfare. The plans 
which have now been generally approved by the interest- 
ed parties in Salem eall for a 70-foot roadway from 
Pleasant St., not far from Salem Common, to Beverly 
bridge, the latter in itself an eyesore and a rather dan- 
gerous thoroughfare. It is barely possible that the street 
will be widened eventually to 90 feet, although the plans 
at present call for but 70 feet between curbings. There 
has been the usual amount of discussion of details, 
important and otherwise, by parties interested, and 
discussion has arisen as to whether trolley and electric

poles, with those of the telephone company, should be 
placed in the middle of the thoroughfare. 

As yet there has been no talk regarding the im- 
provement of Beverly bridge in connection with the 
widening and it is probable that there will be no new 
bridge at this point for a number of years. Several 
hearings have been held on the Bridge St. widening, 
however. This improvement will not come for two 
years, at the earliest. No appropriation has yet been 
made by city or county. The estimated cost is close 
to $150,000. 


N CONJUNCTION with the controversy over Bridge 
e St., Salem, as the main thoroughfare through the 
Witch City to the North Shore, it is interesting to 
note that the old Salem turnpike which enters Lynn 
at Western Ave., has been accepted as a state road. 
It is expected that this road will be repaired by the 
state shortly and this will mean an additional thorough- 
fare to Boston, optional with motorists. Now that the 
read over the marshes in Lynn and Revere has also 
been made a state road, this combination will probably 
prove popular with motorists who wish to reach Boston 
by the shorest route, as it will be a stright road, with 
no turns until the boulevard is encountered in Revere 
near the Chelsea line. As motor vehicles are prohibit-

will undoubtedly gain in popularity. It will not be 
so near the ocean as the present route, but will clip 
several miles off the course to Boston and vicinity. 


Another route from Beverly and around Salem 
which is being used more and more each season is that 
starting from Rial side, Beverly, (via bridge near the 
Beverly railroad station) over the Kernwood bridge 
connecting the latter city and Salem (parallel with 
Beverly bridge) and thence through North Salem to 
Swampscott and the usual route to Boston. As this 
route is but little known and is not as easy of access to 
Beverly as the present one, it is not used as extensively. 


THE Revere Beach reservation, from Revere St., to 

Eliot Circle, will be barred to motorists on Sun- 
days and holidays this season, as it was last summer. 
Traffic will, as formerly, be diverted to Ocean St., run- 
ning parallel with the boulevard in the rear of the 
amusement places and thence to Eliot Circle and the 
regular route. This was found necessary last season 
owing to the many accidents which resulted when mo- 
torists attempted to thread their way through the 
crowds of people which literally cover the boulevard 
on busy days at the resort. As this restriction includes 
only a quarter-mile of the reservation the motorists do 
not consider it a hardship. The new Revere Traffic Road 
being built by the state will help take care of a great deal

qe absence of railroad grade crossings in the auto- 
mobile route from Boston to the North Shore is 
one of the things which motorists are thankful for. 
After leaving Everett on the boulevard, no grade eross- 
ing is encountered until Pride’s Crossing is reached. 
And if motorists would bear to the left in the square 
at Beverly Farms instead of turning toward the ocean, 
the two grade crossings at Beverly Farms would be 
avoided, and thus no other grade crossing would be en- 
countered all along the way to Rockport. This is true 
of the main highway; of course there are numerous 
erade crossings on side thoroughfares. 


Since the grade crossing has been abolished in 
Central Square, Lynn, motorists and drivers of horses 
have been almost as charry of avoiding the congestion 
at this point as formerly. With the large concrete col- 
ums supporting the elevated structure of the railroad, 
drivers have been making devious turns winding in and 
out of the colums in an attempt to keep a stright road. 
The “keep to the right” admonition is needed here 
more than at any other point in Essex County.

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HANGES and improved conditions are frequently 
taken as a matter of course, and the situation re- 
heved with its many disadvantages becomes a vague 
memory. This, we believe, is true of Manchester Har- 
bor, which has been greatly improved in recent years 
and a plan of which with the various projects year by 
year, is shown above. 

Prior to 1890 the inner Harbor of Manchester, 
crooked and shallow, had received little attention and 
was no longer navigable at low water for any craft, 
above Read’s Wharf, and for the lightest draft vessels 
at high water. 

Efforts had been made, however, to interest the 
Federal Government and in 1888 a report of the Chief 
of Engineers recommended an appropriation of $2,500 
toward the work here. This was followed by appro- 
priations in 1890, 1892, 1899 and 1902 until there had 
been appropriated $24,300. This was expended in 
dredging a channel some 60 feet wide from Proctor’s 
Point to the town wharves, to a depth of four feet at 
mean low water. 

The report of the chief of engineers made in 1888 
is interesting at this time and the following quotation 
therefrom is of interest; ‘‘The outer sheltered harbor 
or roadstead contains approximately 300 acres with 
five fathoms of water. The entrance channel from the 
roadstead to Proctor’s Point is everywhere at least 100 
feet wide and 614 feet deep at mean low water and is 
unobstructed. At the narrows, distant 1,400 feet in- 
side of Proctor’s Point, the depth in the channel was 
reduced to one and one half feet at mean low water; 
thence to the town wharves, a farther distance of 2,500 
feet no low water channel originally existed. Near the 
town wharves the channel is crossed by the Boston & 
Maine R. R. by a bridge which has an opening of 28 
feet in width.’ 

The work of the Federal Government relieved this 
situation greatly, but only temporarily, as the succeed-

ong winters with their ice dragged the surrounding 
mud into the dredged channel, quickly refilling it. The 
death of Senator MeMillan about this time removed 
one who had been a very interested and influential 
friend of Manchester in Washington, and since that 
time no appropriation has been made by the Govern- 
ment for this work. 

Subsequent to the work above outlined matters 
rested for several years until in 1907 the need of further 
work became so apparent and pressing that the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts undertook the dredging 
of a channel 1,800 feet long, 75 feet wide and 6 feet 
at low water. The town also appropriated $2,500 and 
this was expended along the same lines as the state, and 
under the direction of the Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners. 

This work was followed in 1910, 1911, 1912 and 
1913 by appropriations by the town and state in co- 
operation until at the present time there has been spent 
in Manchester Harbor exclusive of what the Federal 
Government has expended, the sum of $62,000, of which. 
Manchester has contributed $27,500. This will be in- 
ereased by some $18,000 in 1914. 

These several pieces of work are shown clearly 
upon the map and a study of the work done will well 
repay the time taken. 

Remembering the condition of 1888—no channel 
whatever above Read’s wharf at low tide; a long and 
erooked channel below the Point of Rocks; and a 28-ft. 
entrance to the Inner Harbor—and contrasting these 
with the present conditions of broad channel and an- 
chorage, direct cut across Glass Head flats, and a 50-ft. 
entrance to the wharves, Manchester may well feel that 
the money and effort expended to attain these results 
has been to good purpose. 

This is amply borne out from the increased busi-

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their increased use of Manchester as a supply depot; 
by the increased facilities for landing all supples at 
the town wharves and the accompanying preferential 
freight rate to the town. A further consideration is 
the improved appearance of the harbor at low tide and 
the more sanitary condition of the waters. 

There remains considerable to be done before the 
greatest good commensurate with the expense involved, 
is attained. The most important matter yet to be done 
is the removal of Bow Bell Ledge near the Point of 
Rocks, and the dredging of the flats in such a way as 
to give a continuous channel in line with the new cut 
across Glass Head flats. This will be quite expensive 
and efforts have been made by Mr. Geo. R. Dean of the 
Board of Selectmen to interest the proper authorities 
at Washington in the matter, and it is to be hoped that 
some co-operation may be had by the Federal Govern-

It is 
hoped that the work will be finished by July 1, when 
an excellent boulevard direct to Swampscott, Beach 
Bluff, Phillips Beach and Clifton will be the result. 
The work is being done jointly by the state, county 
and town of Swampscott. The Bay State Street Rail.

ilege thereby. M. McDonough of Swampscott is the 
contractor. The county commissioners, in their decree 
for the laying out of Humphrey St., provided for a 
uniform width of 70 feet in such a way as to widen, 
straighten and re-locate the street according to the 
plan prepared by the Mass. Highway Commission and 
approved by the latter in conjunction with the county 
commissioners and the selectmen of Swampscott. The 
damages are estimated by the commissioners at $83,- 
630, to be paid out of the county treasury. Some por- 
tions of the present highway are to be discontinued.

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A Model Milk Farm at Essex 


4 pit many of us the term ‘‘certified milk’’ means but 

little in itself; to be sure, we have vague visions of 
milk produced under conditions of cleanliness, but few 
of us have perhaps seen the actual conditions sur- 
rounding the production of really pure milk. This 
milk problem is, as the physicians express it, ‘‘a 
mighty important one,’’ especially so in the family 
where there are growing children. There is such a 
large comparative nutritive value in milk that the 
wise man of affairs drinks much of it and sees that his 
children have a liking for it. But—he wants good 
milk, some that he is convinced as to its quality. 

It is a real pleasure to inspect a model milk farm 
and dairy, one which produces certified milk, in other 
words clean milk. The North Shore is fortune in having 
among its milk farms one which stands as the acme of 
development in its particular line. Prospect Hill 
Farm, operated by J. A. and W. H. Gould at Essex on 
the North Shore is just such a farm as the type cited 
above. It is a place that even the most particular and 
painstaking housewife would describe as a ‘‘model of 
cleanliness.’’ There, one will find cows that have a 
distinctly ‘‘different’’ look than the herds of bovine 
often seen straggling along dusty roads in rural dis- 
tricts. These cows have none but the most grassy 
hills upon which to browse and are not left to roam 
with abandon as are cows at other farms. The pro- 
duction of milk at this place is just as much a science 
as the making of seedless oranges. And who will say 
but what it is the right way after seeing this model 
plant? 

A model cow barn, with an abundance of light and 
plenty of fresh air is partly the solution of certified 
milk, a milk that is as near 100 per cent. pure as mod-

ern means can make it. How many barns are there 
which would admit of taking a good photograph with- 
out the aid of a flashlight. Very few, for the reason 
that some barns do not have enough light, the latter 
being just as essential for cleanliness as a combination 
of soap, brooms and water. Cows which have a sleek, 
well-kept appearance enjoy all the room they need in 
this spacious cow barn. And—do not smile—the cows 
look contented. Did you ever realize that a cow, as 
yourself, can be contented? A member of the bovine 
family must be treated just as kindly and considerately 
as a human if she is to fulfill her mission satisfactorily. 
And one can see by looking at the choice selection of 
cows at the Prospect Hill farm that they are never ill- 
treated; the clean, glossy sides of the cows belie the 


fact that they were ever struck by the hands of an 


irate milker. 

The men on the Gould farm who handle the cows 
are carefully trained and selected as regards their spe- 
cial fitness for the work in hand. Instead of going 
through their work mechanically they make it their busi- 
ness. In spotless white attire they go silently about the 
work of milking. They have the proper environment for 
good work. The cow barn is built with every reference 
to proper sunlight and ventilation. The floors are of con- 
crete, the walls and ceiling are of spotless white, with 
plenty of fresh air provided by a specially arranged 
ventilating system to be blown out through a series of 
ventilators in the roof. 


It was in 1909 that Gould Bros. were first induced. 


to make certified milk and the capacity of their plant 
at that time was but 30 quarts daily. This has been 
increased until they now have a maximum of from 
1,300 to 1,400 quarts during the summer months. In

trial Union. of Manchester-by-the- 
Sea. Two ladies sat in the sun par- 
lor of the *Woman’s club House, 
which had recently been completed 
on the site of the old building. They 
were Mrs. John Pearson, born and 
pred in the dear old town, and 
young Mrs. Field, wife of Capt. 
Field of the nearby Fort & atid, 2 Te= 
cent arrival. Out back in the han- 
a trim 1989 aeroplane rested after 
ite’ early morning journey from 
New Hampshire, under the. careful guidance of Mrs. 
Pearson, who for some years has held the Woman’s 
Aero Club cup. Both ladies had arrived early, and Mrs. 
Field was sitting spellbound while her friend told her the 
history of this “wonderful Industrial Union for women. 

“Why it’s simply thrilling to think that all of your 
money came from just doughnuts.” 

“Yes,” answered Mrs. Pearson, ‘grandmother Neil’s 
doughnuts were famous to the Pacific Coast, and though 
mine still go under the same name, they never can be 
quite as good. I’ve often heard grandmother tell of the 
day that food ship started how she fried a batch of 
doughnuts over the hot coal stove. They dressed mother 
up, put her in the baby carriage( you know baby car- 
tiages were pushed by hand in those days), and after 
trudging a mile in the sun, timidly offered the doughnuts 
for sale. ‘The shop was then known as the ‘Sign of the 
Crane, and was started by Mrs. Bean, about the time of 
our last war. You remember in your history the war with 
Mexico. This Mrs. Bean convinced the women of the 
town that it was poor economy to build a coal fire (to 
say nothing of suffering with the heat in summer) just 
to bake one loaf of cake or a pie. ‘Why not let one 
woman’s coal fire cook the cakes for a dozen families and 
make pin money at the same time,’ she said. Funny that 
75 years ago any women could foresee our delightful way 
of living. Well, that was the beginnig of many Manches- 
ter fortunes, and as you know we are now the richest 
town in the world. In three years time Grandmother 
Neil had the first electric cook stove in Manchester and 
there were twenty-five women drawing salaries from that 
little tea shop. Every family owned its own home and 
each cook specialized usually in one thing. There’s Mrs. 
Ross; can you see her? (levelling her field glass at a 
pretty little woman, just stepping to the landing from her 
Submarine at the foor of the garden). Well, their 
money’s from sweet pickles—you know the Ross pickles ?” 

‘Why, yes, Mrs. Pearson I’ve bought that brand 


when we were stationed at Vera 
CruZ4 

“And Mrs, -Carrol there, ,just 
coming in, whose father built the 
beautiful bridge to Misery Island, 
erected and endowed the Manches- 
ter Hospital on brownbread money. 

“After a while the summer res- 
idents began ito figure that they, 
too, could save money by econo- 
mizing on pastry cooks and it was 
at that time that Mrs. Bean terned 
over the business to the Woman’s 
club. Of course in those days there 
was See difficulty with foreign and 
long distance orders, until the advent of the aero and 
submarine expresses. Now we fill European orders over 
night and Manchester-by-the-Sea is known all over the 
world as the great centre of cookery and the only in- 
stance where its women outshine the men in businéss. 
Grandmother has said that in her day one of the draw- 
backs of our little town was the mud flats at low tide. 
Before she died she had the pleasure of seeing perpetual 
high water in our bay—after she gave the tide dam to 
the town. She did this just on the interest of her dough- 
nut money.’ 

“Go on, go on!” said Mrs. Field, “I’m so excited I’m 
going straight home and bring up some of my fudge.’ 

“Do if it’s good. It will surely be sold.” 

“And tell me” continued Mrs. Field; 
became of Mrs. Bean?” 

“Well, she lived to a good old age. Why I remember 
seeing her at grandmother’s one day when | was a little 
girl: a'tall stout old lady with white hair.” 

By this time Mrs. Field was standing,—“Why you 
make me feel so lazy I can’t wait for the meeting to end, 
that I may go home and cook something. And to think 
that even after there is no necessity of it, all you women 
still cook and make money. 

“Ah my dear,’ replied Mrs. Pearson “there you have 
it in a nut shell. It’s not only the satisfaction of making 
our Own pin money—no matter how much our husbands 
may give us for allowance—but that wonderful happi- 
ness which comes from work and independence.” 

By this time all had arrived mostly by aeroplane, 
and submarine—but some few of the older bodies still 
favored the old-fashioned automobile. 

And as they passed to the large gymnasium where 
meetings were held, each one stopped at the bustling food 
shop to order her cooking sent home for the day.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau 
Washington, May 12, 1914. 
“Gert ToGETHER AND Pray Batt.” 
Democratic Leader Underwood 
comes from the White House, bring- 
ing the announcement that Congress 
will adjourn July Ist, after passing 
several big Administration bills. -The 
program takes in the anti-trust bill, 
which has been marked out by a num- 
ber of Congressmen, so that it will 
“bust” all the bad trusts. The inter- 
state trade commission bill, the bill to 
regulate issuances of stock, as well as 
ulate issuances of stock, as well as 
a rural credits bill, are all to be fin- 
ished by fire-cracker time. Under- 
wood says it can be done “if we all 
get together and play ball.” A Dem- 
ocratic House caucus is tobe called 
to grease the way. The interstate 
trade commission bill provides for a 
permanent commission of three, who 
will have power to conduct all sorts 
of investigations into corporate or 
private business, in order to better 
determine what the relations of gov- 
ernment should be towards the varied 
industries and activities in commerce. 
The bill to regulate issuance of stock 
endeavors to check a good many of 
the evils that have grown up in our 
federal system, including the ‘“water- 
ing’ processes, and other forms of 
juggling. Rural credits is the panacea 
for small farmers who often finance 
their work at ruinous rates of in- 
terest. Of course, since the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Underwood have said 
so, these bills will be speedily passed 
by the House, and so far as that body 
is concerned the slate could be clean- 
ed and adjournment reached. by June 
1. The edict, the caucus and the 
stop-watch on debate have a way of 
doing things up quickly and that is 
why the course of Legislation in the 
House can be so definitely deter- 
mined. 


But the rules of the Senate pro- 


vide for unlimited debate. Suppose 
ninety Senators stay on the job. Each 
will make a speech on each of these 
four bills—that makes 360 speeches. 
Besides this there will be long “hear- 
ings” taking up weeks of time in the 
committees having these bills in 
charge. And you may believe that all 
this is long-winded stuff! 

In view of the Mexican matter, the 
appropriations bills, the Panama 
Canal tolls question, and a half dozen 
other great questions before the Sen- 


ate, which all come along with the 
Administration plan, Washington 1s 
skeptical—and even though the Pres- 
ident and Mr. Underwood are opti- 
mistic, the Capital itself does not ex- 
pect Congress to finish in July, and 
possibly not in August. It is sure 
that nothing short of the fall elec- 
tions could induce Congress to quit 
at all. 

Therefore, the advice of the cor- 
respondent who writes this, is for 
candidates for the postoffices to fig- 
ure on making their dates to meet 
their Congressmen at home along 
about the first of September. 


THe A. B. C. Meprators. 

©f course, the A. B. C. Mediators 
did not expect an easy job when they 
took up the matter of restoring peace 
in Mexico—but it might be pertinent 
to inquire why some of the great 
newspapers of the country have been 
daily predicting failure for the rep- 
resentatives of Argentine, Brazil and 
Chili, who engaged in a great human- 
itarian undertaking. Washington has 


felt that inasmuch as it gave the 


Mexicans an emphatic object-lesson 
at Vera Cruz, that nothing was to 
be lost in resuming “watchful wait- 
ing,” while South American diplo- 
mats were trying their hands in 
bringing order out of chaos. The de- 
mands for a war of conquest have 
fallen on deaf ears in Washington, 
and nothwithstanding the happenings 
in Mexcio this nation has given ample 
evidence of late that our people pre- 
fer peace and soft methods. Since 
North and South America have been 
brought in closer sympathy as a re- 
sult of the acceptance of plans sug- 
gested by the mediators, long-lasting 
results are certain, no matter whether 
or not the peace plans of the A. B. 
C.’s are accomplished. 


Tue ISSUE OF THE RAILROADS. 

Every person who “dabbles in 
stocks” or isan investor in any 
kind of railroad securities, appears to 
be lending influence to the demand 
of the ratlroads for a five per cent. 
increase in freight rates, and since 
indications have been pointing rather 
strongly toward a favorable verdict 
for the railroads from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, there has 
been ‘an advance in the “market.” The 
railroads were successful browbeaters 
of state legislatures and federal bu- 
reaus for many years, but in the pres- 
ent instance they have got down on 
their knees and begged to be allowed 
to exist. They have been so penitent 
that many of their old enemies have 
been won by their arguments. How- 
ever, it must not be supposed that 
because a large part of officialdom has 


been converted that there has been 
any real surrender to railroad inter- 
ests, as there is plenty of evidence 
that a large contingency in Congress, 
especially in the Senate, is ready to 
turn the machinery of official govern- 
ment inside out rather than yield one 
iota from the position already taken 
in regulating railroads—and inciden- 
tally their rates. The theory of this 
opposition is based upon the presump- 
tion that while the railroad companies 
may have made a prima facie case 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, that their real troubles are 
the results of financial jitsi jutsi, such 
as has recently come to light in the af- 
fairs of the New Haven and Rock 
Island railroads. 


CoupoNS AND TAGs. 

Savers of tobacco coupons and the 
tobacco tobacco trust, have been given 
a new lease until December, since 
Congress has voted not to take up the 
consideration of the anti-coupon bill 
until the next session of Congress. 
The testimony introduced at Wash- 
ington goes to show that part of the 
great measure of success achieved by 
the so-called trust was due to the 
preiums given out for tags and cou- 
pons. In this matter the small deal- 
er is unable to compete. 


‘Tue Literary TEs. 

While there has been a good deal 
of talk to the effect that immigrants 
coming to the United States ought 
to be required to submit to a literary 
test, it must be apparent that there 
are two sides to this question, and 
Mary Antin, Hebrew immigrant from 
Russia voices the opposition. “Is no 
Hebrew refugee to be received in the 
United States unless he can read 
thirty words of the Constitution?” 
she asks, and then adds; “They would 
not realize how such restriction could 
be imposed in great and glorious free 
America, which has always stood for 
absolute freedom in their eyes.” 

Armstrong lake, within the Bear- 
tooth national forest, Montana, is 
said to rival the famed Lake Louise 
of the Canadian Rockies.

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“Thy Kingdom Come” 


Sermon by Rev. A. G. Warner at Manchester Baptist Church

spiritual faith, the essential principles 
of a spiritual life and the essential 
pledge of a spiritual destiny. The 
progress of the years suggests no 
necessity of revising this simple, yet 
all inclusive petition. It stands to- 
day as the comprehensive expression 
of the purest longing, the largest as- 
piration and the loftiest ideal of hu- 
manity in its relation to God. It be- 
longs to all the world and to all 
time. It is the perpetual witness to 
the divine origin and spiritual destiny 
of man and to the Being, Sovereignty 
and Fatherhood of God. As we 
make this prayer our own we enter 
into and consciously appropriate the 
divine purpose which through the 
long procession of the ages 
is accomplishing “the one far off 
divine event to which the whole 
creation moves. Every thing that we 
can wish or hope or think of good 
is involved in the fulfilment of this 
all embracing aspiration “Thy king- 
dom come.” 

In -thesfirst place: there is) here: a 
confession that the world is not what 
it might be. The Kingdom of God, 
as the perfect embodiment and ex- 
pression of divine order and beauty 
and beneficence is not clearly mani- 
fest now. The world is the scene of 
much disorder. Love between man 
and man is far from being dominant, 
jutice is not infallibly done; the 
wicked often prosper and the good 
are oppressed. 

The evils of life are vast and mani- 
fold. Poverty and wretchedness hold 
great multitudes in a bitter and hope- 
less bondage. Grief and pain soon- 
er or later visit every heart. The 
best men fail of their ideal. Every 
human life is an illustration of in- 
completeness. Every conscience 
testifies of sin, every soul is an em- 
bodied want. Humanity, one in ori- 
gin, one in essential nature and one 
in the great obligations of the moral 
life is yet a congeries of divine and 
more or less conflicting races and na- 
tionalities. Some of these races are 
far advanced in civilization, others 
still linger on the dark borders 
of barbarism, and others still abide 
in a condition scarcely raised above 
that of the brutes. Individual 
strives with individual, and class 


with class in selfish competion. 
Putting the best construction on all 
that we learn of the life of human 
kind we must confess that the world 
is still very far from that condition 
of intelligence, virtue, harmony and 
good will which is involved in the 
least aspiring conception of the king- 
dom of God. 

In the very cry “Thy kingdom 
come” we confess not the ruin of the 
world, not the failure, nor the defeat, 
but the incomplete, the still waiting 
fufilment of God’s will in the world. 
But this acknowledgement of incom- 
pleteness in the world is accompani- 
ed by an expression of trust in the 
divine righteousness and good pur- 
pose. 

The belief in God which this pray- 
er expresses saves us from pessimism. 
It is a faithful acceptance of God’s 


sovereignty, and God’s purpose, 
and God’s method. The im- 
perfection and disorder of the 


world touch all of us. Other men’s 
sins scourge us. Other men’s virtues 
enrich and strengthen us. Other 
men’s knowledge makes our path 
clearer and our load lighter, other 
men’s joys mitigate our sorrows. In 
so far as we make this prayer truly 
we rise to God’s horizon and see 
things from His point of view. Be- 
hind apparent disorder is a growing 
order. Righteousness and judgement 
are the habitation of God’s throne. 
There is here also an aspiration 
and an ideal. The salvation of the 
soul is a process of spiritual quicken- 
ing and unfolding toward the perfect 
man. The salvation of the world 
is the spiritual quickening of human- 
ity and its unfolding toward the per- 
fect society which is the realized and 
manifest kingdom of God. The 
Christian ideal is the complete emer- 
gence of man from ignorance and sin 
and weakness to wisdom and_holi- 
ness and power. The aspiration for 
the coming of the kingdom of God 
means the salvation of man, by the 
disclosure of his relations to’God, his 
own guilt and need, his capacities for 
truth and righteousness and by the 
regeneration of his spirit that this 
disclosure may have its true issue in 
peace and joy and growth in all the 
graces and powers of the spiritual 
life. The kingdom of God is the con- 
secration and the elevation of the 
whole life of the individual. The 
kingdom of God means also the sal- 
vation of society in its organic life. 
It means better laws, better social 


customs, better industrial relations, 


better economic principles, better 
amusement, better schools, better 
books, better newspapers, better 
everything. 


The aspiration for the coming of 
the kingdom of God is an aspiration 
for the universal spread of love and 
the diffusion through the world of the 
benefits of comfort, peace, knowledge, 
liberty, righteousness and joy which 
love brings in its bosom. ‘This means 
that unselfish love shall be the motive 
in labor and trade, in invention, in 
teaching, in everything. This prayer 
expresses a supreme hope and a su- 
preme endeavor. The grand end of 
life from the Christian point of view 
is the kingdom of God. 

Here are gathered up all high and 
sweet hopes that blossom in the heart 
of the man of good will and in the 
heart of society. Materially every 
invention that gives man mastery 
over nature and liberates his spirit 
from drudgery promotes the coming 
of the kingdom. Intellectually every 
contribution to man’s knowledge of 
the earth, the history of the race, 
the nature and possibilities of his own 
soul promotes the coming of the king- 
dom. Morally and spiritually every 
deed done, every thought uttered, 
every sacrifice made for the emanci- 
pation of men from ignorance, sin, 
vice and wretchedness and every new 
infusion of faith and hope and love 
into human hearts promotes the com- 
ing of the kingdom. When we utter 
this prayer, it means: that we are 
committed to that faith, aspiration, 
hope and endeavor which have their 
end and fulfilment in the redemption 
of the world. 7 


It means that we have accepted the 
task of living the individual life of 
trust and obedience and love, that we 
are practising in our business and 
pleasure the principles of the Gospel 
of Christ, that we are trying to help 
those about us to a true knowledge of 
God. It means that by word and 
deed we are seeking in ourselves, in 
our homes, in society, in the world 
the fulfilment of our prayer—the ever 
more perfect reign of love and thus 
the realization of the kingdom of 
God.

WoMan’s NATIONAL HortTICULTURAL 
AND AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIATION 


Twelve years ago agriculture and 
horticulture were comparatively little 
known as professions for educated 
women obliged to earn their own liv- 
ing or to add to a slender income. 

The subject was discussed at the 
International Congress of Women 
held in London in 1899, and as a re- 
sult, The Woman’s Agricultural and 
Horticultural International Union was 
formed. The prospectus stated its 
objects as follows: “To circulate in- 
formation for the amateur and those 
women interested in the work as a 
means of livelihood; to compare 
methods of different countries and 
districts; to advise as to training; to 
make known openings for employ- 
ment and for the disposal of produce; 
to uphold the ‘highest standards of 
work and to secure an adequate rate 
of payment for women engaged in 
the indicated lines.” 

As a result of these twelve years 
of labor, the work has spread to the 
continent, Germany, France and Bel- 
gium, showing very practical results 
from the training. Dairying, poultry 
farming, hardy fruit growing, and 
floriculture in every branch being 
undertaken. 

Practical work has been done on 
farms, large and small and this work 
carried further by pupils in the diff- 
erent schools which have been start- 
ed. These pupils are in demand, as 
teachers in horticultural schools and 
by city councils.

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CONGRESS ADDS TO NATIONAL 
FOREST. 


Nearly 17,000 acres have just 
been added by an act of Congress 
to the Caribou national forest, Idaho. 
This is one of the first of such ad- 
ditions through congressional action, 
and is the largest so far made by 
direct legislation. 

Those who have followed the na- 
tional forest movement in this coun- 
try will recall that most of the for- 
ests have been created through pres- 
idential proclamation, which set 
aside, for timber growing or for 
water protection, certain areas of 
the public domain. In March, 1907, 
however, congress passed a law that 
no further additions should be made 
to the national forest areas in the 
states of Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, Washington and Wyoming, 
except through congressional ac- 
tion. 

Since’ July, 1909, residents of the 
city of Montpelier, Idaho, have been 
petitioning to have this 17,000 acres 
added to the Caribou national for- 
est, because the area includes the 
watershed of the stream which fur- 
nishes the city’s water supply. Not 
being within a national forest, the 
tract was given over to unregulated 
grazing and other usages which re- 
sulted in stream pollution and _ be- 


came a serious menace to health. 
The citizens of Montpelier, at sev- 
eral times subsequent to their first 
efforts in 1909, renewed their pe- 
tition; and the act just passed rep- 
resents the successful outcome of 
their efforts.

Marblehead and Aviation 
Historic Town One of Prominence in Sailing Sports—via Air or Water

jective point each. summer 
have now become quite ac- 
ecustomed to the sight of an 
occasional areoplane skim- 
ming above their heads. On 
nearly every pleasant day 
during the summer months 
the air-raft is seen hovering 
above some of the islands 
in Salem Bay or vieing with 
motorists on shore. The 
part which the historic town 
of Marblehead has had in 
history of aviation in this 
country is no small one. ; 
It has been the birth-place of many improve- 
ments and additions to the equipment of the original 
air-machine with which the public is familiar. The 
reason for Marblehead’s pre-eminence in the science 
of aviation is found in the plant of the Burgess Co. 
aid Curtis, located on Marblehead harbor, and over- 
looking the course where the big international boat 
races are held each year. Within the past five years 
the Burgess company has made aviation history and 
has done much to make the art of flying more of a 
pleasurable and safe sport than a profession. | 

In the spring of 1908 aviation enthusiasts ap- 
proached W. Starling Burgess. who was then experi- 
eneing a successful development of his yachting busi- 
ness, moved to his new plant at Marblehead a few 
years ago. These men so enthused him with the possl- 
bilities of navigating the air and developing the new 
science that he immediately aimed to produce an aero- 
plane which would meet the government’s exacting re- 
quirements and secure a prize of some $20,000 for the 
first aeroplane for the United States army. — It will 
be remembered that Orville Wright had been experi- 
menting for the preceding three of four years both in 
Kittyhakk, N. C., and in Dayton, O., in air-craft. 

After looking the field over thoroughly it became 
evident to Mr. Burgess that the time was too short to 
compete for the prize; but his interest had been awak- 
ened and since then he has given his attention to 
nothing else. He then built two or three aeroplanes 
of varying designs, incorporating new ideas with those 
of others and a flying field was secured on 
Plum Island, near Newburyport. In 1909 and ’10 visi- 
tors on the North Shore often noticed looking seaward 
a little old-fashioned steam tug hauling an equally old- 
faishoned barge on which were piled wings, motors, 
rudders and various parts of experimental air-craft. 
These were en route up through Gloucester and_ the 
’Squam river to Plum Island, there to be housed in a

others of many miles, were 
taken,—always disastrous to 
the; aeroplanes, So) ‘careful 
was Mr. Burgess, however, 
that no one was ever injured 
in the flights and the ma 
chines were always rebuilt, 
with an ever-increasing fund 
of experience to their credit. 

Early in 1910 Greeley S. 
Curtis, then of New York, organized the Burgess Co. & 
Curtis. A number of successful flying machines were 
then built, and were tried out at the first aviation meet 
at Squantum and also at Long Island, N. Y. Plum Is- 
land was forever given up and at Kittyhakk the practical 
construction and flying begun. Early in rg1rt the Bur- 
gess company obtained from the Wright company the 
only right extended to use machines containing their 
principles. This contract is typical of Mr. Burgess’s pol- 
icy,— namely, to make use of the best, latest and most 
efficient construction and incidentally, the safest, regard- 
less of all other considerations. 

The Wright machine of 1911 demonstrated its 
superiority over types evolved by others and thence 
during that year Mr. Burgess built a refined type of 
Wrigkt machine. One was immediately sold to the 
United States government for their first aeroplane fleet ; 
a number of others were entered for general flying all 
over the country. It will be recalled that with one 
of these machines Harry N. Atwood, under guidance 
of Mr. Burgess, made the first long cross-country flight 
in this country and one of the longest in the world; 
the course was from St. Louis to New York, the trip 
taking less than a week, without a single repair, even 
to motor or flying equipment. Ilow many autoists to- 
Gay can claim a record of this kind? 

Everyone interested in aviation knew by the sum- 
mer of 1911 that until the aeroplane was greatly per- 
fected its progress would be largely lmited to land 
flying and no one had yet tried to build a marine air- 
eraft. Early in the fall of that year Mr. Burgess be- 
ean designs for a special hydroplane which could be 
attached to a Wright machine. The experiment was 
succesful and the first water flying began at Marble- 
head, October 27, 1911. Since then the yachting town 
has led the world in the development of marine air- 
evaft, and so great has the success been that the United 
States army is training its officers with Burgess ‘planes, 
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even though the men and craft will be eventually used 
for land flying only. 

In the spring of 1913 the first Burgess flying boat 
was completed and after passing a most strenous test 
exacted by the United States army, was delivered to 
them for active service. 
during the summer from Gloucester to Marblehead, 
over 150 flights being taken in it. Two officers were 
taught to run it. This craft was the nearest to an 
acrial sporting vehicle yet produced, either in the 
United States or abroad. The aeroplane has been 
looked on by most people as a machine for profes- 
sionals to operate; the Burgess company has done 
much to make it an ideal vehicle in which to enjoy a 
comparatively harmless sport. 

The craft attracted a number of sportsmen, among 
them Robert J. Collier of New York, who bought the 
largest aviation motor ever built, containing twenty 
cylinders and with 220 h. p. He contracted with Mr. 
Burgess to put it into one of his new erafts. His 
specifications required that the flying boat could con- 
tain a speed of at least 75 miles per hour, whereas up 
{9 that time no marine machine had ever exceeded 65. 
This, however, did not daunt the Marblehead designer, 
and early in August the new craft might have been 
seen shooting up like an arrow at the enormous speed 
of 80 miles per hour. 

To give one an idea of the size and power of the 
machine a few details will be of interest. The motor 
itself is so large that it is impossible to start it by 
hand. <A 15h. p. electric motor with storage batteries 
is required to put the propellers in motion. The power 
plant complete weights 968 pounds, or about twice as 
much as any heavier-than-air machine. The planes 
were at a spread of 50 feet, with a depth of about 514 
feet. The boat on which the machine was mounted was 
29 ft. long with a 214 ft. beam, and one step a little 
after amidships. The total gross weight carried in the 
air was nearly a ton and one-half. 

It was really a wonderful sight to see Frank C. 
Coffyn, Mr. Collier’s aviator, climb from the Burgess 
float into the comfortable cock-pit, push an electric 
button, setting in motion the enormous mahogany pro- 
nellers—then the craft would plung forward, throw- 
ing white spray about it and would immediately climb 
upon the foaming waves, and there gliding for a few 
seconds, leave the water to ruch madly along its course, 
smoothly, if not quietly. Aeroplanes have always been 
know as noisy craft, worse than motor boats. Mr. Bur- 
gess was the first to install motors with an efficient 
muffler and his machines are always so equipped. 

Little has heen said here regarding Mr. Burgess’s 
cevelopment of the aeroplane for land use. Suffice it 
to say that an aeroplane completed and delivered in 
1911 to the United States navy resulted in an order for

a fleet of three machines for 1913, in anticipation of 
trouble with Mexico. 

Despite the fact that no one has ever been injured 
even in the slightest degree with the Burgess ‘planes 
in flying about North Shore waters, still it becomes in- 
creasingly evident to those interested in flying that 
until a flying machine can be produced which will be 
inherently stable or to use a cruder phrase, not to tip 
over, flying will be a profession rather than a sport. 
While Mr. Wright was spending his time in the at- 
tempt to perfect the mechanical device for stability, Mr. 
Burgess had his weather-eye open for the production 
ot a machine, which, on account of form, should be 
capable of balancing itself. By almost a strange coin- 
cidence a type which had been experimented on for six 
years, was recognized in 1913 as the first real solution 
of the problem. Dunne of the English army was so 
enthused with the idea that inherent stability must 
precede the development of flying machines as a com- 
mercial product, that he left the army some year ago 
to devote time to the development of his idea. While 
fiying successfully for years ill health prevented popu- 
larizing his machine to any extent, until last year, when 
a French aviator happened to call on him to see his ma- 
chine. Dunne took a short flight with him in the after- 
noon. On the following day Count Felix, the French 
aviator, flew from London to Paris over the English 
channel through a rain storm, and as he approached 
the calmer air thousands of feet above the French side 
of the channel he found the machine flying absolutely 
hy itself. So enthusiastic was he that he dropped his 
controlling levers, threw his head back and shrieked 
with joy. Then, like the Frenchman that he was, he 
got out his flask of wine, with his little lunch and had 
his dejeuner without worry, while the machine raced 
swiftly on of its own accord. 

Immediately after, Mr. Burgess obtained the sole 
license to manufacture this machine in America. The 
Dunne machine had never been equipped for water use, 
but he wished to adapt the hydro-aeroplane for the sea 
as well as to perfect its design. This type is quite 
different from anything yet seen in American flying. Tt 
has no rudders, neither fore nor aft, and steers itself 
bv the use of ailerons placed on the wing tips; whereas 
wines have always been built straight across at right 
angles with the line of flight, these are joined to the 
body of the machine and are at an angle of 60 degrees. 
Instead of having the regular curved surface they form 
a curved spiral running from the flat surface near the 
center to a very distinct curve near the tips. The 
body of the machine is something like a bird, with the 
operator in front, having an extended view in every 
direction, the wings bothering him not at all. The 
stability is obtained by the angle at which the wings

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones

Washington, May 19, 1914. 
LIND AND O'SHAUGHNESSY. 
John Lind and Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy are atnong the curiosities of the 
Capital—that is, if there are such 
things as a physical curiosity in 
Washington—where the frailties of 
the great have caused them to be 
catalogued among other classes of 
ordinary clay. The correspondent of 
the Breeze sat opposite the “watch- 
ful waiter” of Vera Cruz, in the din- 
ing room of a prominent hotel a few 
days ago, and had a splendid oppor- 
tunity to study the strength of char- 
acter and the deep battle scars that 
furrow the brow and face of Minne- 
sota’s former governor, John Lind 
looks the part that he played in the 
important affairs of Mexico; and 
Washington regards him as a man 
who has made a success of a very 
difficult job. Ina short talk with our 
late representative at Huerta’s court, 
the impression came home strong to 
the writer of this article, that in the 
affairs at Mexico City, the American 
government was particularly fortun- 
ate in having a live wire like O’- 
Shaughnessy. His policy of using 
“molasses instead of vinegar” with 
Huerta evidently was the only way 
to secure fair play for American citi- 
zens. O’Shaughnessy was a _ real 
“hit” with Huerta and he used the 
advantage by backing his demands 
upon the basis of his own personal 
relations with the crafty old Indian, 
with whom he usually ended up: 
“You surely do not want to put me 
in a bad light with my government?” 
By these persuasive methods O’- 
Shaughnessy secured personally what 
he could not have obtained in the 
name of the government. The sup- 
posed friendship with Huerta has 
brought no end of criticism upon 
O’Shaughnessy, but Washington has 
joined officially in the popular praise 
accorded O’Shaughnessy. 


Gotp Bricks AND RAILROAD FINANC- 
ING. 

The interference of Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds with the New Hay- 
en railroad investigations has brought 
on a serious clash; and Commissioner 
McChord, backed by Senator Norris, 
whose resolution was responsible for 
the New Haven investigations, were 
practically ordered out of the office 
of the Attorney General because of 


their insistence that former President 
Mellen ‘and other high officials of the 
New Haven should not be excused 
from testifying before the Commis- 
sion, as requested by McReynolds, 
who gave as his reasons that the dis- 
closures of Mellen and others would 
interfere with the prosecutions now 
being carried on by the Department 
of Justice. For a number of months 
there has been an impression that 
McReynolds has been settling too 
many big cases out of court, and his 
interference with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which is consid- 
ered as a sort of judicial tribunal, is 
not at all relished, and has stirred up 
something of a muss. McReynolds 
may have a fight on his hands to re- 
tain his portfolio in the Cabinet. As 
the New Haven and other railroad 
investigations proceed it is found that 
when the get-rich-quick schemes are 
all written up, it would be an inex- 
cusable oversight to exempt some of 
the operations of railroad promoters 
from the stories telling of the artti- 
fices of gold brick dealers. 


ParceL Post AND EXPRESS. 

The Buffalo Chamber of Com- 
merce has “got a rise’ out of the 
Postmaster General, by passing a re- 
soulution opposing any increase in 
parcel post weight limit, on the 
ground that such action would drive 
the express companies out of busi- 
ness. ‘he Postmaster General de- 
clares that the parcel post is a unt- 
versal service, increasing trade be- 
tween cities and farms, and that its 
rates are based on the cost of operat- 
ing in both profitable territory, which 
is defined to be the extent of the sys- 
tems of private express companies, 
and unprofitable territory, into which 
the express companies never go. The 
Postmaster General says that the ex- 
press companies will not be driven 
out of “profitable territory” as their 
limited field of operation gives them 
the advantage over the parcel post, 
which is loaded down with “unprofit- 
able territory.” | Now that matters 
have settled down somewhat is is ap- 
parent that ther is plenty of room for 
the parcel post and express compan- 
ies, and the American people are 
carefully distinguishing between the 
two. 


THE REALIGNMENT. 

Most of the leading Washington 
politicians in the Republican and Pro- 
gressive parties are very anxious for 
a realignment that will bring them to- 
gether in a united attack to recover 
control of Congress. ‘Two years ago 
it was asserted that the Republican 
party was left with only the stand- 
patters to run it. Today it is claimed 


‘reason 


that “‘standpats” are in absolute con- 
trol of the Progressive party in Dela- 
ware, while the Republicans are the 
Progressives. The Delaware situa- 
tion is pointed out as illustrating a 
condition existing in many sections 
of the country. Most of the Repub- 
lican Senators and Representatives 
who supported Colonel Roosevelt two 
years ago have declared themselves to 
be members of the Republican or- 
ganization, although they. insist the 
position of Colonel Roosevelt was 
right—and they declare they will con- 
tinue to support him. The get-to- 
gether sentiment is strong, but in con- 
trast there are a few political officials 
who, like the Secretary of the Re- 
publican Congressional Committee, 
helped to send Taft to oblivion, and 
now consider it their mission to ex- 
communicate all “bull moose” from 
affiliation with the Republican party, 
even though they had worked with 
the latter organization for a lifetime. 
If the Capital offers the keys to the 
situation, there are plenty of signs 
that a solid front may yet be present- 
ed, resulting in a working arrange- 
ment between Republicans and Pro- 
gressives this fall. On the other 
hand, the Democrats declare that 
never before in the history of the 
country has so great an amount of 
constructive legislation been enacted 
as since President Wilson went into 
office, and that therefore there is no 
reason for a change of control. If 
the Democrats should lose control of 
Congress it will be because they are 
too cock-sure of their position. 


Forcinc A REcoRD ON Booze. 


The committee of Congress having 
in charge the resolution providing 
for national prohibition, has passed 
the matter directly up to the House. 
Representative Underwood says that 
the members must meet the issue, and 
that the Democratic party will refuse 
to assume the responsibility of fur- 
ther delay. Of course what Under- 
wood says goes—everyone knows 
that in Washington—and that is the 
why many members from 
close districts are in a panic. There 
are a large number of Representa- 
tives who have been dodging for 
years, but unless something inter- 
venes, they will be obliged to come 
out in the open upon this question. 
An effort will be made to bring the 
proposed Constitutional amendment 
before the House at this session, but 
it may be “staved off” till after elec- 
tion. It takes a two-thirds vote to 
carry a Constitutional amendment 
through Congress, and even the Pro- 
hibitionists admit they cannot expect 
a victory.

AGENTS WANTED 


FOREST FIRES HARM SOIL 
FERTILITY . 


A definite relation between the 
amount of humus, or vegetable mat- 
ter in the soil, and its crop-producing 
power as shown by yields of corn, is 
given in figures just isued by the de- 
partment of agriculture. The de- 
partment therefore advocates the use 
of various methods to introduce the 
required humus into the soil. 

Experts of the forest service state. 
that the soils of the whole country, 
and particularly of the south, have 
lost and are losing immense amounts 
of this source of soil fertility through 
forest fires which apparently do little 
immediate damage but rob the soil of 
accumulations of humus. In parts of 
the south, land is being cleared for 
farming, and where such forest land 
has not been burned, there is a large 
percentage of vegetable matter, which 
provides considerable fertility, and a 
good texture. Moreover __ this 
soil has a greater capacity to absorb 
and retain moisture, and thus is less 
likely to be washed and gullied under 
heavy rains. For these reasons, 
leaving out of account the damage 
to standing timber, the department’s 
authorities are agreed that fire should 
be rigidly kept out of woodlands. 


TROUBLE IN CONGRESS OVER OUR 
FREE SEEDS. 
Free seed distribution has been 


having its ups and downs in Congress 
for a number of years, and finally 
the appropriation for sending out 


these seeds was strickén from the 
agricultural appropriation bill by the 
Senate a few days ago, after a vigor- 
ous debate. Senator Kenyon, who 
comes from the rich agricultural state 
of Iowa, declared that he believed that 
the farmers object to the sending of 
seeds to them as a “cheap attempt to 
curry.favor.” The action was de- 
nounced as false economy by Senator 


Warren. Members of the lower 
house expect to be able to save this 
custom before the law is finally 
enacted.

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Showing the Stucco Finish So Popularly Used Along the North Shore. 
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The Stucco Summer Home 


Many Houses of This Pleasing Type of Architecture on the North Shore 


T the mere mention of the North Shore of Massa- 
chusetts one thinks of the charming section of 
wooded hills and ocean-rimmed country that extends from 
“Nahant to Rockport. When one mentions the word “‘con- 
crete,” it brings him back to memories of reading of pre- 
historic times when that now popular building material 
was all the vogue. Then strength and endurance were 
needed in addition to architectural beauty, but in these 
later days when the real estate man has to have his sale- 
able property make a good appearance, concrete and stuc- 
co are bound to produce the effect he desires. Because 
the North Shore needs a type of architecture especially 
adapted to summer resorts, not a small portion of its 
stately homes are of these hardy materials. 

In the matter of strength, concrete is really such a 
hard material that the term “responsive” would seem quite 
ill-fitting for such a sphinx-like “lumber.” Yet, with the 
help of the architect, the sculptor and the plasterer, the 
summer home of concrete and stucco can be made most 
delightful. The North Shore is plentifully supplied with 
these charming summer dwellings, large and tiny. From 
the time Swampscott is left behind and the traveler en- 
ters and passes in turn Beverly Farms, the Manchesters, 
Magnolia and on to East Gloucester and Cape Ann he is 
greeted by many estates on which the buildings extend a 
welcoming hand through the trees by their red-tiled roofs, 
and by the usual quaintly panelled stucco work. ‘There 
is a serenity of design about this type of architecture, de- 
spite its occasional severity of line, however, that is most 
appealing in itself; as one builder expressed it, “It ap- 
pears as though it were the exponent of a square deal;” 
in other words, as though the architect and builder had 
happily conspired. together to do good work. 

Varied finishes do not spoil the impression one gets 
of the many concrete-stucco houses seen along the Shore. 
Many really beautiful veneers have been turned out by 
the master hand of a sculptor or an expert plasterer. The 
artificial “front” does not detract from the appearance; 
on the other hand, the many diversified outlines take on 
an attractiveness all their own. Even stone and brick 
construction needs a helping hand in the way of breaking 
the monotony of a building. And so stucco is often used 
to produce this “front,” making a pleasing artificiality in 
addition to effectively keeping out the weather. 

Stucco lends itself wonderfully to the artistry of the 
workmen. It is a soft, pliable material that responds to 
the whims of the trowel and which shows the cleverness 
and the moods of the worker in every turn. It is like 
the clay which the schoolboy uses in the kindergarten, 
fashioning his toys with the soft, putty-like substance and 
gaining his first lessons thereby. This same schoolboy 
dotted his finished product with bits of sparkling stone 
and pebbles, perhaps colored it with a dye, and then left 
it in the rays of the sun to bake. This same spirit of the 
schoolboy’s love of color has been applied to stucco. Usu- 
ally many degrees of variance and originality are obtained 


by the combination of stained woods and low-toned red 
brick in conjunction with the stucco work. Bright colors 
as a rule do not produce a sense of fitness and agreement 
with the surroundings of an estate, but wholesome reds 
and greens are mingled with picturesque effect with stuc- 
co. Such a combination of color, with perhaps a cluster- 
ing here and there of Rambler roses or an ivy-covered 
trellis, makes the home ideal. 

Such structures seem to have within them the prin- 
ciples of good building combined with honest materials. 
The traveler in foreign climes who is accustomed to ad- 
miring the charm and roinance connected with the build- 
ings he sees in his sojourns, is alike pleased by these 
houses which typify the possibilities of stucco work. In 
such houses are found quaint dormer windows which 
seem to delight in giving proper light and an unrestricted 
view of the skyline. Well contrived eaves and gables give 
out the atmosphere of other centuries. 

Stucco lends itself to decoration more than any other 
building material. In many houses of this kind along the 
Shore are seen signs of Orientalism and other marks 
which stamp them as being semi-European. Nowhere else 
can geometrical regularity be disregarded as in stucco. 
All manner of designs, flowers, stars and bits of scenery 
are seen fashioned from the fancy of the plasterer. 

Tiles will do much to add to the appearance of stucco 
houses. They can either be imbedded in the plaster or 
set at intervals as a border. These are but a finishing 
touch of the plasterer, however, and if made too promi- 
nent in the general scheme of things will lose their effect- 
iveness. Perhaps in one of these houses there is a court- 
yard with a sparkling pool. Around the artificial pond 
continuous flower boxes make a sort of veritable Eden; 
although the vegetation which grows 3605 days in the year 
in southern Florida cannot be coaxed into maturity in 
these northern climes, even in summer, the effect of the 
gardens surrounding the stucco, combined with the mot- 
tled shading of the trees, makes a picture which is en- 
trancing, indeed. 

In some of the stucco houses along the North Shore, 
and there are many of them, a happy combination of 
Californian architecture has been worked into the archi- 
tect’s plans. The picturesque tiled roofs, court-yards 
with an occasional sparkling pool, and pergolas made per- 
haps from rough-hewn beams from the forests on the 
estate, all suggest the ancient missions of the Golden Gate 
and particularly of southern California. Southern Flor- 
ida has also been copied in its architecture, and pavilions 
with heavy roof timbers bolted into the concrete columns 
are seen. ‘This bolting of the roof is quite essential in 
Florida, which is in the hurricane belt, and because of its 
picturesqueness has been copied in its entirety in north- 
ern construction. 

Most of the summer dwellings everywhere are now 
built of fire-proof materials, that it, wholly of masonry. 
Even the floors of such a dwelling can be built by good

mechanics. This takes 
the structure out of 
the perishable class. 
One does not have to 
gamble upon it burn- 
ing down, and with 
the sometimes inade- 
quate fire protection 
at shore resorts this 
is quite essential, — 
though this does not 
apply to most of the 
North Shore resorts. 

This method of 
CONCTreLe-StUuCce pacon= 
struction 1s not new. 
A half century ago it 
was brought to this 
country from France 
by men who came to 
the grape district of 
western New York.

THE Power oF NIAGARA. 

As great as is the power of Niagara 
Falls as a water power proposition, 
the scenic greatness of Niagara sur- 
passes its commercial value. For 
years there has been a battle between 
the government and those who would 
carry off the “whole works” if they 
were permitted to do so, in order to 
run electro-chemical interests. One 
of the best authorities in the country 
has declared that the water now 
thundering over Niagara represents 
the equivalent of 1,000,000 tons of 
coal a week, and in a year’s time one- 
tenth of the entire coal consumption 
of the United States. This authority 
does not enthuse over the conserva- 
tion of scenery. He says the govern- 
ment policy at Niagara is nothing 
short of criminal waste. The U. S. 
government has been quite ready to

who want the water power of Niag- 
ara, but Uncle Sam is wise enough to 
know that unless he holds on tight 
that the water power interests will be 
very likely to shoot everything that 
looks like scenic beauty over disap- 
pearing commercial water wheels.

‘| Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau 
Washington, May 26, 1914. 
Witt HarRNEss THE GRAND CANYON. 

Ralph H. Cameron, of Phoenix, 
Arizona, is in Washington, and he 
has unfolded the greatest plan ever 
proposed to reclaim any section of 
the country—for Cameron is going to 
do nothing less than harness the pow- 
er of the Grand Canyon of the Colo- 
rado; and he has a hydro-electric de- 
velopment project which in compari- 
son makes the Niagara Falls and 
Keokuk Dam developments look like 
children’s ships in a mud puddle. 

Mr. Cameron is the man who built 
the Bright Angel trail on the rim of 
the Grand Canyon, and people said 
it was “Cameron’s folly.” But that 
was years ago before the hundreds 
of thousands of tourists got their first 
real thrills In life entering Arizona 
by this only passage way from the 
north down what has become the most 
famous scenic route in the world. 
When the people of Arizona tired of 
promises of statehood, and wanted 
“the goods delivered,’ they sent 
Ralph Cameron to Congress. He 
stayed here three years, and at the 
end of that time he went back home 
—but not to the home that had been 
Men. letritery of Arizona,’ but to 
the “State of Arizona,” which he had 
promised he would secure “or never 
again ask for political office.” 

Thirty-two years ago Cameron 

quit clerking in Hovey’s store in Bos- 
ton, and went to Arizona; where he 
became one of the first of the sheriffs 
who have furnished the inspiration 
which present-day moving picture 
men thrive upon. ‘The difference be- 
tween the real and the play-house 
kind is that Ralph Cameron is one of 
the men who went out single-handed 
and alone and actually trailed one of 
the most desperate murderers ever 
known to the southwest for three 
weeks through the cactus and sage 
brush, into no-man’s land, captured 
and shackled the ‘Terror of Arizona” 
~ and brought him home for trial. 
' The Interior Department have been 
expecting Cameron to show up, and 
it is a good sign that this branch of 
our government has a welcome on the 
doormat for live wires who like Mr. 
Cameron are putting the best brain, 
brawn, intelligence and money in the 
country back of reclaiming the south- 
west for the people who want homes 
and are willing to work for them. 


The Crand Canyon hydro-electric 
development project has been Ralph 
Cameron’s dream for seventeen 
years. It means that nearly $50,000,- 
000 will be expended, and that 200,- 
ooo horse power will be secured. This 
wondrous power will be distributed 
over 2,500,000 acres of land, and will 
reclaim most of it, as it: has been 
established that there is an abundance 
of underlying water, and this will be 
pumped for irrigation purposes and 
for mining projects, whose difficul- 
ties have been the lack of power and 
water. The Roosevelt Dam reclaims 
250,000 acres—one tenth of the Grand 
Canyon project. The best engineers 
in the United States have O. K’d the 
new project, and it seems assured. 


Lost—A_ CONSTITUTION 

Wisconsin has just discovered the 
fact that it has lost its Constitution— 
that is to say, the original Constitu- 
tion was sent to Washington when it 
was adopted in 1848, and no one dis- 
covered until recently that it was mis- 
sing. ‘he Wisconsin and the Nation- 
al Capitols have been searched with 
the result that only a copy of! the docu- 
ment, which is at Madison, has been 
brought to light. Senator LaFollette 
has pursued the search through the 
State Department at Washington, the 
Congressional Library and the Sen- 
ate and Houses files, but has been 
unsuccessful; and it is now believed 
tnat the document found its way into 
the files of one of the Congressional 
Committees and probably was des- 
troyed more than half a century ago. 
Perhaps after all, the Constitution is 
not important among Badgers. 


DENTES WITHDRAWAL OF PATRONAGE. 

There are a few Democrats who 
jumped over the traces of Adminis- 
tration policies, and among these was 
Senator Ransdell of Louisiana, who 
left President Wilson on the tariff 
bill on account of free sugar. For 
many weeks a report has been going 
around that the President withheld 
patronage from the Louisiana Senator 
in consequence of his revolt. Rands- 
dell says there is not a word of truth 
in the yarn, and since Louisiana peo- 
ple are back at the hem of the Presi- 
dential garment, they no doubt find 
comfort while allaying the fears of 
Senators Walsh of Montana, O’Gor- 
man of New York, and other Demo- 
crats who declare that consistency 
makes it necessary for them to oppose 
the President’s position in reference 
to Panama tolls. 


THE Fiery SENATORS. 
It is not because they belong to 
different parties, but just simply be- 
cause they do not like one another, 


that Senators Ashurst of Arizona and 
Bristow of Kansas “come together” 
so frequently. Ashurst was making 
a plea for an appropriation for ex- 
terminating the prairie dogs a few 
days ago, when Bristow suggested 
that the Arizona solon was prompted 
by a desire to secure jobs for his con- 
stituents. . Thereupon Ashurst used 
such forcible language as to stretch 
the dignity of the Senate. Some 
months ago Senator Ashurst had oc- 
casion to criticise Bristow, and. the 
latter stirred up a tempestuous sea 
of trouble by calling attention to the 
large number of telegrams Ashurst 
had sent out at government expense. 
This caused an inquiry into the use 
of the telegraph service by Senators, 
and the disclosures were so astonish- 
ing that it was found necessary to 
put an outside limit on the amount 
any Senator might have charged to 
the government. 


Insist THat It Can Br Done. 

The Administration leaders have 
not weakened in their demand for ad- 
journment of Congress shortly after 
the first of July. The conviction in 
the United States Senate, that the 
only direct track to legislation is 
through long drawn out discussions 
before committees and the Senate 
itself, has been shocked, and some of 
the solons are rather resentful of a 
plan which boiled down simply means 
that the Senate must be rushed. The 
theory of the Administration men is 
that with the carrying out of the pro- 
posed legislative program the case of 
the Democratic party can be put up 
to the people of the country in mid- 
summer. According to the Wilson 
idea, the voters will be obliged to do 
justice to the Administration and 
therefore return a Democratic Con- 
gress. Of course the Republicans and 
Progressives figure it out altogether 
differently—but you must remember 
that they are the minority in Wash- 
ington, and have to be satisfied with 
the leavings. In many instances this 
comfort has been disturbed by the 
noise of the steam roller. 


Want Nick AND ALICE BACK. 

If Washington has anything at all 
to say about the selection of a Con- 
gressman for Hamilton County, 
Ohio, it might be conceded in view of 
the fact that the Honorable Nicholas 
Longsworth has received the Repub- 
lican nomination, that if father-in- 
law will only be reasonable and not 
insist that a strong Progressive enter 
the race, the Washington smart set 
will be obliged. There is as much 
difference of opinion as ever about 
the Colonel, but tango parties are 
lonely for Nick and Alice.

UNION MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


Rev. C. A. Hatcu PREACHED AT 
CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH BEFORE 
PATRIOTIC SOCIETIES. 

Union Memorial services were held 
last Sunday morning at the Congrega- 
tional church, Manchester, the servi- 
ces being attended by the G. A. R. 
Sons of Veterans, Women’s Relief 
Corps and Bay Scouts. 

Rev. A. G. Warner of the Baptist 
church assisted Rev. Mr. Hatch in 
conducting the services. 
a beautiful prayer. The choir render- 
ed special music as printed last week. 
Rev. Mr. Hatch preached an appro- 
priate sermon from the text: “This 
do in Remembrance of Me” (Luke 
22:19). He spoke ineparteassiol- 
lows: 


“Tt is said that upon the battlefields 
of Waterloo there are blooming mil- 
lions of forget-me-nots. Where once 
was the scene of strife and bloodshed 
there is now the picture of peace and 
beauty. Where once was the sound of 
musketry and cannon, there is now 
the rest and quiet of natures) I is as 
though the voiceless dead were plead- 
ing in the symbolical language of the 
flowers that their memory be kept for- 
ever green in the minds and hearts 
of posterity. Today we ask. why we 
set aside one day in the year for the 
observance of Memorial Sunday, why 
we decorate the graves of our illus- 
trious dead. Down through the years 
we hear the voices of our dead ; speak- 
ing in answer unto us, “This do in 
remembrance of me.” ~ 


“These words were spoken by our 
Lord and were heard by his disciples 
over nineteen hundred years ago. 
After his death his disciples, in com- 
pliance with his request, met together 
frequently, that by observing the 
sacrament of the Lord’s supper they 
might keep his memory green; but 
these men looked beyond the superfi- 
cial observance of the rite to the deep- 
er lessons in the life of their Lord; 


they found new inspiration, new 
hopes, new responsibilities. They 
turned the rite into a_ life-giving 
source. So I believe that we this 


morning can look beyond the mere 
observance of rite of Memorial Day 
and see the great lessons in the lives 
of those who fought that a country 
for the people, by the people, should. 
not pass away from the face of the 
earth. 


He offered - 


——

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“Why honor our soldier dead? Be- 
cause they heard the call of a dis- 
tressed honor, because they answered 
the call of service. And again, we 
honor their memory for what they 
have given us. Grant made possible 
the victory over Lee, but we shared 
it with him and this is why we honor 
this day the memory of those who 
fought for the country; they gave us 
the benefits of their victories; they 
made us all brothers and sisters in a 
common cause. 

“Let us realize, then, that on Mem- 
orial Day we are walking on hallowed 
ground. We cannot count the cost 
nor measure the service of those who 
answered the call of their country. 
‘This do in remembrance of me,’ we 
seem to hear the vast multitude of the 
dead say. When we think of their 
giving and not counting the cost of 
their great gift of establishing a per- 
manent institution, our hearts thrill 
within us and we guard with jealous 
eye the trust they handed down to us. 

“Before a large building can be 
safely erected it is necessary that the 
foundation be firm. To insure the 
stability of the building excavations 
are made, going down many feet in- 
to the earth. Much toil is expended 
that the foundations be firm and se- 
cure. When this preliminary work is 
done others build upon the foundation 
that has been so securely laid. This 
is one of the lessons we can learn on 
Memorial Sunday. Our illustrous 
patriots laid the foundation of a 
mighty country; they gave their lives 
that these foundations might be 
Strong and secure. It is rather for 
us, the living, to complete their work. 

“The United States is a nation slow 
to anger, but when she is called to 
war she is called in the name of hu- 
manity. The pages of history can be 
searched in vain for anything like the 
service which the United States has 
rendered the Negro or Cuban. Other 
nations have helped a struggling na- 
tion to win its freedom, but this has 
usually been in large part for some 
selfish motive. The United States 
not only redeemed the negro from a 
life of bondage, but it sought to com- 


plete its work. Blood and death laid 
the foundations of the Negro’s free- 
dom. Education is seeking to com- 
plete the work. 

“Tf the United States were to en- 
ter Mexico with the purpose of inter- 
vention, it is safe to say that in a few 
years education would abolish illiter- 
acy and its sanitation would greatly 
decrease the death rate. What the 
United States has done for the Negro 
and the Cuban it can do for the 
Mexican. 

“Now, then, are still open oppor- 
tunities to complete the work which 
our illustrious dead have begun. We 
are not summoned to battle by the 
bugle. We are not called upon to 
offer up our lives as a sacrifice that 
our country’s honor may be vindi- 
cated; but we have a task no less 
holy,—opportunities are ours to com- 
plete the work of those who counted 
their lives but little that they might 
give us a heritage. 

“One important way in which we 
can complete the work started is in 
the nature of eliminating moral illi- 
teracy. There were 16,000 murders 
in this country last year and most of 
them committed by young men. The 
whole land is virtually in the throes 
of investigation concerning graft and 
corruption. Multitudes are discour- 
aged and pessimistic about the future 
by reason of the apparent decay of 
manhood. Our statistics show that 
about 18,000,000 children and youth 
never cross the threshold of any 
church, Protestant, Catholic or Jew- 
ish, on Sunday. Some states forbid 
the public school teachers giving in- 
struction in morals. The result is a 
generation trained in intellect, but 
illiterate in the conscience; intelligent 
as to the reason, but moral idiots; 
schools for developing arts, schools 
in law and medicine, colleges for drill 
in everything except conscience. We 
let our children grow up ignorant of 
right and wrong in childhood and 
then hang them when they commit 
murder. Instead of hanging the child, 
we ought to hang the parents and the 
state that permitted this moral illiter- 


acy.

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Manchester Historical Society 


Reorganized at Meeting held last Monday Evening 


For the purpose of effecting a re- 
organization of the Manchester His- 
torical society a meeting was held 
Monday evening at the Public Lib- 
rary, the meeting having been duly 
advertised by posting notices and by 
sending postals to those members 
whose names are upon the books, and 
residents of the town. ‘The meeting 
was called to order by the president 
at 7.50 o'clock. 

The secretary read the minutes of 
the last meeting showing that Oct. 
25, 1909, was the last recorded and 
that at that meeting no quorum was 
present and therefore no business 
was transacted. A statement was 
then made by the president, O. T. 
Roberts, with reference to the pur- 
poses in mind of those who issued 
the call of the meeting. It was 
thought that an attempt should be 
made to revive the interest in the 
society by the infusion of young 
blood and also that the ladies should 
rally to the support of an institution 
so closely related to the best interests 
of the town: After a free. inter- 
change of opinion by those present a 
motion was offered by H. T. Bing- 
ham that a committee of three be 
appointed to retire and bring in a list 
of officers to serve for the ensuing 
year. The chair appointed H. T. 
Bingham, A. C. Needham and Miss 
Etta L. Rabardy. 

The committee submitted the fol- 
lowing: For president, Raymond C. 
Allen; vice pres., Alfred C. Need- 
ham; secy. and treas., Alfred S. Jew- 
ett; executive committee, Frank P. 
Knight, Mrs: William Hooper, Harry 
W. Purington, Oliver T. Roberts and 
Edwin P. Stanley; librarian and cur- 
ator, Dr. Robert T. Glendenning; 
historian, Henry T. Bingham. The 
names of Mrs. William Hooper and 
H. W. Purington were then proposed 
for membership and R. C. Allen was 
instructed to deposit a ballot con- 
taining their names as representing 
the will of those present. It was 
voted that F. P. Knight cast one 
ballot containing the names submitted 
for officers as representing the’ will 
of the assembly. This was done and 
the officers for the ensuing year 
were duly elected. Upon motion of 
E. P. Stanley it was voted that all 
unpaid dties be remitted. 

After an agreeable “round-table” 
discussion participated in by nearly 
all of those present, with reference 
to the general aim and object of the 
society, it was voted that the next 


meeting be held four weeks from 
last Monday evening—June 22d—and 
that the executive committee prepare 
a program for the evening. The 
meeting adjourned at 9.45. There 
were 13 .present. 


In addition to the foregoing infor- 
mation submitted by the ‘secretary 
Mr. A. S. Jewett, we might add as 
a matter of information that the 
Manchester Historical society was 
quite a flourishing organization in its 
day, when its members were made 
up of the past generation, now fast 
passing, and of whom Mr. Jewett, 
Mr. Bingham, Mr. Stanley and Mr. 
Rabardy are about the only remain- 
ing representatives. There had been 
a desire on the part of a number of 
the younger generation to infuse new 
life into the society and as a means 
toward this end a meeting was called 
for this week. In the very com- 
mendable move being made by Gov- 
ernor Wash to interest people in pub- 
lic matters and to work for the bet- 
terment of the public welfare the 


historical society is suggested as one 


of the sources through which the 
new spirit may be promoted and it is 
partly with this in mind that renew- 
ed interest is taken in re-organizing 
the society at this time. 


In its earlier days the society was 
a moving factor in much of the life 
of the town, and many of the im- 
provements and much municipal bet- 
terment was started in meetings of 
the society. At that time members 
of the summer colony took an active 
interest in the society and it is to be 
assumed that that same interest will 
be manifested in the organization 
now. There is a fund of some $2,- 
700 on hand to be used for some wor- 
thy purpose sooner or later, and it is 
of interest to note that some $1,170 
of this was subscribed by members 
of the summer colony or came from 
life membership. Several of the fol- 
lowing list have already passed away, 
but others are still active members of 
our summer colony. ‘They are: G. 
N. Black, “$125 ;- Mary RR. Bremer; 
$100; W. B. Walker, $25; R. C. Win- 
throp, $100; Henry Pickering, $100; 
Miss M. F. Bartlett, $25; E. H. Bar- 
tol, $25; Miss Fannie Bartlett, $50; 
Harriet Curtis, $25: Annie Fields, 
$20; Ellen L. Hemenway, $25; Hugh 
Cochrane, $100; R..C. Lincoln, ‘$25 ; 
George Wigglesworth, $50; F. M. 
Whitehouse, $25; H. L. Higginson, 
$200; G. R. White, $125. 


The so- 
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ciety also received $189 from the will 
of the late John Desmond. 

There is need at the present time 
of some room or rooms for head- 
quarters for the society. Heretofore 
a small room in the Public Library 
has been used for keeping the ob- 
jects and records and other matters 
connected with the society. From 
time to time objects are donated to 
the society and the space allotted for 
this purpose has been far too small 
and inferior as a receptacle for ob- 
jects of this kind. It was one of the 
dreams of the members in years gone 
by that some day the funds of the so- 
ciety would permit of a permanent 
home, and to a measure that has now 
been assured by one of the members 
who made known to the society Mon- 
day night that his home would be 
willed to the society. In the mean- 
while, however, suitable quarters are 
desired and it is hoped something 
may turn up which will be suitable 
for this purpose. 

It is gratifying to note the renew- 
ed interest in this very commendable 
movement and we hope for a long- 
lived interest in the new Manchester 
Historical society.

Memorial, SUNDAY SERVICE. 


Last Sunday being Memorial Sun- 
day, fitting exercises were held at the 
Union Congregational church here. 
The veterans attended and the ad- 
dress was delivered by Rev. Dr. Wal- 
ter S. Eaton. At the outset, Dr. Ea- 
ton spoke of the duty we owe to the 
men who fought for their country in 
the sixties. He spoke at some length 
of John Brown and his campaign. He 
said, “Whatever may be said of John 
Brown’s deeds, John Brown was 
right, and the method which he de- 
vised for emancipation was that 
which, within five years after his 
death, the nation adopted and carried 
to a successful issue.” 

Rev. Dr. Eaton gave an interesting 
account of the escape of Col. Thomas 
E. Rose with Major Hamilton and 
others from Libby prison when the 
war was at its height. Many men 
who gave their lives in those days have 
not gone down in history as famous 
men but their sacrifice has been re- 
membered and the speaker recalled 
several such names and gave a little 
of their stories. 

At the conclusion the speaker said, 
“But in our enthusiasm for the past 
we should not forget the present day 
problems. Men loved their country 
and fought for it. We, too, should 
love our country and we should not 
be blind to its enemies and perils. Af- 
ter all our Pilgrim and Puritan fath- 
ers did to lay the foundations of this 
great republic and after all men have 
done to preserve this Union, we do 
not want to cry,

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The Sun Dial 


By MARY HARROD NORTHEND 


ITH the coming in of the formal garden along the 
North Shore, a natural sequence has been the 
placing of the sun dial—one of the most interesting and 
legendary bits of garden furniture, the history of which 
is more ancient than old china or old silver. For ro- 
-mance surrounds this earliest method of noting the pas- 
sing hour. Its ancient history is evident from the fact 
that as far back as the 8th century, B. C., the Baby- 
lonians made use of this mechanical contrivance to 
mark time. 

Perhaps the oldest of these devices was in the days 
when clocks and watches were looked upon by the 
superstitious as an invention closely allied to witch- 
eraft. It was then that almost every farmhouse had 
its noon-mark which eould be correctly read to within 
five or ten minutes of the right time. 

England at one time employed on the pubhe build- 
ings sun dials much as we now employ clocks. Some 
were known as the Saxon Dials, being perhaps the most 
ancient of all in England. These were rayed circles 
like the face of a sun dial, but resembling rather sun 
circles and better known as luck circles. 

From a utilitarian standpoint no one can remain 
inseparably connected with these eloquent links of the 
past. Harking back to our childhood days we stood 
on tiptoe to watch the sly shadows stealing silently but 
bestlessly onward. 

Perhaps the most beautiful of the old country dials 
is found at Belton House, Lancolnshire, dating from the 
17th century and reprecenting the figures of Father 
Time and Cupid cutting stone. 

The earliest dials were crude, often consisting of 
poles stuck in the ground with little heaps of stone 
laid out to mark the passing hours. If near a home 
rough notches cut in the doorway or window ledge 
took the place of the stones. 

Later on the dials were made of wood, bronze and 
metal, being made for some particular city. The hour 
spaces varied according to locality, making it neces- 
sary that the time be computed by expert workmen. 

Folding sun dials were carried in the pocket of old 
just as watches are today. They had a special fascin- 
ation for Royalty, Charles the First having them in 
every shape and form. A little silver pocket one was 
his favorite, being given by him to his attendant on the 
last night before his execution to be conveyed as a last 
gift to his son, the Duke of York. All of the Stuarts 
were very fond of the dials. One of the most magnifi- 
cent was set up by the order of Charles the Second, 
while one of the few pleasures of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
during her imprisonment at Holyrood was the beauti- 
fying of the garden where for a companion she had 
her sun dial. 

Many of these dials 
Among them we find these: 


have interesting mottoes. 


‘‘T mark the time, dost thou?’’ 


‘*Let others tell of storm and showers, 
Ill only count your sunny hours.”’ 


‘“Time goes, you say—ah no! 
Time stays, we go.’’ 


‘“‘Tyme passeth and speaketh not, 
Deth cometh and warneth not. 
Amend today and slack not, 
Tomorrow thyself cannot.’’ 


A very unique sun dial was found between the 
““Shakespeare garden’’ and the ‘‘garden of Friend- 
ship’? in Lady Warwick’s summer home. The gnomon 
of this dial is of yew, the figures are box, as also the 
letters of the motto which run outside the figures 
‘‘Les Heures heureuses ne se comptent pas.”’ 

There are two kinds of sun dials, the perpendicu- 
lar and the horizontal, the former being used for build- 
ings while the latter is for garden purposes. Of late 
years in a general revival of old fashioned customs, 
the sun dial has again come into favor, adding a de- 
lightful touch of sentiment while contributing to the 
picturesqueness of modern gardens, and contrasting 
favorably with the more dignified fountain pool and 
marble fragments. 

In design the simple shafts are most effective, al- 
though one often finds a beautifully carved pedestal 
imported from Italy. The location is a matter that 
should receive careful attention as the dial must be 
exposed to the sun all day and yet be far enough from 
trees and buildings to improve the possibility of being 
shaded. It should not be put in a remote corner to be 
happened upon by chance, nor on the other hand so 
conspicuous as to distract one’s attention from the rest 
of the garden. An intersection of two paths is always 
a good place where it becomes the axis of the garden. 

On the Paine estate at Phillips Beach there is a 
very beautiful sun dial with this characteristic inserip- 
tion running across the base of the pedestal— ‘Tyme 
Wanes Awaye as Flowres Decavye.’’ 

At ‘‘Swiftmoor,’’ a beautiful estate at Pride’s 
Crossing, is another sun dial similar in design to that 
found in the Paine garden. The pedestal is in the form 
of a child garlanded with leaves and bearing on its 
head the stone slab upon which the dial itself rests. 

Still. another type is shown on the estate of the 


Hon. T. Jefferson Coolidge at Manchester. Here an 
ancient fluted column, once a part of some stately 


structure in far-away Rome has been transformed into 
a sun dial and now stands on a little circular grass plot 
marking the exact centre of the beautifully arranged 
formal garden. 

While the difficulty of arranging the sun dial so 
as to show all parts to advantage is evident, yet the 
beauty of this garden ornament makes ample compen- 
sations for the time and trouble expended.

GOVERNMENT GETS NEW FOR- 
Hola Ne WHITE. MOUNTAINS. 


A little more than 33,000 acres in 
the White Mountains have just been 
approved for purchase by the goy- 
ernment at a meeting of the national 
forest reservation commission. 

These areas are in two separate 
tracts, both in Grafton county, New 
Hampshire, the larger containing 31,- 
100 acres on the watershed of the 
Pemigewasset river, a tributary to 
the Merrimac. The tract comes with- 
in a mile of North Woodstock on the 
Boston and. Maine railroad, and sev- 
eral good roads lead through it. ‘The 
land is between 700 and- 4,300 feet 
in elevation; and in the lower valleys 
are a number of abandoned farms 
now grown up to trees. Most of the 


conifers have been cut to make paper 
pulp, but there are good stands of 
beech, birch, and maple of consider- 
able value.. With fire kept out there 
is said to be excellent promise of a 
new stand of ,spruce. ~The price 
agreed upon by the government is 
$4.62 an acre including both land and 
timber. 

The smaller purchase consists of 
several areas lying on the watersheds 
of Little River and Gale River, both 
tributaries of the Connecticut. These 
lands cover 2,000 acres and are con- 
tiguous to lands already approved 
for purchase; hence they go far 
toward giving the government a 
solid body of land in this locality. 
The price for the 2,000 acres, land 
and timber, is $4.00 an, acré. The 
tract is in the locality of the noted

The Great Show Farm of the North Shore 


HE farm itself is located on one of the high- 

est points in Essex County, the dairy 

buildings sitting on the summit. of a crest 
just back of the mansion house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
milk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
England. 


With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
else is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
and bacteria as at Cherry Hill Farm. 

The dairy barn, housing the Cherry Hill Farm 
herd, is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. ‘The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. The floor is of 
smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 
of concrete, are fed by flowing spring water brought from 
a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
it appear empty. 

Scrupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could demand of 
her kitchen. 

Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of

causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis. 

The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 
essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 
rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 
and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 
trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 

The small top milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. ‘They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 

The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and

Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is 
the consensus of opinion among physicians that the best 
milk is that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to. the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing is over. The cows are 
thoroughly groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to get 
into the milk. 

The men who milk the cows 
are examined regularly by the 
Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. They are provided with 
clean white suits. and caps 
daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails.

“IMMIGRATION.” 


SupyEct oF TALK By Hon. A. Pratt 
ANDREW |BEFORE MANCHESTER 
BROTHERHOOD. 

The Hon. A. Piatt Andrew of 
Gloucester, who will contest the re- 
publican nomination in this district 
against Congressman A. P. Gardner, 
the coming fall, was the speaker Mon- 
day evening before the Manchester 
Brotherhood. His subject was “Im- 
migration.” 

Mr. Andrew is an artist in handling 
the English language and he certainly 
gives one the impression that “speaks 
by the card.” Without doubt he will 
prove a worthy antagonist to Capt. 
Gardner and the immigration issue 
will undoubtedly form one of the 


principle planks in his platform. 
Some of the things brought out in 
his talk are as follows: “Suppose 
we were to grant that the alien influx 
at the present time is of precarious 
character and demensions, and that a 
policy of exclusion is desirable.

say what is perfectly true, that cer- 
tain classes of our immigrants are 
unassimilable and detrimental to our 
standards of American life and 
thought, and then they say, ‘we don't 
know of any test which we could get 
through Congress which would ex- 
clude these undesirable _ selectively 
so we propose to take a pot-shot and 
exclude those who cannot read.’ 

“Such a test is meaningless, unwise, 
and contrary to the spirit in which 
our government was founded. It ts 
meaningless because it would not ex- 
clude our most dangerous immigrants ; 
it would not exclude anarchists. It 
would not exclude people of bad 
character, the vicious or the incompe- 
tent. Sing-Sing is filled with men 
who can read and write, and the most 
unassimilable anarchists in the coun- . 
try can read in several languages. 
The literacy test is unwise because it 
would exclude many of those who by 
character, vigor and intelligence are 
destined to become worthy and use- 
ful citizens. Above all, the literacy 
test flies in the face of the spirit of 
our whole history. For nearly three 
centuries the United States has of- 
fered a refuge for those who were op- 
pressed by injustice and who lacked 
opportunity in the lands across the 
sea. In colonial days it was the re- 
fuge from persecution of the Pilgrim, 
the Quaker, and the Huguenot, and in 
later times it has been the refuge 
from injustice of the Poles, the Ger- 
mans, and the Irish. In more recent 
times it has been the asylum for per- 
secuted Russian Jews, for Italians, 
oppressed by an unjust land system in 
their own country, and for Hunga- 
rians, Armenians, and others, who 
have been hampered by inequitable 
economic and political conditions in 
their respective countries. 

“T cannot believe that without the 
strongest reasons we should now de- 
part from these time-honored tradi- 
tions, and close the doors of entry to 
many of these people, merely because 
they have never had the advantage of 
the schools.”

One of the best improvements made 
in connection with Manchester’s 
parks in recent years is the new 
“turn-around” at Singing Beach. This 
is a wonderful convenience and adds 
greatly to the pleasure of a visit to 
the beach by motor or carriage. It 
is a wonder why more improvements 
of this sort are not made.’ Manches- 
ter’s Singing Beach is one of her 
chief attractions—one of her best as- 
sets; and to think it has been so inac- 
cessible all these years! Now one 
may drive almost out onto the beach, 
getting a splendid view of the ocean 
up and down the coast without leav- 
ing his vehicle. The cost was only 
slight—nothing compared to the big 
convenience and public benefit.

In the possibility that those who enact the onerous 
duties of scouts and look out for providing pleasure unto 
others may be vouchsafed a modicum of relief for their 
tribulations, there are herewith offered a few tips: 

To begin with, the North Shore region is simply 
stuffed with little-known attractions or neglected phases 
of the sections that are crowded with visitors. 

Moreover, trips and “expeditions” can be so planned 
that one group can cluster in the auto under cooling 
boughs or be anchored in a picturesque cove, while Father, 
or the athletic or antiquarian division of the pleasure- 
seekers can “go poking ’round” to their heart’s content 
(or legs’ weariness) ! rs 

For instance, that peripatetic wight, Capt. Kidd is 
creditably adjudged to have buried his treasure all along 
the coast clear from Boston to Eastport, Maine. Leta 
visitor drop in at almost any beach point or cranny, from 
Portsmouth to Boston, and visit a local patriarch and ac- 
curate information will be given on the location of the 
nearest treasure-ground of Kidd and how quickest and 
best to inspect it. Lynn Woods, for example, although 
a generations-enduring resort for the public has a Pirate- 
Cave that almost none of the average roamers in those 
hundreds of acres of woodland know aught about.  His- 
tory has authentic record of how a British warship, in 
the days prior to the days of the Revolution somehow 
located the Pirate Lair in Lynn Woods and sent men 
with a supply of shackles. Part of the miscreants were 
executed and the rest taken in chains to the ship. Hiram 


Marble’s remarkable cave is also a curious feature of the 
Woods. One can survey the opening in the solid rock 
where this man drilled and drilled for years, guided as 
he claimed, “by the sperits” in his mighty effort to locate 
a gold-mine of fabulous riches. Hiram never got as far 
as the mine, but he did succeed in biting out of the gran- 
ite a cavern big enough for a comfortable cottage ! 

Thus, a Lynn Woods day could be made, under the 
guidance of one who had taken the trouble to “read up 
a bit,’ one of the most: enjoyable of variations. To 
study the ways and methods of the hoi-polloi when out 
for recreation in a huge woodland resort offers astonish- 
ments and amusements none would suspect ! 

A “Salem Doorways” afternoon would enable the 
person who has summer villa or bungalow notions or 
who has thoughts of residence remodelling to occupy 
some most delightful hours; while the cultivated sightseer 
would gain architectural ideas that would amaze hin. 

Before embarking on the active study of Doorways, 
those house-entrances of a stateliness and strange gran- 
deur that are equalled in no other part of the country, 
the auto party might lay in a stock of the “gibraltars,” 
those minty confections that have made almost as much 
fame for Salem as her Doorways, witches and Haw- 
thorne! (The price will not rupture the purse either! 
“Gibraltars” may be had for a penny each.) 

These fine old Salem mansions are the landmarks of 
the prosperity of Sea Captains and Sea Merchants who 
in the latter part of the eighteenth and early part of the 
nineteenth centuries sought to establish mansion houses 
commensurate to their wealth. 

But these old rich fellows of the sea accomplished 
almost wonderful architectural success. They had a 
woodcarver in Salem, in thoses days, who was a genius. 
His work can be seen today in beautifully wrought 
porticoes and stair rails. 

These grand old mansions of the Georgian days 
will give the cultured material for profound reflection and 
the flippant can refuse to be shaken from the fringe of 
culture by remarking: “Oh yes, I’ve seen them!” 

A delightful trip can be made out of a day along the 
Merrimac studing the snug summer camps along that 
important commercial and industrial waterway. Here, 
amid its pine-groved banks are some of the lovliest 
sylvan eyries and bowers imaginable, spots where to 
simply turn in the auto and have a luncheon is to imbibe 
balsam and health! 

As will be distinguished by the reader, there is no 
intent here of suggesting “cut and dried” scholastics in 
a scheduled jaunt. Nothing that shall require wearisome 
effort to prepare for and study while undergoing. Noth- 
ing of the sort. ‘The scheme is merely to hint of rambles 
that will offer curious and fascinating information or 
scenes to even the most lackadaisical of mentalities. As 
a matter of fact, those who want to know of sequestered

roads, ways and retreats where they can “spoon” could 
not surpass. the Lynn Woods or Merrimac region if they 
hunted over all New England! 

Now that we have ‘“‘a good, broad highway leading 
down” from Beverly, Bostonward, the Boulevard that 
has been so recently completed, a Revere Beach expedi- 
tion should not be forgotten. An evening of the “one- 
percent” beer and seeing the hoi-polloi tango it at the 
Pit or Condit’s will prove a distinct variation from one of 
Percy MacKaye’s pageants or Stephen Townsend’s 
songs ! 

If the fashionable throng wishes to have a fairly 
howling time in thanking Fate it “don’t have to live that 
life!” let a run be made down through Concord and Lex- 
ington. There they are, white-painted, green-blinded 
farmhouse-cottage, one after the other and filled with 
persons who have or claim descent from the brave 
warriors of Revolutionary days; who drink their tea, per- 
iodically survey their precious stock of family daguerreo- 
types and don’t care a gosh-bing what the present world 
is up to! Alfred Henry Lewis went out to Concord and 
undertook, in his raucous way, to interview the sister of 
Emerson! Well, what the sister of Emerson did to Alfred 
Henry was good plenty. He went back to Boston so mad 
at his rebuff that he threatened to sometime descend up- 
on Concord and obliterate it with one of his diatribes. 


(To date, however, Concord is still sipping its tea, sir, 
and serving “pies ’n things” just as it has for three 
hundred years. ) 

Those who frequent the Magnolia and Manchester 
tea-rooms and antique shops can have a perfect picnic 
in scouting out the farmhouse and hidden-away antique 
hordes of the North Shore country. Notwithstanding 
all the “scouring” that the magazine-writers eternally 
allege has been done, the truth is that a generous pro- 
portion of it really took place in the minds of those be- 
fore-mentioned magazine-writers. Why, what you can 
dig up in old Newburyport and Haverhill is amazing! 
Lowboys, highboys, tallboys, and smallboys and many 
other kinds of boys (including carboys for the thirsty) 
can still be unearthed by the ingenious and persistent. 

And ‘don’t forget the ball-games of the New Eng- 
land League at any of the busy mill-towns,—Lowell, 
Lawrence, Lynn, etc.; nor a survey of how the mill-hand 
makes love at Canobie Lake or Whalom Park; Ames- 
bury’s carriage-industry fame; the Saugus region, where 
the first Iron Works in America was set up in 1660 
and something and where a group of villages are tucked 
away behind barriers of cliffs that make them apparently 
hundreds of miles in the wilderness instead of ten from 
Boston! : ; 

Try it, in a boresome hour, one of these queer jaunts! 


How to Furnish Our Garden 


By MARY HARROD NORTHEND 


EK Americans are an out-door people, becoming 
more and more confirmed to outdoor habits and 
love of the open. With it all we have begun to real- 
ize that it is possible to live more in our gardens and in 
its wake comes a need of garden furniture. Fortun- 
ately we have practically everything we wish at our 
call, ranging from simple settles or benches to the more 
elaborate furnishings necessary to a formal garden, the 
chief problem being to select suitably. 

There is a classic style drawn from ancient Greek 
and Roman models, varying and ornate styles of the 
Italian Renaissance. Certain types are peculiar to old 
English gardens, others deal with the Japanese gar- 
den where if the Oriental flavor is to be obtained there 
may be correct furnishing. 

The furniture is made ordinarily from stone or 
marble, terra cotta, concrete and wood. Stone and 
marble are expensive, but where there are ample funds 
for garden decorations they are most effective. The- 
coldness of these subjects necessitates the providing 
of eushions on which to sit, defying the effect of 
weather and susceptible to most artistic treatment. 

In our gardens of to-day, the classic and Italian 
Renaissance demand marble or stone. The gleaming 
white of the former against the deep background of 
green is always agreeable. Terra cotta of plastic 
character may be molded into any form desirable. Its 
warmth of color, buff or red makes it a desirable fea- 
ture. Concrete possesses endless possibilities. It is 
less expensive and its neutral gray harmonizes well 
with setting of shrubbery or flowers. 

Wocd includes all rustic and wicker pieces care- 
fully shaped and joined, the finished product of the 
earpenter’s pride. So much has been in its favor, that 
its defects have sunk into insignificance. Wood is the 
least expensive, for garden treatment affords the great- 
est variety of forms, is light and can be easily moved 
about. This makes it especially suitable for informal 


gardens. It is always comfortable to sit upon and the 
element of cold need not be guarded against. Teak- 
wood or timber taken from old dismantled ships is 
most durable. Pine is also used, but should be kept 
well painted, preferably in a gloss paint so. that it can 
be readily wiped clean before using. 

The principal articles of furniture for cottage 
equipment are seats of all kinds, settles, settees, stools 
and chairs, as well as tables. 

If one is going to have a Japanese garden it should 
have proper furniture such as replicas of old temple 
lanterns and incense burners beside all the little touches 
that a Japanese gardener loves to add. Outdoor con- 
ditions require a different furniture standard from in- 
door and all the things that play a part must be re- 
membered if we wish to have successful furniture in 
our gardens. 

For seats there is a classic stone or marble bed 
supported at each end by carved figures, not neces- 
sarily a comfortable seat; placed, however, at the head 
of a walk it is most inviting and useful. The place 
for such benches is in a garden of formal character. 
If made in marble the price depends upon the elabora- 
tion of the carvings. If made in concrete or terra cotta, 
benches are excellent, a little over four feet in length 
and costing forty dollars. The shape of these is often 
copied in wood, but must be of a plainer type. 

The design for these benches and settles depends 
upon the type of house whose garden is to be furnished. 
There are many designs that go well in almost any set- 
ting. The plainer the lines the better it is apt to be 
and the more comfortable for use. It must be remem- 
bered that the garden furniture is often placed where 
the ground is a trifle uneven so it must be heavier and 
firmer than places where weight gives it balance. 

Chairs follow the same line of settles and may often 
be placed to good advantage near the house door or 
against the house wall, more particularly where there 
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is a view over-looking the garden. Such places are of- 
ten tempting for tea parties and call for a table. 
Trellised arbors are very appropriate for making a 
shelter for groups of this kind of furniture. Some of 
these tables are ornemental and graceful, the better 
kinds being of wood and easily movable. 

Sun dials are to gardens what the clock is to the 
house. They serve as a pivot upon which the whole 
garden design turns. They may be of wood, but prefer- 
ably of terra cotta or stone. 

Wall fountains built into the wall-side of a wall 
garden are very effective. For these there are wall 
fountains of concrete or terra cotta that are very artis- 
tic. 

Of flower jars and urns there is almost an endless 
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variety. Classic designs are the most favored, their 
shape and detail being most satisfactory. They may 
be either plain or elaborate, adding a note of grace 
that gives satisfaction to any visitor. Some of the 
Italian faience jars when placed beside marble steps 
give a charm that every garden lover may feel. 

Do not try to mix formal and informal garden furni- 
ture. If you do the result will be disastrous. Rustic things 
must be kept by themselves. Formal pieces are like 
well bred people, they are in place in any surround- 
ings, while an informal piece will look out of place in 
formal surroundings. It is the individual sense of 
fitness that will prove a safeguard in the selection and 
placing of garden furniture.

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Cherry Hill Farm 


The Great Show Farm of the North Shore 


T HE farm itself is located on one of the high- 

est points in Essex County, the dairy 
buildings sitting on the summit of a crest 
just back of the mansion |house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
milk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
England. 

With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
else is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
and bacteria as at the Cherry Hill Farm. 

The dairy barn, housing the Cherry Hill Farm 
herd, is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. The floor is of 
smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 
of concrete, are fed by flowing spring water brought from 
a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
it appear empty. 

Scrupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could demand of 
her kitchen. 

Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of

causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis. 
The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 

essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 

rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 

and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 

trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 


The small top milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 


The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and 
Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is

the consensus of opinion among physicians that the best 
milk is that from a mixed herd of ‘healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing! is) over.) [ietscows mane 
thoroughly groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to get 
into the milk. 

The men who milk the cows 
are examined regularly by the 
Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. ‘They are provided with 
clean white suits and caps 
daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails. 

The old fashioned milking stool is unknown at 
Cherry Hill farm; in its place we find the modern metal 
milking stool, which is sterilized before using. 

Within eight minutes after leaving the cow, Cherry 
Hill Farm milk has been weighed and recorded, and has 
entered the dairy building for cooling and bottling. ‘The 
aerator is so constructed that it is thoroughly sterilized 
by live steam before use, and every part of the filler can 
be taken apart, cleansed and sterlized. One man only is 
allowed in this room; he*fills the bottles and applies the 
sanitary cover, which is held in place with a metal band 
and eliminates any possibility of milk being contaminated 
during subsequent handling. 
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Finally the sealed bottles are packed in special cases 
covered with cracked ice, and held in the cold room at a 
temperature of 40 degrees until delivery. 

Cherry Hill farm is located at North Beverly off 
Conant street, just a short way off the main line of 
travel between Beverly and Wenham.

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, June 9, 1914. 
The Postal Theory Applied To 
Telephone Rates. 

The success of the parcel post ap- 
pears to have inspired the Post Of- 
fice Department with the notion 
that there are more worlds to con- 
quer, and Mr. Burleson is said to 
be impatient with anxiety over the 
fact that the program of the pre- 
sent session of Congress has at no 
time included moving the ‘‘central 
offices’? from which 10,000,000 tele- 
phones are operated into the sane- 
tums of his postmasters throughout 
the country, Congress realizes that 
with so many wires in the air 
the undertaking of government 
ownership of telephones may be a 
difficult problem to pull across. The 
Postmaster General refers to the 
telegraph business as being of a 
‘‘monopolistic nature,’’ and says it 
is ‘‘of vital importance to the peo- 
ple that it be conducted by unselfish 
interests.”’ Therefore he would 
acquire all telegraph and telephone 
lines. As might have been expected 
one of the first demands upon Wash- 
ington in anticipation of govern- 
ment ownership has called for an 
equalizing of rates for telephone 
service, and it is pointed out that 
this policy which has been applied 
to the whole postal system, includ- 
ing the recent acquisition of the 
pareel post, should relieve New 
York of its average rate of $90 a 
year for business ’phones and sim1- 
larly high residence rate, and dis- 


tribute the burden of the eities 
throughout the country. Quite 


naturally telephone users in the big 
cities would welcome a system by 
which they could ‘‘average up’’ 
with the greater portions of the 
country, where $2 a month for resi- 
dence service, and $3 a month for 
business phones, is the usual rate. 
The average rate for all phones in 
New York is $50 a year, while the 
rate for the entire Bell system is 
$30.93. Of course New York thinks 
it is abused—and so do the people 
of San Francisco, Seattle, Chicago, 
and all other cities. 

England has been ‘‘averaging 
up’’ since taking over the tele- 
phones, with the result that outside 
of London residence rentals aver- 
age $38.88, while business phones 


limited to 1300 calls cost $43.74. 
London, Liverpool and other metro- 
politan centers have lower rates in 
consequence. Independent of the 
larger issues involved in govern- 
ment ownership there is a good deal 
of talk among Members of Congress 
to the effect that there has already 
been too much of this sort of busi- 
ness that ‘‘equalizes’’ in favor of 
the cities at the expense of the rest 
of the country. And while follow- 
ing the story of rates at home and 
abroad the student of the question 
finds that while there are not near- 
ly as many telephones in proportion 
to population in Europe as in the 
United States, that there is a good 
deal more profanity over there be- 
cause of the inefficient service. 


Roosevelt, Penrose, Cannon, Et Al. 

During the past seven months 
Senator Boise Penrose has been havy- 
ing a delightful time in the state 
of Pennsylvania, and the news of his 
progress has been joyfully received 
by standpat Republicans and has 
brought woe and consternation to 
the Progressives. Penrose has de- 
veloped into a good deal of a Pro- 
gressive Republican himself during 
the past two or three years, and be- 
ing a very adaptable politician, he 
early declared in favor of the direct 
election of the United States Sena- 
tors. But now Colonel Roosevelt is 
back from the wilds of South Amer- 
ica, and he is regarded as a great 
big buzzing fly in the Penrose oint- 
ment. The Colonel has always been 
very loyal to his friend Pinchot, and 
he promises a fight to a finish in the 
Keystone State in behalf of the for- 
mer forester. Perhaps in due time 
the case of Senator Gallinger, who 
is a candidate for re-election in New 
TTampshire, and Uncle Joe Cannon, 
who aspires to his old seat in Con- 
eress as a Representative from the 
Danville, [linois, district, will come 
up for the especial attention of the 
chief of the Bull Moose party. In 
any event, there has been no intima- 
tion that Penrose, Gallinger, or 
Cannon have been showing any dis- 
position to join the welcome home 
to the gentleman from Oyster Bay. 


Washington’s Relation to Things 

The National Capital has been en- 
joying the delights of early summer, 
and the breezes have whisked 
through the ‘‘ Executive tent’’ in the 
rear of the White House, where the 
President of 100,000,000 people 
transacts the affairs of government, 
just as though there was nothing 
unusual about this habit, which for 
the most part has been heretofore 
indulged in by only the military 


branch of our government. Wash- 
ington politicians are beginning to 
think a good deal about the elections 
that are coming along in a few 
months, and the proud gentlemen 
who whisk about in their automo- 
biles and live in swell hotels where 
the high cost of living figures out 
about as much for a single dinner as 
a week’s board in a local hotel in 
the interior of the country, are con- 
templating laying aside the silk hats 
and dress suits, preparatory to go- 
ing into store clothes and fedora 
hats, which are more in favor among 
the ‘‘dear people’’ as election day 
approaches. There is something 
very pleasant about this job of be- 
ing a Congressman, and while it 
may not return as much revenue as 
the more wealthy men get out of 
private life, yet being a Congressman 
is about as near heaven as a great 
many politicians ever expect to get, 
and therefore re-election is very 
much desired by the gentlemen now 
in the saddle. 


The Anti-Trust Bills 

The House of Representatives has 
of late years been able to keep the 
Senate hopper well filled, and now 
it is passing on to an unwilling Sen- 
ate an Interstate Trade Commission 
bill along with the other two trust 
bills that have the approval of the 
Administration. The main Clayton 
trust bill prohibits interlocking di- 
rectorates, regulates holding com- 
panies, and restricts immense mono- 
polistic commercial practices. The 
Interstate Trade Commission bill is 
in effect an enlargement of the al- 
ready established Bureau of Corpor- 
ations, which is a part of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. With the en- 
largement of this bureau it will be- 
come one of the greatest investiga- 
ting branches of government that we 
have, and matters of tariff, inelud- 
ing cause and effect, as well as busi- 
ness practices throughout the en- 
tire country, are to be comprehen- 
sively investigated. 


Not a Competitive Proposition. 

Following the enactment of the 
new tariff bill considerable atten- 
tion is attracted to the importations 
of beef and corn from Argentina. 
Statists have figured out that the to- 
tal imports of beef have been only 
three and one-half per cent of 
that of the supply in our own 
country. The corn shipments were 
even less when figured in connection 
with the whole supply. Therefore 
it has been made clear that the 
United States farmers are still hold 
ing their own, and that Argentina

I. O. O. F. MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


Rev. Dr. RmeR SPoKE AT SUNDAY 
SERVICE 


There was a large attendance at 
the memorial service of Magnolia 
lodge of Odd Fellows and Liberty 
Rebekah lodge at the Baptist church 
Manchester, last Sunday. Rev. Wm. 
He Rider aD Dore lssexnewas tie 
speaker and he delivered a masterly 
address. Mr. and Mrs. Sargent of 
the choir of the Congregational 
church were heard in a duet and 
solos. The attendance was marked 
by many townspeople who. were not 
members of the orders. The mem- 
bers met in the lodge room at 4.30 p. 
m. and marched to the church in a 
body, where the service commenced 
at 5 o'clock. 

Rev. Dr. Rider took for his text, II 
Samilelar: cose aluvatin distressed stor 
thee, my brother Jonathan.” 

Rev. Mr. Rider said in part: “Loy- 
alty to the dead thus insures fidelity 
to the living. Recalling those with 
whom we have laughed and wept, in 
generous purposed mind, in- self de- 
nial, such a memorial should be an 
inspiration to greater service, as when 
they took the heart of Bruce in its 
silver case,—flinging it where the 
fight was fiercest, shouting, ‘O brave 
heart of Bruce, I folow thee!’ 

“No other trasmitted memory is as 
remarkable as that of a departed lov- 
ed one; the first of our race touched 
by grief over departed friendship 
realized faint or deep the emotion of 
this hour that moves us to gentle, sad 
assurance that our own are our own 
forever. When the stars dim the old 
earth melts in the sea and only life 
and love remain eternal as God. 

“Whether it is the colossal sphinx 
lifting its mute face from the shifting 
sands of the Nile; the nearby prya- 
mids; imposing tombs. of more im- 
posing kings; temples of marble 
whose sculptured freizes outline the 
glory of departed worth; all rejoic- 
ing in remembered fraternity, they 
alike reiterate in eloquent form the 
survival of that affection which made 
David the better king, the truer son, 
living the more regal life as he re- 
called Jonathan, his friend. 

“Whether it is the ancient legends 
of brotherhood, the Grecian-Roman 
inscriptions, more recent cathedrals, 
the bronze and granite shafts to our 
country’s defenders they repeat faith 
surviving in lives made better by re- 
membered dead. We obey the still 
small voices unheard by strange ears 
as we never follow the loud com- 
mands of civic or public orders. 

“What more becoming scripture 
than that far back story earlier by 


more than a thousand years than the 
most: fraternal of all scripture, reveal- 
ing in Christ a great elder brother of 
the race sent of God to teach us the 
lessons of man. That love of God 
cannot be apart from love to man. 
Read it again and again; this story 
of the man not afraid to tell of this 
affection, for he who has no sense of 
togetherness of brotherhood, while he 
may get on in his self content he 
misses the gladness of life. What is 
life, what citizenship, what country, 
Heaven itself but this togetherness? 
The United States is the Brother- 
hood of all its citizens: that is the 
very conerstone of our Republic, its 
genius, its glory, its mutual interest 
in all, by all, for all; it is the com- 
pact of all for the general good, the 
common man. 

“In this callous commercial age 
when men sell themselves for a mess 
of pottage, with its practical smile at 
Daniel’s love for Jonathan, such a 
service as this calls us back to that 
rugged ancestral spirit transmitting 
from generation to generation the fine 
qualities of manhood true to the part 
and by that loyalty true to the pass- 
ing present. 

“We must honor the Jew for his 
reverent regard for Isaac and of Ja- 
cob, for as a people we are lacking 
in this sacred veneration. We fancy 
it is effeminate. It is only the tender- 
est of the brave who dare show senti- 
ment. 

“Tf, as you look out upon life it 
seems as if selfishness is in the as- 
cendent, that society is unmindful of 
those unaffiliated with its cult and 
rank recall that for you David and 
Jonathan lived as brothers down 
through the long cycles of advance; 
these men always were souls knit to 
one another with more than triple 
links of gold. ‘Human love interprets 
the divine.’ ”

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Mills 250 Years Old 


Riverdale Grist Mills at Gloucester Propelled by Nature’s Currents 
During That Time 


NE of the interesting landmarks of the North Shore, 
within an hour’s ride of any part of the shore, 1s the 
Riverdale Grist Mills at Gloucester. For more than 
250 years—the exact date of erection is not known— the 
mills have been operated. ‘This makes the Riverdale 
mills one of the oldest industrial organizations in the New 
World. Although it was only 25 years ago when corn- 
laden ships were seen unloading their products at the 
mill to be ground, it may not be many years before the 
mill will be a thing of the past, when the memories 
associated with it will be the only remains of this famous 
landmark. 

The mills . still continue to operate at their daily 
grind, such as they have done almost unceasingly for the 
last 250 years, with nature’s power supplied by the waters 
of quaint old Mill river, which eventually winds its course 
into Annisquam river. 

These ancient mills, bearing unmistakable signs of 
the ravages and wear through two and one-halt cen- 
turies, form an interesting and important part of Glou- 
cester’s history. Situated right in the heart of pictur- 
esque Riverdale, where ex-Gov. Bates and scores of 
Greater Boston residents annually find a summer retreat, 
the dilapidated buildings and running stream with its 
foamy churn ‘have a certain environment and charm which 
seems to make the spot all the more attractive. 

The present owners of the mill have made no effort 
to disturb or modernize and annually thousands of bushels 
of grain, corn, etc., are being ground into meal.’ \ Over 
25 years ago, the mills were purchased by the late Albert 
Dodge in connection with his grain business maintained 
in the city proper and after his death, the property was 
taken over by the Albert Dodge Company. 

Situated on the northern boundary of a small bridge 
which forms a continuation of Washington street, the 
main thoroughfare, the mills are conspicuous. The River- 
dale settlers, or any school boy can tell you of their ‘/his- 
tory, how their grandfathers and great grandfathers used 
to bring their corn there to be ground. Means of pro- 
curing daily food 
and conveniences for 
preparing it, were 
matters of chief con- 
cern in the early days 
Semin our time, A 
mill for grinding 
corn was therefore 
erected by the first 
settlers of the town, 
although no mention 
is made of the date 
of its erection. In 
1664 the inhabitants 
granted the mill then 
standing and in use, 
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RIVERDALE GRIST MILLS, GLOUCESTER, 


with all the rights, privileges, ponds, and streams belong- 
ing to it, and all fresh meadow above the mill to their 
pastor, the Rev. John Emerson, on condition that he 
should maintain and keep that, or some other mill, in 
such ‘frame and order,” that it could grind for the use 
of the town. 

They also signed a document, the intention of which, 
as far as can be judged from its loose phraseology, was 
to secure him the patronage of the whole town. 

From votes of the town, passed some years later, 
an inference may be drawn that Mr. Emerson did not 
for a long period make any use of the grant, for on 
Feb. 18, 1677, the town voted that a cornmill should be 
set up and erected on Sawmill dam and the town give 
the stream to the corn mill. ‘‘Sawmill Dam” is the place 
now occupied by the tide-mills, or Riverdale Mills, herein 
mentioned. 

No other mention of a cornmill is found until May 
13, 1690, when one was erected on Walker’s Creek on the 
spot where the old dam is still to be seen, at the westerly 
end of the stream running from Cape Pond. The town 
records state that on March 11, 1677, a town meeting was 
called, when “upon much discourse about the mill, Mr. 
John Emerson, having undertaken to erect a corn mill, 
did promise in said meeting to set it upon the sawmill 
dam, and to supply the town.” 

At the same meeting Mr. Emerson, John Fitch and 
Thomas Riggs were named as proprietors of the old 
sawmill, which they were to repair and have the privi- 
lege of cutting timber enough to make 20,000 feet of 
boards annually for seven years. In the division of the 
Rev. Mr. Emerson’s estate the mills have passed through 
various hands until their occupation by Levi Brackett and 
Sidney Brown, two Riverdalers who operated it many 
years, after which Mr. Brown came in possession until 
a quarter century ago, when they were sold to Mr. Dodge. 

The last vessel to navigate Mill river with corn was 
the old Riverdale, which unloaded some 25 years ago. 
Older residents can remember when quite a fleet of sail 
landed their cargoes 
and the milling busi-

The Great Show Farm of the North Shore 


HE, farm itself is located on one of the high- 

est points in Essex County, the dairy 

buildings sitting on the summit of a crest 
just back of the mansion house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
milk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
England. 

With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
else is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
and bacteria as at the Cherry Hill*Farm. 

The dairy barn, housing -the Cherry Hill Farm 
herd, is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. ‘The floor is of 
smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 
of concrete, are fed by flowing spring water brought from 
a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
it appear empty. 

Scrupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could demand of 
her kitchen. 

Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of 


causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis: 

The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 
essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 
rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 
and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 
trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 

The small top milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 

The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and 
Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is 
the consensus of opinion among physicians that the best

milk is that from a mixed herd of thealthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing’ 1s) overs 1) hes Scowoemare 
thoroughly groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to get 
into the milk. 

The men who milk the cows 
are examined regularly by the 
Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. They are provided with 
clean white suits and caps 
daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails. 


The old fashioned milking stool is unknown at 
Cherry Hill farm; in its place we find the modern metal 
milking stool, which is sterilized before using. 

Within eight minutes after leaving the cow, Cherry 
Hill Farm milk has been weighed and recorded, and has 
entered the dairy building for cooling and bottling. ‘The 
aerator is so constructed that it is thoroughly sterilized 
by live steam before use, and every part of the filler can 
be taken apart, cleansed and sterlized. One man only is 
allowed in this room; he fills the bottles and applies the 
sanitary cover, which is held in place with a metal band 
and eliminates any possibility of milk being contaminated 
during subsequent handling. can

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, June 16, 1914. 
“FINISHED ABROAD.” 

A few years ago much stress was 
laid upon that class of education 
which was “finished abroad,’ but 
“abroad” appears to have been mov- 
ed from Europe to the United States. 
It is shown by official figures that the 
United States furnished only 351 
students for German “finishing 
schools” and other educational insti- 
tutions in 1912. Of these 328 were 
from northern states and twenty-three 
from southern states. The number 
of foreign students enrolled at 275 
American universities, colleges and 
technological schools in the year 1913 
not only reached the surprising total 
of 4,222, but this was an actual in- 
crease of 577 over 1911. ‘Travelers 
upon the boats going to, or coming 
from South America, are impressed 
with the number of young men whose 
mission to the United States concerns 
the matter of their education. These 
young men after graduation, have 
proven their benefit to the foreign 
trade of the United States through 
the demand they have created for the 
American articles to which they have 
become accustomed, and in their busi- 
ness and official life they quite uni- 
versally specify American equipment 
for foreign enterprises. 

There are 1700 foreign students 
enrolled in the under graduate and 
graduate classes of arts and sciences 
in the United States. The next larg- 
est number is in courses in engineer- 
ing, 801. Medicine follows with 339; 
303 in dentistry, 275 in agriculture, 
and 256 in theology. 

Canada sent 653 students; China, 
594; Japan, 336; Mexico, 223; Great 
Britain and Ireland, 212; Cuba, 200; 
India, 162; Finland, 124; Germany, 
122. Every Latin-American country 
except French Guiana has representa- 
tives in this group of foreign stu- 
dents. The numbers range from two 
in the case of Uruguay and Paraguay 
through 43 for Argentina, 113 for 
Brazil, to the Mexican total of 223. 


May Moprry Tarirr. 

There is a growing impression in 
well-informed circles here that the 
tariff plans of the Adminstration as 
embodied in the Underwood bill will 
be modified in one important parti- 
cular at least. The rumored change 


is one that can be made very easily if 
the President and Congress are so 
mined: for it will consist merely in 
eliminating the priviso at the end of 
Schedule E which declares that after 
May 1, 1916, sugar shall be admitted 
duty free. Two factors are said to 
be influential in inducing the Demo- 
cratic leaders to look favorably upon 
this course. The first is the consid- 
eration that the revenue of nearly 
$40,000,000 from sugar, always the 
best revenue producer of the tariff 
list, will be needed to help fill the 
growing gap between government in- 
come and expenditure. The second 
is the result of investigations which 
the Department of Commerce has 
made into conditions in the Louisiana 
sugar fields and which are now being 
extended-to the sugar beet states. It 
is reported that the figures collected 
by the government experts show that 
the home sugar industry will be bad- 
ly crippled by free admission of for- 
eign sugar. While the President is 
not likely to commit himself until the 
reports of his investigators are com- 
pleted it is noteworthy that most of 
the talk of a possible amendment of 
the sugar tariff comes from Demo- 
cratic sources. 


Taspoos Hoc CHOLERA “CURE.” 

A warning has been issued from 
Washington against the latest cure 
for hog cholera, which has been re- 
ceiving much praiseworthy comment 
from the public press. The state- 
ment of the federal government. says 
that “it has no reason to believe in the 
efficiency of any proprietary cure for 
hog cholera and does not recommend 
it.” Under certain conditions it urged 
farmers to protect their stock with 
anti-hog cholera serum, but that is 
all. 


CLEVELAND AND WILSON. 

The older politicians purport to see 
something of a similarity in the con- 
ditions surrounding President Wilson 
with those which brought so much 
trouble to Grover Cleveland, and Sen- 
ator Vardaman of Mississippi in his 
speech upon the canal question, sug- 
gested that the President has heard 
too much flattery and too little advice. 
This is a condition true to every 
President. The majority of public 
men who visit the White House are 
seeking favors, and adopt the address 
of courtiers. When Mr. Cleveland 
was President, he came to Washing- 
ton as a stranger to the national lead- 
ers of his party. Therefore he en- 
deavored to “make haste slowly” in the 
matter of appointments, just as Presi- 
dent Wilson has done; with the re- 
sult that a good many of the patron- 


age-hunting Congressman held fast 
to executive favor. Cleveland and 
Wilson are alike in one respect, in 
that neither is regarded as very ami- 
able when under criticism. Mr. Wil- 
son has exercised the same sort of 
influence over Democratic leaders of 
this day as Mr. Cleveland did over 
those of his time; and it may be that 
the beginning of open criticism has 
been marked by the attitude of Speak- 
er Champ Clark and Leader Oscar 
Underwood, who have been the first 
to indulge in anything like plain talk 
to their chief. 


Mr. Bryan’s AMBITIONS. 


Secretary Bryan recently revealed 
his early ambitions, and disclosed dur- 
ing an address, proof that he has gone 
far afield from what he anticipated 
would be his life work. Mr. Bryan 
says: “I commenced with a desire 
to be a Baptist preacher. Before I 
was six years old I wanted to be a 
farmer and raise pumpkins. My 
father was a judge, and | remember 
the old courthouse where I used to 
listen to cases. ‘This ambition guided 
me through my boyhood and college 
days.” Following along the events of 
his earlier life, Mr. Bryan says that he 
“got into politics by accident and stay- 
ed there by design.” He says that 
when he was first nominated for Con- 
gress that there was no thought that 
he would be elected. His comment 
was to the effect that “circumstances 
rule our lives.” Mr. Bryan says he 
has gotten along so far in _ his 
languages that he is able to dream in 
Spanish. Incidentally the Secretary 
has practically completed arrange- 
ments for an active season on the 
Chautauqua platform. 


Horst ror CONSERVATION BILLS. 


There is a ‘hopetul@eprosmecr 
that the five conservation bills, 
including the radium measure 
and the Alaskan coal lands meas- 


ure, will be passed at this session of 
Congress. Secretary of the Interior 
Lane and _ Representative Henry, 
chairman of the House Rules Com- 
mittee, have been in consultation with 
President Wilson, and Have urged 
that the conservation measures be add- 
ed to the House program. The people 
of public lands states have long pa- 
tiently waited for the government to 
act favorably upon their measures, 
and it may be that the next Demo- 
cratic caucus will decide to put these 
measures up to Congress.

Tue District Porrck have formulated a few rules 
concerning gasoline with which every motorist should be 
familiar. No motor car should be filled with gasoline 
until the engine has been stopped and every lamp on the 
car extinguished. In filling cans with gasoline care should 
be exercised to avoid the generation of frictional electric- 
ity by having a wooden handle intervene between the 
metal of the pump and the metallic bail. In pouring 
gasoline through chamois experience has taught that there 
is enough frictional electricity developed to teach man 
to avoid it. This can be done by maintaining a metal 
contact between the metal can and the car. A copper 
chain should be soldered to the can in such a way as to 
make a direct contact during the filling. After one has 
done all that he knows to avoid gasoline accidents the 
element of danger is always great.

bEORISMENS “AID SOUGHT 
AGAINST FOREST FIRES 


Because of the fact that many for- 
est fires are set through the careless- 
ness of hunters, campers, and others 
who go into the woods for recreation, 
the federal forest service has taken up 
with manufacturers of firearms and 
ammunition the question of a co-oper- 
ative arrangement through which pur- 
chasers and users of guns and cari- 
ridges shall be reminded of the fire 
danger. 

It has been pointed out that in the 
lumber reigions of the northwest, for 
example, manufacturers and other 
business men have been having print- 
ed or stamped on their stationery and 
pay checks various crisp, catchy state- 
ments about the loss which the pub- 
lic suffers through the decreased de- 


mand for labor and deceased money — 


in circulation if timber, which is the 
source of many of the northwest’s in- 
dustries, is burned up. 

It has also been pointed out that ia 
the east particularly many forest fires 
are started by the carelessness of 


hunters, who drop burning matches, 
cigar or cigarette stumps, or pipe 
coals in the woods, or perhaps build 
3 fire which is left burning when the 
hunter goes on. Forest fires of 
course greatly injure the interests of 
sportsmen by robbing the birds of 
their proper cover. They also im- 
pair the food supply of both birds and 
big game, through the destruction of 
the undergrowth which furnishes 
browse, berries and other food. 

The eastern woods are exposed to 
the danger from fires principally in 
the spring and fall, when most of the 
trees are bare and the leaves on the 
ground are dry. The spring fires, 
many of which are due to trout fish- 
ermen, may destroy the eggs of game 
birds and even the young birds them- 
selves. Since trout fishermen are 
likely to hunt in the fall the same 
individuals, if careless, may be a 
source of danger at both seasons. 

It is suggested that the manufac- 
turers of arms and ammunition ought 


to be sufficiently interested in the mat- 
ter of perpetuation of game to be will- 
ing to help in the campaign against

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GRADUATION EXERCISES 


PLEASING PROGRAM GIVEN AT TOWN 
Harty Last NIcHT. 

The Manchester Town Hall was 
well filled last night for the annual 
graduation exercises of the Story 
High school, two in number. An at- 
tractive program was carried out., 
featured by a scholarly address by 
Rev. Wm. H. Rider, D. D., of Essex 
and excellent chorus singing by the 
members of the High school, assisted 
by the school orchestra, with Mr. 
Munroe at the piano. Rev. Charles 
H. Hatch gave the invocation. 

On the stage were seated the mem- 
bers of the graduating class with Rev. 
Dr. Rider, the speaker of the evening, 
Principal Alfred Saben of the High 
school, Supt. Mackin and Rev. Mr. 
Hatch. The platform was prettily 
decorated with potted plants, with the 
class motto above the stage. 

The lack of members in this year’s 
graduating class may be explained by 
the fact “that when years ago the 
school curriculum was changed to ad- 
mit the ninth grade as a part of the 
High school, this action broke the 
succession of graduation classes by 
one year. 

The singing of the school, especial- 
ly the work of the young ladies’ 
chorus, in their special number, “W el- 
come Pretty Primrose,’ was praise- 
worthy. The music rendered also 
showed a careful selection of pieces 
specially suited to the wants of stu- 
dents. The singing aided the success 
of the entire program very materially. 

The opening number on the pro- 
gram, “Pride of America,’ was a se- 
lection with a lilting, lively ae 
sion which was well handled by the 
chorus. “The Reapers,’ which fol- 
lowed, was a selection which was well 
suited to the voices of the mixed 
chorus; it was well done. “Spring,” 
had in it all the airiness and freedom 
suggestive of the name; the young 
people put this spirit into it and it 
was one of the pleasing bits of the 
evening. “Nightingale and Rose,’ 
was perhaps the most difficult piece 
which the young singers handled, but, 
like the others, they did it well and 
with credit to their instructor. 

In presenting the diplomas to the 
graduates of the class of 1914, Miss 
Ethel Townsend and George Stevens 
Rust, Supt. John C. Mackin delivered 
a message to the young people which 
embodied a spirit of co-operation, a 
desire to work and a loyalty to home, 
school and community. He urged the 
graduates to continue the education 
they had started and expressed the 
belief that the instruction they had 
received in the local schools would fit 


them for further study. 

Rev. Dr. Rider’s address was an in- 
spirational guide to all young people. 
As is characteristic of the man, he is 
always in an optimistic frame of 
mind, and in his talk on “lhe Whole 
Man” he carried a message of en- 
couragement to his hearers. 

He said in part: “Thinking of the 
art of arts, the art of life, we should 
consider the rounding out of every 
quality of ourselves. We should 
aim at individual excellence; that sym- 
bol is not in the parallel of a broken 
circle—it is a circle of natural con- 
tinuity, with each point true to itself. 
The individual should also aim at 
concentration and should make 
thorough application to some single 
success, to the development of one 
particular talent. 

The broader your base of prepara- 
tion the higher you may build your 
pyramid of desire. ‘Turn from the 
dangerous theory of unbalanced lives 
and work out your own little problem 
for yourself. We want education 
which rounds the man into a circle of 
completeness. In whatever school, 
whether of travel, in a trade or in 
academic preparation the young man 
must grow into a complete circle, in- 
to a symmetrical fullness, a glorious 
circle. Education is not a. formal 
process obtained only by academic 
methods. Individual is as temper- 
ment and has its many forms. E,du- 
cation is an unfolding of all these, as 
in a tree or flower. Indeed, man is 
fed, sustained, by the absorption of 
the whole order of things about him. 

Rev: Mri. Rider .quoted+Charles 
Read in his saying, “Oh, you are the 
school marm and it is your duty to 
bring the children up like the flowers 
on a trellis.” 

Said. Mr. Rider: “Man is. not’ like 
this flower or tree. No one knows 
His oreathessetoua pSinelé act wee lty is 
not conformity but symmetry which 
is the natural order of our world and 
this is obtained only through this 
same individuality. We are not as 
lathes, turning out so many posts for 
the street——we are not estimated 
through someone’s spectacles. If we 
have not individuality we are not 
ourselves. The motto of the young 
should be, ‘I’m a man and nothing 
foreign to humanity and nothing that 
is foreign to me.’ 

“We want to know all we can. The 
shoemaker at his bench should know 
something of his last, the thread, the 
wax, and everything which goes into 
the making of his shade Tust so with 
the young man. He wants to know 
a little something about everything, 
but he must specialize on some one 
particular thing.”

WELL KNown BEveRLY Farms Crrr- 
ZEN Passes Away. 

Elmer Standley, age 52 years, 9 
mos., one of the best known and re- 
spected citizens of Beverly Farms, 
died at his home, 21 West St., early 
Monday morning after an illness of 
about four weeks. ‘He had been in 
poor health for about a year. 

No man at Beverly Farms was bet- 
ter known or more generally liked 
than the deceased, and his passing 
away catises a vacancy that will be 
hard to fill, a great loss to the com- 
munity, and one that causes sincere 
and the deepest sorow. He was edu- 
cated in the Beverly public schools 
and since attaining manhood has held 
many positions of trust and honor. 
When a young man he took up the 
shoe industry for a livelihood and 
became asociated with his father, the 
late Andrew Standley, in the retail 
shoe business and upon the latter's 
death about six years ago succeeded 
to the business. He held the posi- 
tion of postmaster at Beverly Farms 
for a number of years under the Re- 
publican administration, which berth 
he resigned so that he could turn his 
whole attention to the shoe business. 


Mr. Standley was interested in all 
public affairs and took an active part 
in all movements that were for the 
best interest and welfare of the cityor 
his ward .

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Cherry Hill Farm 


The Great Show Farm of the North Shore 


HIY farm itself is located on one of the high- 

est points in Essex County, the dairy 
buildings sitting on the summit of a crest 
just back of the mansion house. 

The main dairy building was constructed 
at a cost of $10,000, and is equipped with every 
facility for safeguarding Cherry Hill Farm 
mulk. Close by the dairy building is one of the 
most finely equipped modern dairy barns in New 
England. 

With the exception of the hospital, nowhere 
clse is such active warfare carried on against dirt, flies, 
and bacteria as at the Cherry Hill Farm. 

The dairy barn, housing the Cherry Hill Farm 
herd, is lighted thoroughly by many adjustable win- 
dows and scientifically ventilated by the most modern 
system. The barn is painted white throughout; the ceil- 
ing is of hardwood finish, oil polished. The floor is of 
smooth finish concrete, while the drinking troughs, also 
of concrete, are fed by flowing spring water brought from 
a spring of such crystal clearness that a photograph makes 
it appear empty. 

Scrupulous care is used to prevent the accumulation 
of dirt, and the Cherry Hill stables are as clean and fresh 
as the most conscientious housekeeper could demand of 
her kitchen, 

Cherry Hill Farm milk has a twelve-year record of 


causing no deaths from cholera infantum or tuberculosis. 

The great herd of eighty cows makes it absolutely 
essential that the four principles of scientific milking be 
rigidly adhered to; viz., quickness, quietness, cleanliness 
and thoroughness, and this is done by experts thoroughly 
trained under the guidance of the herdsman. 

The small top milk pail used at Cherry Hill Farm 
is essential for the production of clean milk. 

The bottles that are returned to the farm are first 
soaked in a strong solution of washing soda, stronger 
than anything known in the average kitchen. They are 
then cleaned on revolving brushes and soaked again in 
washing soda. Next they are rinsed in clean water and 
inverted in the sterilizing racks, which are placed in the 
sterilizer and subjected to live steam. ‘This provides a 
sterile bottle for Cherry Hill Farm milk. 

The Cherry Hill Farm herd consists of Jerseys and 
Guernseys, with a few grade cows of other kinds. It is 
the consensus of opinion among physicians that the best

milk is that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tuberculin test twice 
every year, no animal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust 
during the milking, the floors 
and the cows are sprayed and 
no feed is given until the milk- 
ing is sover. [he “cows sare 
thoroughly groomed, washed 
with water and soap, and dried 
with towels, to be sure that 
they are clean and that there is 
no opportunity for dirt to ge 
into the milk. a, 
‘The men who milk the cow 
are examined regularly by the 
Boston Medical Milk Commis- 
sion. They are provided with 
clean white suits and caps 
daily and before milking must 
wash their hands and clean their 
fingernails. 


The old fashioned milking stool is unknown at 
Cherry Hill farm; in its place we find the modern metal 
milking stool, which is sterilized before using. 

Within eight minutes after leaving the cow, Cherry 
Hill Farm milk has been weighed and recorded, and has 
entered the dairy building for cooling and bottling. ‘The 
aerator is so constructed that it is thoroughly sterilized 
by live steam before use, and every part of the filler can 
be taken apart, cleansed and sterlized. One man only is 
allowed in this room; he fills the bottles and applies the 
sanitary cover, which is held in place with a metal band 
and eliminates any possibility of milk being contaminated 
during subsequent handling.»

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The Old Mills at Rowley 


After 271 Years of Service Glen Mills are Still Running 


FHERE are landmarks and landmarks which symbo- 
lize the New England of old, but the old Bay 
State, Massachusetts, seems to be the richest in this re- 
spect. In fact, it might be said that the bulk of the 
interesting places to be seen in this state, in point of 
historical interest, might be narrowed down to the North 
Shore and its environs. Not that the shore monopolizes 
everything of an interesting nature, but within an hour’s 
motor ride of any of the summer colonies there are sure- 
ly a great many points of interest to be seen. 

One of these is the Glen Mills of Rowley, which 
have been operated continuously since 1643. This 1s 
quite a record of usefulness for any business, and even 
today, after 271 years of service the old mill presents 
much the same appearance that it did when the Hives 
was first harnessed to the wheel and the large round 
stones took the place of the pestle and mortar, which the 
early settlers had used up to this time to grind their meal. 
The original building has been enlarged to meet the de- 
mands of the increased population, but the same dam, 
with the identical stones and timbers imbedded in the 
mud, the same water way and foundation for the wheel 
box, stronger with time, though showing signs of age, 
are still there 

he mill is situated in the midst of a pretty valley, 
where the waters course down between sloping hills, 
while on either side of the stream, as far as the eye can 
see, are towering oaks and pines and white birches. It 
is itself over-shadowed by a row of widespread oaks 
that look as though they antedated the structure they have 
been the consort of for so many years. The old toll road 
runs by on one side, 
other sections of the town converge nearby, making the 
mill as in the olden times, the centre of community life. 

The first Dummer 
mill in the new world 
was built in Roxbury by 
Richard Dummer, a rich 
Englishman, who came 
to the colony in 1632. 
He- remained in Rox- 
bury until four years 
later, when he fell into 
disfavor with the Gov- 
ernor because of un- 
timely political activity, 
and removed to the 
parish of Byfield. Here 
he was granted a large 
tract of land in consid- 
eration of the establish- 
ment of a gristmill. In 
1638 the waters of the 
Parker were first trou- 
bled by artificial barriers 
and machinery, John 
Pearson, and . Richard

Dummer were the original millers of that town and for 
a time were partners. Then Dummer acquired the whole 
interest in the mill. 

In 1643-4 Thomas Nelson was allotted 36 acres of 
land on what is now Mill river for the purpose of erecting 
a saw and grist mill. ‘The partner of Richard Dummer 
soon acquired this new mill and this is the one that is 
now known as Glen Mills and which has been in the 
Dummer family for so long. It figured largely in the 
history of the times. 

Mr. Dummer was the John D. Rockefeller of early 
times. He was the richest man in the colony and when 
the General Court incurred his disfavor he removed to 
Byfield, where many of the prominent people of the times 
followed him. ‘This accounts for the fact that in latter 
years many men who led in the making of the country 
were residents of this old town. 

In the King Philip war a large number of men were 
drawn from the town, and with them they carried wagon 
loads of meal for their own and for their fellows’ tare 
in the protracted struggle that followed. Still later, in 
the French and Indian wars, the stone wheels of the old 
Glen Mills ground the corn into meal for the fighting 
men of the Massachusetts Bay colony who went to the 
front to battle for the life of the Anglo-Saxon race on 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

With the news of the first English depredation plans 
were made by the men of the town to join the Continental 
forces and send meal to the army. The old Benjamin 
Coleman house, which is still standing, was made the ren- 
dezvous. Here a little later a large wagon was prepared 
and loaded with meal from the Glen mill—as much as the 
wagon could hold—and with a guard of patriots the trip 
to Valley Forge was made and the contents turned over 
to the quartermaster of 
Washington’s ariny. 
Among the guard mak- 
ing that long wintry 
trip, hundreds of miles 
over snow and ice, were 
five members of the 
Adams family, the fa- 
ther and four sons. ‘Tae 
old Adams house still 
stands and shares with 
the mill and the Cole- 
man house the interest 
of thousands of visitors 
every year. 


The first Dummer 
mill on the waters of 
the Parker was. sus- 
pended after a long life, 
and Samuel Dummer 
acquired the _ present 
Glen mills in 1817. 


The family had always 
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been one of millers, as far back as legend recounts, and so 
after a lapse of some years during which this mill was out 
of the family, it was but natural that a member of it 
should desire to get it back again. It has been under 
the management and ownership of a member of that fam- 
ily since. 

The old undershot wheel was replaced a number of 


years ago by a smaller turbine, but old-fashioned mill- 
stone granite is still used for grinding the corn. Be- 
for the old-fashioned wheel was taken down the struc- 
ture was that of a typical mill scene of 300 years ago. 
The wheel was 35 feet in diameter, and the roof was low 
sloping, reaching almost to the ground. ‘The dimensions 
were much smaller than the space required to-day. 


Tea Houses That Have Come to Stay

ete North Shore has its quota of tea houses. They 

are found nestling in among the trees on the land 
between Marblehead and Nanepashemet, skirting the 
harbor in the quaint old town near the main road in 
Marblehead, started by the Village Improvement So- 
ciety in Hamilton, and obtaining magnificent propor- 
tions at the Grill House in Magnolia, while this year 
“The Sign of the Crane’’ announces the introduction 
of a new scheme worked out by Mrs. George Dean at 
Manchester-by-the-Sea. 

In faraway Japan the little tea house has its ori- 
gin, in that land of cherry blossoms. Here following 
the mountain paths, the shady nooks, and crowning 
sightly eminences we find these tea houses, outlined 
on either side by clusters of the fragrant blossoms. 
Within the tree embowered retreat one may rest, well 
repaid by the delicate fragrance of the air and the 
unique refreshment. 

Unlike the American tea houses, the clapping of 
the hand recalls an old lady who shuffles away to 
bring the tiny cup of straw colored tea, resting with a 
few sweetmeat bits on white paper beside it, and all this 
for a few pennies left on the tray. 

All the tea houses in Japan are not like this. Some 
of them are on a much larger scale, served by dainty 
Geisha girls drilled for this purpose and whose quiet, 
graceful movements and fresh young beauty attracts 
patrons. 

These larger ones are invariably set in the midst 
of fragrant gardens planted according to the Japanese 
custom, with rows and rows of flowers following the 
same species, while a combination of two varieties are 
never found in the same garden. 

One of these most famous tea drinking retreats is 
the Maple Leaf Tea House. Here the interior is beauti- 
fully. decorated with quantities of maple leaves in bril- 
liant hue and on the gowns of the Geisha girls who 
serve here the same decoration is repeated. The effect 
is charming. 

In the Orient tea-drinking is a solemn custom, a 
requirement of hospitality and not a pleasant diver- 
sion as we Americans look upon it. Rich and poor 
serve it to their friends and casual guests, and even 
shopkeeper and tradespeople offer it to their customers. 
To refuse to partake of it is a breach of etiquette never 
to be forgotten. 

In America the tea house is met most frequently 
along the New England coast. Sometimes it has a prim 
box bordered garden, again it is surrounded by nothing 
but sward. One of the prettiest rustic tea houses is 
situated at Devereux. It is a simple little affair re- 
sembling a little old farmhouse, nestled down by the 
side of the road and having at the front a veranda 
with rustic support. This is known as the ‘‘Brown 
Owl’’ and is presided over by a Bryn Mawr girl who 
has conceived one of the most artistic creations in the 
way of interior decoration to be found along the North 
Shore, 


On the dainty little tables of green are always 
placed the most charming color schemes in the way otf 
floral decorations. During the cool, afternoon even- 
ings a cheery fire burning in the open fire-place, the 
logs supported by solemn black owls, give a cozy touch 
to the dainty setting. Little wonder that this tea 
house is the rendezvous of so many of the summer 
gcuests. 

In the historic old town.of Marblehead we find 
many unique tea houses. One of them is the old Pirate 
House facing the harbor. Herein the olden days when 
Quelch and his pirate crew brought home their booty 
we find many a valuable treasure hidden in the little 
old closet leading off the tea room. This little his- 
toric spot charmingly set up is also visited by crowds 
of tourists who, interested in the historic past and the 
fragrant cup so daintily brewed, visit the little tea 
shop for a dainty lunch. 

A new tea garden for motorists this year is located 
on the grounds of the Oceanside Hotel. at Marble- 
head Neck. In rustic surroundings and bordering almost 
directly on the ocean, with an occasional aeroplane hover- 
ing above one’s head, the tourist may sip his tea and enjoy 
a dainty lunch. This garden is situated on the tip end 
of the Neck, quite near the lighthouse and the McQuesten 
estate, well known for its beautiful gardens. 

The Blue Bird Tea room, situated on Pleasant street, 
Marblehead, not far from the many historic places of 
interest in the old town, is pleasing visitors to that place. 
Everything is finished in the color scheme of the blue 
and the decorations infuse one with the buoyant, cheerful 
spirit of the bird which gives it its name. 

The Village Improvement Society of Wenham 
which has done so much to make it a clean town, has 
gone farther in its good work and has_ instituted 
one of the most interesting tea houses to be found 
along the North Shore. It was originally an old har- 
ness shop and with the partitioning off of a small room 
at the back for a kitchen it to-day stands a success, 
brought about by the efforts of the energetic and am- 
bitious women of the town. When their movement 
started many years ago with the cleaning up of side- 
walks, the planting of trees, the improving of the 
pateh of green and the arranging of the front yards, 
little did they think to what this might lead. 

Money was needed for the new enterprise. The 
annual payments of dues would not meet the standard 
that these ambitious women had set. They must have 
a permanent fund for their work. They must have a 
working end, a place where they could have’ social 
times, and where they could put in their arts and 
erafts for sale. 

This movement was entered into by some of the 
most prominent North Shore guests who have thrown 
into the enterprise their united efforts. The little old 
harness shop was transformed as by magic, the flower 
boxes were put up outside, filled with bright flower- 
ing plants, a veranda across the front latticed in, a 
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place for tea tables arranged, while inside the rooms 
were most artistically designed. Soft colonial colors 
blend well with the green of the hangings. They may 
be nothing but common kitchen tables painted over and 
kitchen chairs dressed up with a new coat of paint 
but it is attractive all the same, and homelike, all the 
more so from the quaint designs that were worked 
out for this special purpose, each one of which 
has a meaning of its own. The house is patronized 
not only by the summer guests, but all the year round 
residents hold once a week card parties here. It is 
their tea house and through their patronage that they 
have been enabled to purchase a lot of land to con- 
tinue the work all the year around. 

‘““The Sign of the Crane’’ will give to Manchester 
a new impetus. It was started under the direction 
of Mrs. George Dean whose efforts in the playground 
field and physical culture work have been so success- 
ful. She will doubtless meet with a great success in 
her efforts here to open a home where the talented 
citizens of the town can send their choice handiwork 
and also provide homemade delicacies to meet popular 
demands. 

For the elite of the North Shore “The Grille” at 
Magnolia, meets a much needed demand. It gives a 
place where guests can be entertained in a most lavish 
manner and where entrance means an abundance of 
unusual teas such as cannot be procured at any other 
place. Little wonder that its popularity, its artistic 
interiors and its much more artistic exteriors cannot 
fail to attract the passing guest. 

With the coming of the tea house a different phase 
of social life has been opened up along the North 
Shore, a life which extends as far as Gloucester, Mass.,

Events of Interest from the Seat of 
Government 


By J. E. Jones 


The Breeze Bureau. 
Washington, June 23, 1914, 

“GoLtp H1iLL CONSOLIDATED.” 
There is a gold mine in North 
Carolina in the same county in which 
Senator Overman lives, and if it is 
true, as the Senator has declared, that 
the records of the mine show that 
$5,000,000 worth of ore was taken 
out of the mine, the Senator would 
indeed have been a very poor citizen 
had he not bought some stock in 
“Gold Hill consolidated.” Senator 
Chilton of West Virginia, is also an- 
other owner of the stock. All might 
have gone well, and the Senators 
might have shared their profits and 
losses with the other stock holders, 
had it not been for the fact that their 
stationery was used—quite by acci- 
dent, they explain, to put out some 
praiseworthy comment concerning 
this particular gold mine. Thereup- 
on, “tips” are said to have been whis- 
pered about, and the stock soared 
sky-high. Finally it was published 
that there was a little corner in gold 
mining stock among Senators and 
other high public officials. Then it 
was discovered that the stationery up- 
on which the mining stock boom was 
exploited contained the names of a 
number of other Senators who enter- 
tained bitter prejudices against min- 
ing enterprises, and two of these were 
Senators LaFollette and Cummins. 
Senators Overman and Chilton are 
high in the esteem of the country and 
the national Capital, and they have 
started an investigation in the Senate 
which they declare will show they 
have done nothing improper. Sen- 
ator Chilton says that it ‘“‘all goes to 
show what will happen to a Democrat 
when he gets to fooling with a gold 
standard. If he would stick to the 
old sixteen to one he would never 
have anyone question his methods.” 
In further explanation it appears that 
the wisdom of Senators does not ex- 
empt them from the common fate that 
befalls many men. Senator Chilton 
adds: “TI want to say that I will yield 
second place to nobody in having 
money invested in gold mines. 1 
have some in holes in Washington, 
in California, in Colorado, in Georgia, 
in South Carolina, in Virginia, in 
North Carolina, and probably in sev- 
eral other states. All my life I have 
fostered the idea that possibly I 
might get out of my habit of not 


having enough to pay my bills by 
making a strike in a gold mine . They 
have always looked attractive to me, 
and inasmuch as I] have so much 
money in holes of that kind, I want 
to go to that kind of a hole to get out 
the money which | have invested.” 


THe TrapE CoMMISSION. 

The Administration trade commis- 
sion bill has been presented to the 
Senate by Mr. Newlands of Nevada, 
and President Wilson says that it and 
other anti-trust legislation must be 
passed at this session of Congress. 


_ The President declares that the worst 


thing that could happen to business 
would be to keep it guessing as to leg- 
islation. He therefore insists that 
there must be no compromise, and 
that the present Congress must com- 
plete the Wilson program and give 
the trust legislation to the country. 
According to the President big busi- 
ness is in the same condition as a 
patient afflicted with a disease that 
needs a capital operation. He says 
that the sooner it is over and the pa- 
tient allowed to have a long rest, the 
better 

Senator Newlands in submitting 
the report in favor of the Adminis- 
tration trade commission, told his col- 
leagues in the Senate that the country 
desired such a measure. He declared: 
“Had such a commission been organ- 
ized contemporaneously with the 
Sherman law the conflicting questions 
relative to trusts, monopolies and un- 
fair competition, would have been as 
thoroughly settled by this time as have 
been questions relating to transpor- 
tation, through the action of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.” The 
Senator added that the changing in- 
cumbency of the Attorney General’s 
office has made uncertain the attitude 
of previous administrations. He as- 
serts that the so-called “inquisitorial 
methods” of the present bill are not 
greatly in excess of those now posses- 
sed and for years exercised by the 
Bureau of corporations. “The power, 
of course, must be large,” he adds, 
“but the exercise of power will not be 
against honest business, and will be 
against business outlaws, and will be 
persuasive and correctional, rather 
than punative, so far as well inten- 
tioned business is concerned.” In the 
opinion of Mr. Newlands, the country 
is passing through “a period of de- 
pression, which is partly the result of 
world-wide causes, and partly the re- 
sult of necessary readjustments, fol- 
lowing important economic changes.” 
He says that the railroads are being 
affected, as are many other classes of 
business, “ but it is merely tempor- 
ary.” And that, if you please, is 
practically the view of the Adminis- 


tration concerning this new legisla- 
tion. 


INcoME 'TAx IN TROUBLE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury in- 
sists that the new income tax has 
teeth in it, and he has an army of 
assistants who propose to close the 
jaws of the law upon the income tax 
dodgers throughout the country. 
Somebody has been miscalculating 
very badly, or there are mote poor 
people in the United States than has 
been generally supposed, as the in- 
come tax will fail by $21,000,000 of 
providing the revenue expected of it 
by the framers of the new tariff law. 
The Treasury Department “experts” 
estimated that the taxes on individual 
returns would be $24,000,000 more 
than has been produced. The govern- 
ment “dragnet” has therefore thus 
far got little more than half what it 
had expected. The Democrats, while 
patting themselves on the back be- 
cause of their magnificent legislative 
achievements of the past year, are 
worrying themselves sick because of 
the lack of necessary revenue. 


Don’t ForcetT THE QUOTATIONS. 

Senator Reed Smoot has been com- 
pelled to explain that he was not 
guilty of plagiarism in his Memorial 
Day speech at Arlington cemetery. 
The Senator had the quotation marks 
in all straight enough, but they did 
not sound when the newspaper re- 
porters took down his speech, and 
therefore an open letter was printed 
broadcast accusing the Mormon 
Apostle with having swiped the ideas 
of one James T. Darling. The Sen- 
ator made a satisfactory explanation, 
and calls attention to the fact that the 
speech, as printed in the form of a 
public document, contains the proper 
quotation marks, and before the quo- 
tations, the words: “well has it been 
said.”

ONE WEEK FROM SaAturDAy will be the Fourth of 
July. It is too much to expect that the agitation of the 
past few years for a safe and sane Fourth will yet result 
in a total absence of serious injuries and fatalities.

While ex- 
ploding giant cannon crackers, torpedoes and the like the 
average boy is not seriously considering the reason for his 
wild recklessness. The men who, wearing stern visages and 
firm mouths, afhxed their signatures to the Declaration of 
Independence upon that July day in 1776, saw too much 
of bloodshed and loss of life in the long war for freedom 
to wish to establish a holiday for the needless sacrifice of 
the youthful American. The day we celebrate is a day 
which shall go ‘down in history as one which caused the 
pulses of the whole world to beat faster. The sturdy 
colonists accomplished more than the throwing off of the 
yoke of a tyrannical power; they opened the door to 
freedom for the entire world. Is it fitting, then, that to 
celebrate this day, it should be attended with barbarous 
customs? Rather it should be a holiday which should 
foster the thought that this country, the first to proclaim 
the divine right of man, needs for its future supremacy 
citizens, who will be safe and sane whenever another 
crisis confronts them. But to celebrate the anniversary 
of the birth of freedom with bloodshed is to lead back to 
bondage.

Supyect oF INTERESTING PAPER 
BreFrorE MANCHESTER 
Historical, SOCIETY 

A meeting of the Manchester His- 
torical Society was held at the G. A. 
R. hall, Manchester, Monday evening 
last, a goodly number being present. 
After some routine business a paper 
was read by the Secretary, Mr. A. S. 
Jewett, entitled the “Autobiography 
of JohniPrice:”’ 

From this. we gather that Dea. 
Price was-born in ‘Vainworth, N. H., 
in Jan. 1808. The son of a farmer, 
his life was spent at home with his 
father, working upon the farm in the 
summer and diligently pursuing his 
studies for a few months in the win- 
ter season. He appears to have at- 
tracted the attention of his neighbors, 
for at 17 we find him in charge of a 
very difficult school in an adjoining 
town. Encouraged by his success in 
1828 he finds himself in the little vill- 
age of Manchester teaching a district 
school. For 21 years he labored in 
this quiet seaport town, save a brief 
spell in Salem where doubtless he 
added to-his stock of knowledge. So 
far and wide had his fame as a teach- 
er spread, that at times representa- 
tives from every quarter of the globe 
gladly sat at his feet for instruction. 
This close confinement for so many 


years reacted upon his -health and al- 
though of magnificent physique na- 
ture demanded a rest and a winter in 
Cuba resulted in restored health and 
a renewal of his school life. 

After 45 years busily employed in 
educational work he retired and spent 
the remainder of his days in official 
life and the pursuit of historical and 
geneological studies. Honored by his 
townsmen, he was faithful and con- 
scientious in the discharge of every 
duty, and it is pleasant to record that 
so closely had he entwined himself in 
the hearts of his pupils that a reunion 
was held at the Town Hall in 1891 at 
which many of his former pupils met 
for congratulations and fellowship. 
Such red letter days go far to brigh- 
ten the pathway of life and the recol- 
lection of that day even at the pre- 
sent time stimulates and quickens our 
best impulses. 

Frequently we hear the remark, how 
much did he leave? How many can 
reply—he left a memory redolent with 
the fragrance of a noble life. Meas- 
ured in dollars and cents the answer 
would come readily, but estimated by 
the moral and religious influences ex- 
erted upon those with whom he came 
in contact, how impossible the task. 
Ts it a fruitless endeavor to call at- 
tention to a life spent in well doing? 
If so the words of the poet fall upon 
deaf ears, and the “Lives of great 


men all remind us we can make our 
lives sublime,” at least if not reach- 
ing very dizzy heights, make trem 
more worthy and useful. 

Following Mr. Jewett’s paper in- 
formal remarks were made along a 
reminiscent vein by O. T. Roberts, 
Frank P. Knight and Henry T. Bing- 
ham. The latter a pupil of Deacon 
Price. All in all the meeting of the 
society was a very interesting one. 
The next meeting will be held four 
weeks hence,—Monday evening, July 
2oth.

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July owes its name to one of the 
most dramatic incidents in history. 
After getting his tolls repeal bill 
through the Roman Senate, Caesar 
insisted upon keeping that body in 
session until it did something about 
the trusts. The Senate had been in 
continuous session for more than a 
year, almost every plank in the plat- 
form had been religiously kept, and 
many of the Senators had already 
given up their chautauqua work for 
one summer. The fact that Mark 
Antony, Caesar’s Secretary of State, 
was doing his chautauqua work on 
the side, which the Senators could not 
do, fadded bitterness to impatience. 
Caesar charged some of the Senators 
with joining in a business conspiracy 
to save the trusts. He said he had 
received thousands of letters from 
business men saying that unless they 
had peace and quiet for a while 
everything would collapse. He ac- 
cused Brutus, Casca and others of the 
Opposition party with ‘having  in- 
spired these letters, and announced 
his determination to keep the Senate 
at work until it passed his trust bill, 
if it took all summer. The next 
morning, while passing from the 
White House to the Senate chamber, 
he was set upon by Casca and Brutus 
and some of their associates, and as- 
sassinated. ‘Thus perished the great- 
est reformer the world had known up 
to that time, a soldier, statesman and 
author. He had ended the war in 
Gaul by dividing that country into 
three parts, revised the Roman tariff 
downward, reformed the currency, 
adjusted the canal tolls controversy 
with the Persians, and stuck strictly 
to business, neither going bear hunt- 
ing nor playing golf. Mark Antony, 
who preached the funeral oration, 
suggested that the month of Quinti- 
lius, in which he had been born, be- 
come his monument, and the name of 
the month was therefore changed to 
July. Being rid of Caesar, the Sen- 
ate adjourned, the trust bill was 
abandoned, and Rome fell. Once 
mistress of the world, it is now one 
of the little picture postal 
doms on the Mediterranean.

MANCHESTER'S OLDEST MAN Is Q7. 

William Johnson, Manchester’s old- 
est male resident, last Saturday 
quietly observed his 97th birthday at 
his home on Bridge street. Although 
he has failed considerable in the last 
two or three years Mr. Johnson 1s 
still as anxious to be up and doing as 
ever. He declares that a diet of gra- 
ham bred is accountable in a large 
measure for his long life. 

He was born at Epson, N. H., and 
is the last of nine children. At the 
age of 12 years he removed to Con- 
cord, where he attended the academy. 
At the age of 15 he commenced his 
apprenticeship of chair and cabinet 
making and served his time of five 
years. 

He united with the Congregational 
church at Concord in 1834, and when 
he came here 72 years ago he united 
with the local church by letter, and ts 
now the oldest member.

Tur SENTIMENTAL RICHNESS OF 
PANAMA. 

After all the hurly-burly connected 
with the Panama Canal tolls matter, 
it is somewhat surprising to note the 
calm thiat has arrived on the troubled 
waters, as the result of oil poured out 
upon the surface of the legislative 
sea by Senators Norris and Simmons. 
All of which goes to prove the state- 
ment contained in this correspondence 
some weeks ago, to the effect that the 
Panama Canal tolls question is one 
of wonderful richness from a senti- 
mental standpoint, but as a commer- 


cial proposition is of minor import- . 


ance. As passed, the Panama tolls 
measure places the ships of all na- 
tions, including our own, upon the 
same basis, and “saves Uncle Sam’s 
face’ from the charge of truckling 
to Great Britain. The amendment to 
the original bill is quite as important 
as the measure, and is well worth pre- 
serving. It is as follows: 


“Provided, that the passage of this 


act shall not be construed or held as a 


waiver, or relinquishment of any 
right the United States may have un- 
der the treaty with Great Britain, 
ratified February 21, 1902, or the 
treaty with the Republic of Panama, 
ratified February 26, 1904, or other- 
wise, to discriminate in favor of its 
vessels by exempting the vessel of 


the United States or its citizens from 
the payment of tolls or passage 
through said canal, or as in any way 
waiving, impairing or affecting any 
right of the United States under said 
treaty, or otherwise, with the respect 
to the sovereignty over the owner- 
ship, control, and management of 
said canal, and the regulation of the 
conditions or charges of traffic 
through the same.”
